Testimony 


The  substance  of  a  testimony  shared  by  Southeastern  President  W. 
Randall  Lolley  with  the  SBC  Pastors'  Conference,  Los  Angeles,  June, 
1981. 


"For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His  only 
begotten  son  that  if  Randall  Lolley  would  believe  in 
Him  he  would  not  perish  but  have  everlasting  life." 
That,  my  friends,  is  the  basic  Biblical  bedrock  for  my 
Christian  testimony. 

I  grew  up  in  a  southeastern  Alabama  tornado  belt. 
Almost  every  year  a  treacherous  twister  or  two  would 
devastate  a  field  or  a  river  bottom.  One  summer  night, 
a  tornado  struck  a  lone  farm  house  and  killed  four  of 
my  cousins  in  one  fatal  swoop.  It  wrapped  their  bodies 
around  trees  in  a  pecan  grove. 

The  people  in  our  community  developed  a  way  to 
combat  this  menace.  We  dug  store  pits  -  holes  in  the 
ground,  usually  in  banks  of  earth.  Here,  in  the  heat  of 
the  day  or  in  the  dead  of  the  night,  our  families  would 
go  to  wait  out  a  severe  storm. 

Many  a  night  I  recall  the  struggle:  get  out  of  bed, 
fight  sleep,  slip  on  some  clothes,  race  pell-mell 
through  the  darkness  and  the  clotheslines,  with 
lightning  flashing  and  thunder  rolling  all  around,  to 
reach  the  storm  pit. 

Often  as  not,  we  took  much  of  the  fury  of  the  storm 
trying  to  reach  safety;  but  the  thing  i  remember  most 
was  the  old  kerosene  lamp  that  stayed  in  the  storm  pit. 
I  remember  how  warm  and  dry  and  safe  that  awful 
dark,  damp  home  in  the  gound  seemed  just  as  soon  as 
someone  lighted  that  lamp. 

That  is  the  way  it  was  with  my  conversion  at  age  12. 
It  was  as  if  the  Lord  Christ  turned  on  the  light  in  my 
young  life.  What  had  been  dark  and  scarey  now 
became  bright  and  peaceful.  I  was  aglow  on  the  inside 
of  my  life  -  saved,  forgiven,  redeemed,  died  for! 

Now  that  original  conversion,  that  lamp  lighting  of 
my  spirit,  was  heavy  on  feeling  and  light  on  knowing. 
It  had  lots  of  heart  but  not  much  head.  I  did  not  know 
how  it  had  happened.  Acutally,  I  did  not  need  to 
know.  I  just  felt  that  Jesus  Christ  had  turned  the  light 
on  in  my  dark,  young  life  and  that  not  all  the  darkness 
and  evil  in  the  world  could  ever  put  it  out  again. 

I  was  in  the  fifth  grade  then.  There  was  lots  of  road 


to  travel:  seven  more  years  in  high  school,  four  years 
in  a  Baptist  college,  seven  years  in  two  Southern 
Baptists  seminaries. 

By  the  time  I  was  30,  I  was  heavier  on  knowing.  You 
might  say  lots  of  head  had  been  added  to  my  heart. 

Then  came  the  rigors  of  my  first  full-time  pastorate. 
With  those  beloved  people  I  wrestled  by  the  day,  by 
the  week,  and  by  the  year  to  discover  the  Word  of 
God  coming  alive  for  me  and  for  them.  We  laughed, 
cried,  prayed,  played,  lived,  and  died  together.  In  the 
context  of  that  ministry,  I  made  another  marvelous 
discovery.  I  found  head  and  heart  and  hands  agreeing 
-  knowing  and  feeling  and  doing  came  into  balance  in 
my  maturing  Christian  experience. 

When  asked  what  is  the  greatest  revival  I  have  ever 
experienced,  I  can  remember  many.  I  began  my 
preaching  during  the  late  forties  and  early  fifties  while 
the  youth  revivals  were  sweeping  this  country.  I  had 
conducted  many  meetings,  some  in  which  few  were 
saved,  some  in  which  many  were  saved.  I  have  had 
relatives  redeemed  and  in  one  meeting  my  daughters 
came  to  know  Christ. 

But  if  you  ask  me  what  is  my  greatest  revival,  I  think 
my  most  honest  answer  would  be  the  next  one.  I  have 
come  to  a  point  in  my  Christian  experience  where 
anticipation  is  equally  as  exciting  as  achievement. 

The  substance  of  things  hoped  for  blends  with  the 
substance  of  things  already  experienced.  All  of  it  is 
under  the  Lordship  and  to  the  glory  of  Jesus  Christ.

THREE  TO  SERVE  AS  VISITING 
PROFESSORS 

Nancy  A.  Curtis,  Porter  W.  Routh,  and  Roger  A. 
Bullard  have  been  named  visiting  professors  at 
Southeastern  Seminary  here  for  the  1981  Fall  term. 

Curtis,  Executive  Director  of  the  North  Carolina 
Woman's  Missionary  Union,  will  serve  as  Fletcher 
Visiting  Professor  of  Missions.  She  will  teach  a  course 
on  women  in  missions.  The  Fletcher  Professorship  was 
established  by  a  gift  from  the  late  A.J.  Fletcher, 
Raleigh,  N.C.  businessman,  in  memory  of  his  parents, 
pioneer  mountain  missionaries. 

Routh,  retired  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer, 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  will  teach  a  course  on  the  growth  and 
work  among  Southern  Baptists. 

A  native  of  Texas,  Routh  was  editor  of  the 
Oklahoma  Baptist  Messenger  and  Secretary,  Dept.  of 
Survey,  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board,  prior  to 
becoming  Executive  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  1981,  a  post  he  held  for  28 
years. 

Bullard,  Professor  of  Religion  at  Atlantic  Christian 
College,  Wilson,  N.C,  will  teach  Greek.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  Union  Univ.,  Vanderbilt  Univ.,  and 
Southeastern  Seminary. 

SCOGGIN:  BIBLICAL 
ARCHAEOLOGIST 

1981  was  B.  Elmo  Scoggin's  twenty-sixth  season  of 
digging  in  Israel. 

As  a  youth  his  study  of  the  Bible  awakened  an 
abiding  interest  in  the  holy  land,  an  interest  which 
expanded  and  deepened  in  the  university  and 
seminary.  In  1949  he  and  his  wife,  Hannah  Pearlman, 
went  to  Israel  as  Southern  Baptist  representatives. 

Scoggin  did  his  first  archaeological  excavation  in 
1950  at  Beth  Yerach  on  the  southwestern  corner  of  the 
Sea  of  Galilee.  Since  then  he  has  worked  at  Ramat 
Rachael,  Arad,  Lachish,  Gezer,  Har  Yeroham,  Beer 
Ressisim,  Jerusalem,  Dan,  Beersheba,  Tel  Malhata, 
Jebel  Qa'akin  and  other  sites. 

He  lists  the  five  seasons  he  directed  the  excavation 
of  the  Solomonic  gate  at  Gezer  as  his  most  exciting 
work.  "My  most  consuming  desire  is  to  excavate  Abel 
Beth  Ma'acah  on  the  northernmost  border  of  Israel, 
next  to  Lebanon  and  Syria,"  he  says  and  then  sadly 
adds,  "but  this  site  will  probably  not  be  excavated 
during  my  lifetime." 

For  many  years,  he,  as  professor  of  Hebrew  and  Old 
Testament  at  Southeastern  Seminary,  has  conducted 
an  annual  ten-day  tour  of  Israel  in  the  early  spring  and 
an  archaeological  excavation  in  the  summer.

Breakfast  came  at  8:30  and  consisted  of  yogurt,  boiled  eggs,  tomatoes,  cucumbers,  bread,  jam 
and  coffee.  Cool  water  and  a  rest-break  were  always  welcomed. 


Lunch  was  served  at  1:30,  after  which  There  were  lighter  moments  when  several  brave 
pottery  sherds  were  washed.  ones  rode  a  camel.

Under  the  leadership  of  B.  Elmo 
Scoggin,  perhaps  the  most  field- 
experienced  biblical  archaeologist 
among  Southern  Baptists,  fourteen 
Southeastern  students,  alumni  and 
friends  participated  in  the  1981 
archaeological  excavations  at  Tel 
Dan  (Judges  18:29)  in  Upper  Galilee 
and  at  Tel  Aroer  (I  Sam.  30:28)  in  the 
Negev  of  Israel,  June  28  -  August  10. 

The  excavations  at  both  sites  were 
under  the  overall  supervision  of 
Avraham  Biran,  noted  Israeli 
archaeologist  and  director  of  the 
Nelson  Glueck  School  of  Biblical 
Archaeology  in  Jeruselam.  For 
several  seasons  he  has  directed 
work  at  Tel  Dan  and  Tel  Aroer. 

With  the  Southeastern  group, 
others  came  from  all  over  the 
U.S.A.,  Europe,  and  Israel,  making  a 
total  of  fifty  volunteers,  plus  twelve 
staff-members,  such  as  area- 
supervisors,  surveyor,  research- 
assistants,  bus-driver,  camp-director, 
cooks.  Baptists  worked  along  with 
Jews,  Roman  Catholics, 
Episcopalians,  Lutherans,  Mormons 
and  others  in  search  of  our  biblical 
roots. 

Awakened  each  day  at  4:00  a.m., 
the  group  was  given  a  cup  of  tea 
and  a  piece  of  bread  with  peanut 
butter  and  jam  before  boarding  a 
bus  for  the  tell  (an  artificial  mound 
built  by  successive  periods  of 
occupation)  to  begin  work  at  5:00 
a.m. 

At  Tel  Dan,  a  fifty-acre  mound, 
the  1981  team  worked  three 
areas:  Area  "M,"  an  Israelite 
residential  section  of  the  8th  -  7th 
centuries  before  Christ;  Area  "K,"  a 
mud-brick  gate  to  the  Canaanite 
city;  and  Area  "J,"  the  high  place 
used  by  the  Canaanites,  Israelites 
and  Romans. 

The  big  "find"  came  at  Area  "K"  - 
the  inside  of  the  mud-brick  gate, 
steps  leading  up  to  it  and  a  ceramic 
facial  mask,  likely  used  in  some  kind 
of  ceremony  -  all  dating  from  the

Middle  Bronze  age. 

No,  they  did  not  find  the  golden 
calf  (I  Kings  12:28-29)  in  "T"  Area. 
However,  they  did  find  one  of  the 
horns  of  an  Israelite  altar,  a  seal  and 
many  Roman  artifacts.  B.  Elmo 
Scoggin,  Ed  Wall  (M.  Div.  student) 
and  Wake  Gibson  '81  were  among 
those  who  worked  there. 

Then  came  July  19.  After  several 
nights  in  bomb-shelters  when 
Katyuska  rockets  fell  on  nearby 
Kiryat  Shmona,  the  team  was  moved 
south  to  Beersheba  where  the 
excavation  at  Tel  Aroer  was 
continued. 

The  schedule  was  the  same  - 
"Good  Morning"  at  4:00  and  work 
at  5:00.  Breakfast  was  served  on  the 
site  at  8:30,  but  we  had  lunch  at  1:30 
at  Bet  Yatziv,  the  youth  hostel  in 
Beersheba,  and  washed  pottery  at 
5:00.  But  there  were  no  trees  at  Tel 
Aroer,  and  the  water  was  hot. 
Bedouins  cared  for  their  goats  and 
sheep  on  the  barren  hills,  and  we 
dug  and  dug  and  dug  in  the  hot 
sun. 

Other  highlights  were  Scoggin's 
tour  of  northern  Galilee,  a  visit  to 
the  excavations  at  Arad  and  Masada, 
a  farewell  party  in  Beersheba  and  an 
evening  in  the  home  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Biran  in  Jerusalem.  In  addition  to 
buckets  of  Roman  pottery  sherds, 
the  major  discoveries  at  Tel  Aroer 
were  two  earthern  ovens,  the  body 
and  base  of  an  Astarte  figurine  and 
a  barrel-vaulted  underground  room 
which  was  found  next  to  the  last 
day. 

Thus  the  1981  excavation  course 
ran  true  to  form  -  work,  excitement, 
adventure,  education.  Like  a 
continued  story,  we  must  wait  for 
the  next  chapter  to  find  out  what 
was  the  underground  chamber  and 
where  it  leads.  Three  wonderful 
days  in  Greece  and  the  experience 
of  trying  to  get  home  despite  the 
controllers  air-strike  belong  to 
another  story.

In  an  age  of  relativism  all  the  Humpty  Dumpties  fall 
off  the  wall.  All  the  King's  horses  and  all  the  King's 
men  join  mortals  like  you  and  me  trying  to  put  things 
back  together  again.  In  an  age  of  relativism  priorities 
get  scrambled  and  values  become  homogenized  into 
an  oblong  blur,  until  .  .  . 

We  worship  our  work.  Christian  faith  is  rooted  in  an 
experienced  encounter  with  the  living  God.  This  has 
everything  to  do  with  everything  else  -  including  our 
work.  Changed  persons  change  work.  They  worship  at 
portable  altars  -  sinks,  desks,  assembly  lines,  machines. 
But  they  make  no  mistake  about  it,  the  work  is  a 
means  of  their  worship  and  never  an  end  of  it. 

We  work  at  our  play.  One  national  advertiser 
advises,  "We  make  week-ends."  Generally,  our 
problem  is  that  we  leave  too  much  week  in  our  week- 
ends. The  rhythm  between  work  and  play  -  job  and 
leisure  -  is  blurred.  Too  many  times  we  rush  to  relax. 
Everything  becomes  a  race.  Re-creation  which  reduces 
stress,  relieves  tension  and  makes  for  good 
physical/mental/emotional/spiritual  health  deserves  a 
place  in  every  schedule. 


We  play  at  our  worship.  Genuine  worship  happens 
when  a  person  brings  the  gods  he  has  made  to 
confront  the  God  who  has  made  him  (Scherer).  Such 
an  encounter  does  not  occur  by  way  of  an  infrequent 
and  irregular  lick,  promise,  and  rushed  up  prayer. 
Discipleship  has  discipline  in  it. 

Some  years  ago  a  commencement  speaker  at  Yale 
told  the  graduates,  "In  1776  you  conquered  your 
fathers.  In  1865  you  conquered  your  brothers.  Now, 
you  must  conquer  yourselves  if  you  are  to  survive  and 
thrive."  You  know,  he  is  right.  And  under  the  lordship 
of  Jesus  Christ  it  can  be  done  increasingly.

MISSIONARY  DAYS 

Louis  R.  Cobbs,  director  of  personnel  selection  for 
the  SBC's  Foreign  Mission  Board,  gave  one  of  the 
missionary  day  addresses  in  1979.  As  the  first  director 
of  the  journeymen  program,  he  recalls  its  three  basic 
objectives:  (1)  to  provide  opportunities  for  young 
adults  to  become  involved  in  mission  work  overseas;

Kinnear  and  John  Merk.  China  (Taiwan)  has  two:  Lily 
San  and  Abraham  Ho.  Japan  also  has  two:  Izumi 
Hayakawa  and  Huruko  Ward.  Colin  Lambert  came 
from  Bermuda;  Michael  Tolbert  from  Liberia;  George 
Chakarji  from  Venezuela,  and  Francis  Duri  from 
Zimbawe.  Other  students  who  are  now  naturalized 
Americans  are  natives  of  Cuba,  England,  France, 
Germany  and  Haiti.  All  of  these  students  contribute  to 
broadening  the  horizons  of  learning  and  to  deepening 
an  understanding  of  the  world's  need  of  Christ.

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OPENING  CONVOCATION 

The  thirty-first  academic  year  at  Southeastern 
Seminary  began  under  sunny  skies,  Sept.  1st,  in 
worship.  Two  new  professors  publicly  signed  the 
Articles  of  Faith,  as  has  every  professor  at  the 
beginning  of  his  teaching  at  Southeastern.  J.  Carroll 
Trotter,  professor  of  preaching  and  speech,  read  the 
scripture  (Isa.  6:1-8  and  Eph.  4:1-6).  President  W. 
Randall  Lolley  delivered  the  convocation  address, 
"How  Do  You  Solve  a  Problem  Like  Maria?"  -  a  copy 
of  which  is  included  in  this  issue  of  the  Outlook. 

FALL  ENROLLMENT 

This  fall  1,268  persons  are  enrolled  at  SEBTS.  This  is 
an  increase  of  22  persons  over  last  fall's  enrollment, 
with  an  increase  of  41  persons  in  the  M.Div.  and 
M.R.E.  programs  of  study.  For  the  first  time  the 
enrollment  for  these  two  degrees  has  exceeded  900.

SCHOLARSHIPS 

This  fall,  599  students  at  Southeastern  Seminary 
received  scholarships,  totalling  $259,441.50.  Twelve 
Raymond  Bryan  Brown  scholarships,  each  amounting 
to  $700,  were  announded  last  spring.  Four  hundred 
and  twenty-five  students  received  gifts  directly  from 
the  Charles  B.  Keesee  Educational  Fund,  Inc.;  these 
gifts  amounted  to  $191,741.50.  Other  scholarships, 
totalling  $59,300  were  awarded  to  162  students.

ESTHER  ADAMS  SEMINAR 

Centered  on  the  theme,  "Guidance  in  Personal 
Spiritual  Growth,"  the  fall  Esther  Adams  Seminar 
included  two  lectures  and  a  retreat  for  seminary  wives. 
William  P.  Clemmons,  Associate  Professor  of  Christian 
Education,  led  the  programs,  using  his  book, 
Discovering  the  Depths.  Attendance  at  the  lectures  on 
Sept.  21  and  Sept.  28  numbered  65  and  40  respectively, 
and  included  both  faculty  and  student  wives.  The 
retreat,  held  on  Oct.  3,  included  35  participants. 

Funding  for  these  events  is  provided  by  income 
generated  through  the  Esther  Adams  Fund  for 
Seminary  Wives,  established  by  friends  and  family  of 
Mrs.  Esther  Jillison  Adams,  wife  of  the  late  Theodore  F. 
Adams  of  Richmond.  The  fund  makes  possible 
personal  enrichment  events  and  the  purchase  of 
library  books  for  seminary  wives.  The  seminars  are 
coordinated  by  the  Faculty  Wives  Club  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Seminary  Wives  Fellowship. 
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"And  you  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  will  set  you  free/' 
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Do  you  remember  MARIA?  Origi- 
nally, she  was  a  postulant  at  Nonn- 
berg  Abbey  in  old  Austria.  Later,  she 
became  the  heroine  in  Rogers  and 
Hammerstein's  famous  play,  The  Sound 
of  Music.  Still  later,  she  became  Julie 
Andrews  in  the  movie  which  ranks 
next  to  "Jaws"  and  "Gone  With  The 
Wind"  as  the  all-time  greatest  box 
office  attractions. 

The  play/ movie  opens  with  Maria 
studying  the  disciplines  of  convent 
religion.  If  all  goes  well,  she  will  soon 
be  a  novice,  and  then  later,  a  nun. 

But  all  is  not  going  well!  She  is  a 
square  peg  in  the  round  hole  of  the 
order.  Her  robust,  lusty,  love  for  life 
is  making  shambles  of  the  strict, 
austere,  atmosphere  of  the  convent. 

So  the  sisters  express  their  frus- 
tration over  their  unsuccessful 
attempts  to  bridle  this  frisky  young 
thing  in  some  best-selling  lyrics: 

"How  do  you  solve  a  problem  like 
Maria? 

How  do  you  catch  a  cloud  and  pin  it 
down? 

How  do  you  find  a  word  that  means 
Maria? 

A  flibbertigibbet!  a  will-o-the-wisp! 
A  clown! 

Many  a  thing  you  know  you'd  like 
to  tell  her; 

Many  a  thing  she  ought  to  under- 
stand. 

But  how  do  you  make  her  stay 
And  listen  to  all  you  say? 
How  do  you  keep  a  wave  upon  the 
sand? 

Oh,  how  do  you  solve  a  problem 


like  Maria? 
How  do  you  hold  a  moonbeam  in 
your  hand?" 

In  more  prosaic  terms  their  problem 
was  how  to  restrain  the  unrestrain- 
able,  control  the  uncontrollable,  tame 
the  untameable. 

That  is  what  they  meant  when 
they  asked:  "How  do  you  catch  a 
cloud  and  pin  it  down?"  "How  do  you 
keep  a  wave  upon  the  sand?"  "How 
do  you  hold  a  moonbeam  in  your 
hand?" 

Our  world  is  chock-full  of  problems 
like  Maria.  Everywhere  there  is  the 
conflict  between  that  which  evades 
restraint  and  that  which  would  re- 
strain. Everywhere  there  is  the  ten- 
sion between  form  and  vitality  - 
substance  and  structure  -  idea  and 
institution. 

The  hand  of  form  demands  a  cer- 
tain calculated  structure  -  a  neatness 
and  niceness  about  life  -  but  the 
moonbeam  of  vitality  is  never  quite 
willing  to  concede.  The  cloud  of 
substance  will  never  quite  let  the  pin 
of  structure  tack  it  down.  The  high 
wave  of  change  is  constantly  leaving 
in  shambles  the  sands  on  a  thousand 
shores  of  static  status  quos. 

So,  the  seriousness  of  our  lives  is 
hounded  by  a  game  of  nip  and  tuck.  It 
is  a  problem  as  large  as  life.  "How  do 
you  solve  a  problem  like  Maria?  How 
do  you  hold  a  moonbeam  in  your 
hand?" 

Clyde  Tilley,  in  a  fine  essay,  has 
said:  "The  whole  history  of  Christ- 
ianity has  been  a  dramatic  struggle 


between  the  moonbeam  and  the 
hand."  At  times  the  moonbeam  has 
glistened  in  unshackled  freedom, 
eluding  the  hand. 

At  other  times  the  hand  has  en- 
countered the  moonbeam  and  con- 
tained it  in  uneasy  rendezvous.  At 
still  other  more  desperate  times,  the 
hand  has  squeezed  too  tightly  only  to 
lose  the  moonbeam  and  in  a  sad  bit  of 
self-deception  ended  up  a  fist. 

So  goes  the  whole  nip  and  tuck 
process  by  which  Christian  faith  has 
been  formed  into  shapes,  sizes, 
systems,  structures,  institutions,  or- 
ganizations, creeds. 

You  see,  at  the  outset  this  faith  of 
ours  was  like  a  moonbeam  -  unbound, 
unfettered,  uncreedalized. 

Jesus  Christ  burst  fresh  upon  a 
scene  that  had  only  stale,  pre-pack- 
aged religion.  There  was  pepper  in  all 
the  porridge,  and  sand  in  all  the  soup. 
Rome  ruled  all  the  real  estate  and 
God  was  safely  tucked  away  in  a 
splendid  box  atop  Zion  Hill. 

But  that  man  from  Nazareth  was  a 
shaft  of  shimmering  light  in  a  land 
where  someone  had  blown  out  about 
all  the  lamps.  Those  nearest  him  were 
singed  by  the  sparks  struck  off  this 
flinty  earth  by  his  race  horse  spirit. 
The  ferment  of  his  new  wine  burst  all 
their  old  skins. 

His  followers  embraced  him  as  a 
flesh  and  blood  force  who  was  free, 
emancipated,  liberated.  He  was  a 
moral  revolutionary,  not  a  political 
one.  He  perceived  that  the  zeal  of  the 
prophets  had  been  replaced  by  the 


dogmas  of  the  priests  and  he  wiped 
away  the  green  scum  which  for  cen- 
turies had  settled  over  the  scriptures. 

He  associated  with  dirty-faced  little 
children,  dirty-dressed  prostitutes, 
tavern-keepers,  and  tax  gatherers. 
He  mingled  with  the  riff-raff.  So, 
when  Jesus  Christ  came  -  and  when 
he  kept  on  coming  -  he  was  as  a 
moonbeam  in  its  freshness  and  its 
freedom. 

Not  even  death  could  tame  him! 

His  resurrection  hit  history  like 
light  hitting  a  prism.  His  gospel  was  a 
liberating  force. 

He  defined  it  for  the  homefolks  at 
Nazareth: 

"The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me, 
because  he  has  appointed  me  to 
preach  good  news  to  the  poor.  He 
has  sent  me  to  proclaim  release  to 
the  captives,  and  recovery  of  sight 
to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  those 
who  are  oppressed,  to  proclaim  the 
Lord's  year  of  release."  (Luke  4:18- 
19) 

This  gospel  was  as  old  as  Isaiah,  yet 
it  was  no  mere  proposition  to  be 
believed.  It  was  a  person  to  be  faithed; 
a  mission  to  be  done.  It  involved  heart 
and  head  and  hands  agreeing  on  how 
to  catch  a  moonbeam  -  or  better  said, 
on  how  to  be  caught  by  one. 

No  wonder  his  love  was  a  liberating 
force.  It  was  totally  inclusive.  It  knew 
only  two  words,  "whosoever  will." 

He  busied  himself  showing  us  how 
God  wants  us  to  behave  toward  one 
another. 

He  loved  free,  uncoerced,  unre- 
strained. And  his  ethic  was  an  ethic  of 
his  love. 

No  wonder  a  fantastic  fellowship 
followed  in  his  wake.  Wherever  he 
went  there  erupted  a  free  and  spon- 
taneous fellowship  {koinonia)  among 
those  who  risked  following  him.  In 
their  community  of  belonging  there 
was  a  radical  acceptance  -  rising  above 
class  or  clan  or  color  or  creed.  They 
outlived  and  outdied  the  opposition. 

No  wonder  they  reached  the  un- 
reachables,  taught  the  unteachables, 
touched  the  untouchables,  and  made 
somebodies  out  of  all  the  barefoot 
nobodies  who  dared  follow  him. 

So  much  for  the  moonbeam  in  the 
beginning. 

But  not  many  years  passed  before  a 
new  kind  of  problem  emerged.  His- 
tory had  a  way  of  demanding  that  if 
the  movement  were  to  survive  it 
must  somehow  accomodate  itself  to 


certain  forms  and  structures  -  some 
niceties  for  the  long  haul. 

Here  a  deacon,  there  a  bishop.  Now 
a  controversy;  later  a  council. 

So  the  moonbeam  entered  into  coal- 
ition with  the  hand.  And  the  fresh, 
free,  dynamic  fellowship  of  Christ- 
ians began  to  feel  the  first  pinches  of 
structures.  The  idea/the  way  became 
institutionalized. 

But  this  concession  of  the  moon- 
beam was  not  an  altogether  bad  one. 
In  fact,  it  was  a  necessary  one,  for  no 
unstructured  force  can  sustain  itself 
over  the  long  haul.  Now,  according  to 
Apostle  Paul,  Christians  had  "a 
heavenly  treasure  in  earthen  vessels." 
(II  Corinthians  4:7) 

But  could  the  hand  stop  at  pro- 
prieties? Could  it  remain  relaxed  in 
its  containment? 

The  whole  of  Christian  history 
serves  as  commentary  on  that  inquiry. 
At  times  the  hand  has  become  too 
desperate  and  demanding  and  has 
squeezed  too  tightly! 

The  same  amazing  thing  has  hap- 
pened every  one  of  those  times.  The 
moonbeam  has  fled  such  over- 
possession.  It  will  not  be  contained 
too  tightly  forever.  It  will  not  be  held 
too  securely  over  the  long  haul. 

The  moment  that  our  forms  and 
structures  become  too  confining,  the 
moonbeam  slithers  out  between  the 
fingers  and  leaves  us  with  nothing 
but  an  empty  hand.  And  what  is  left 
of  a  hand  which  has  squeezed  too 
tightly  and  lost  the  light?  A  clenched 
fist! 

And  the  tightly  clenched  form  or 
structure  is  the  darkest  place  of  all.  In 
its  desperate  attempt  to  keep  the  light 
in,  it  keeps  the  light  out. 

The  moonbeam  is  gone  -  slithering 
freely  away! 

So,  the  question  boils  down  to 
basics:  "How  do  you  solve  a  problem 
like  Maria?"  How  do  you  keep  a  moon- 
beam without  quenching  it? 

It's  the  same  thorny  question  the 
people  of  God  have  tried  to  answer  all 
through  history.  Let's  look  at  our- 
selves in  light  of  the  record.  Here  we 
are,  a  contemporary  portion  of  Christ's 
own  ekklesia.  How  did  we  become 
who  we  are? 

By  our  free  and  voluntary  accep- 
tance of  the  Christ-Word  -  both  as  it 
was  enfleshed  in  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
and  as  it  comes  to  us  through  Holy 
Spirit.  And  what  is  that  Christ-Word? 
It  is  redemptive  truth  setting  us  free, 
maintaining  four  things: 


-  As  regards  the  world  -  "All  is 
good." 

-  As  regards  the  past  -  "All  is 
forgivable." 

-  As  regards  the  present  -  "All  is 
receivable." 

-  As  regards  the  future  -  "All  is 
possible." 

That  word  is  the  moonbeam! 

In  the  interface  of  that  Christ- 
Word  and  the  hands  -  the  forms, 
structures,  shapes,  systems  -  through 
the  years  at  least  three  patterns  of 
rendezvous  have  emerged. 

1.  The  first  pattern:  Focus  on 
the  word  'til  the  form  is  lost. 

Here  is  the  rugged  religious  in- 
dividualist. Here  is  the  spiritual  isola- 
tionist, the  doctrinal  lone  ranger.  The 
problem:  too  much  moonbeam,  not 
enough  hand. 

Here  is  the  Rich  Young  Ruler  in  a 
1st  century  robe  or  a  20th  century  pin 
stripe  suit,  asking:  "What  must  I  do? 
...  I  have  heard  what  all  these  others 
must  do,  but  surely  I  do  not  have  to 
play  by  the  same  rules." 

These  refuse  to  allow  the  word  to 
be  incarnated,  incorporated  into  com- 
munity. For  them,  the  head  must 
have  no  body.  Their  error  is  struc- 
tureless Christianity  without  shape, 
system,  or  style  -  a  spiritual  pile  of 
assorted  gravel. 

Here  is  Simeon  Stylites  -  famed  5th 
century  pillar  saint  -  who  spent  39 
years  on  a  pedestal  40  feet  off  the 
dirty  earth  just  to  escape  the  impur- 
ities of  the  real  world. 

Here  is  Peter  the  ascetic,  squatting 
in  his  cave  like  a  toad  while  his  teeth 
rot  out.  For  him,  being  a  hermit,  and 
being  a  Christian  is  the  same  thing. 
One  wise  interpreter  has  called  these 
"holy  floaters."  They  never  get  in- 
volved in  what  Martin  Marty  calls 
"the  great  big  messy  church." 

The  gnostics  looked  down  on 
structure.  So  do  all  those  in  our  time 
who  foster  a  "churchless  Christ- 
ianity."The  so-called  electronic  church 
may  make  television  preachers  rich 
but  it  makes  New  Testament  Christ- 
ianity a  mockery  -  focusing  on  the 
word  'til  the  form  is  lost. 

Even  a  Lone  Ranger  needs  a  Tonto! 

2.  The  second  pattern:  Focus  on 
the  form  'til  the  word  is  lost. 

Here  is  the  structuralist,  the  in- 
stitutionalise the  creedalist  -  all  body, 
no  head.  Here  is  the  Judaizer  standing 
in  the  high  winds  of  God's  fresh  new 
Spirit  (Jesus'  own  pneuma)  only  to 


say  -  "Yes,  but  don't  forget  circum- 
cision still  counts  too!" 

These  debate  long  and  hard  over 
the  nature  of  Christ-Word  made  flesh 
-  as  at  Nicea  (325)  and  at  Chalcedon 
(451).  And  over  the  nature  of  Christ- 
Word  made  words  -  as  at  Houston 
(1979)  and  St.  Louis  (1980).  Their 
error  is  to  suppose  that  structure  and 
substance  (form  and  words)  are  the 
same  thing;  to  renew  one  is  to  refresh 
the  other  -  revise  the  creed,  and 
automatically  restore  Christianity. 

The  fact  is  that  once  faith  has  been 
formed,  to  be  renewed,  it  must  be 
more  than  reformed.  It  must  be  trans- 
formed -  and  that  is  always  a  work 
from  above  -  a  work  of  God's  own 
Holy  Spirit.  Both  form  and  re-form 
flow  from  God's  transforming  pres- 
ence in  individuals  and  in  structures. 

The  creedalist,  like  the  idolator,  is 
never  really  pleased  with  his  product. 
Joy  Davidman  has  set  the  situation: 

"In  idolatry,  every  god  has  his  price 
...  So  you  have  cut  off  a  lock  of 
your  hair  and  laid  it  before  the  idol 
yet  life  is  still  dark.  Try  cutting 
your  first  born's  throat  and  of- 
fering him.  Nor  does  the  idol's 
continued  silence  teach  any  better 
sense,  if  you  are  a  natural  born 
idolater.  For  if  Mumbo  Jumbo  is  so 
hard  to  please,  what  a  very  great 
Mumbo  Jumbo  he  must  be."  (Smoke 
on  the  Mountain) 

So  with  the  creedalist.  There  is  no 
stopping  place  -  first,  dot  every  "i"; 
then  cross  every  "t."  With  this  done, 
change  a  word,  revise  a  phrase,  then  a 
paragraph,  finally  a  page.  Enforce  the 
creed  first  in  a  school,  then  in  an 
agency,  finally  in  a  church.  Soon  the 
test  of  orthodoxy  becomes  not  the 
words  of  scripture,  but  the  words  of 
persons  about  scripture  -  and  a  free 
church  has  painted  itself  into  a 
corner. 

The  problem:  too  much  hand,  not 
enough  moonbeam. 

In  1888,  John  Clifford,  pastor  in 
London,  came  to  the  presidency  of 
the  British  Baptist  Union.  The  Union 
was  beset  with  theological  unrest  and 
threats  of  creedalism.  In  his  pres- 
idential address,  "The  Great  Forty 
Years,"  Clifford  suggested  that  Bap- 
tists must  remember  they  are  a  free 
church  people.  Then  positive  results 
just  might  come  from  their  dis- 
agreements. The  giant  pastor/pres- 
ident said: 


"Even  the  first  friends  of  Christ- 
ianity were  never  agreed  as  to  its 
whole  contents.  Living  men  differ. 
It  is  the  dead  who  agree.  Poor 
shattered  fragments  that  we  are! 
Why!  truth  would  have  no  chance 
at  all  upon  the  earth  if  each  man 
were  nothing  but  the  .  .  .  echo  of 
his  fellow.  God  sets  men  at  different 
angles  to  the  truth,  so  that  one 
may  see  what  others  cannot  .  .  . 
God  will  not  suffer  us  to  get  our 
best  beliefs  as  we  do  our  coats  .  .  . 
Give  men  a  ready-made  faith,  paid 
for  by  pen  subscription,  or  lip 
affirmation,  and  it  is  on  them,  not 
in  them;  on  them  like  a  garment, 
not  in  them  as  a  life. 

"Give  us  a  Bible  about  which  two 
opinions  are  not  possible  and  we 
treat  it  as  we  do  the  multiplication 
table,  use  it  for  our  grossest  needs, 
but  never  think  of  it  for  the  splendid 
hours  of  spiritual  aspiration  and 
redeeming  service."  (The  Baptist  Way 
of  Life,  p.  17.) 

3.  The  third  pattern:  Focus  on  both 
word  and  form  'til  balance  is  achieved. 

This  at  best  is  the  Baptist,  free 
church  way!  The  priesthood  of  the 
individual  believer,  the  person's  soul 
freedom  under  Christ,  are  funda- 
mental/foundational.  But  the  senti- 
ment is  never  that  "just  anything 
goes."  There  is  form.  Statements  of 
doctrinal  concensus,  parameters  of 
belief,  from  time  to  time  emerge 
among  us  giving  shape  and  style  to 
faith  and  practice. 

But  these  stop  short  -  far  short  -  of 
being  creeds.  Take  the  1963  State- 
ment of  Baptist  Faith  and  Message 
for  instance.  Here  are  crucial  words 
from  the  Preamble: 

"Baptists  are  a  people  who  profess  a 
living  faith.  This  faith  is  rooted  and 
grounded  in  Jesus  Christ  who  is 
'the  same  yesterday,  and  today, 
and  forever.'  Therefore,  the  sole 
authority  for  faith  and  practice 
among  Baptists  is  Jesus  Christ 
whose  will  is  revealed  in  the  Holy 
Scriptures. 


"Throughout  their  history  Baptist 
bodies,  both  large  and  small,  have 
issued  statements  of  faith  which 
comprise  a  consensus  of  their 
beliefs.  Such  statements  have 
never  been  regarded  as  complete, 


infallible  statements  of  faith  nor  as 
official  creeds  carrying  mandatory 
authority." 

I  dare  say  that  our  strength  as 
Baptists  comes  not  in  spite  of  our 
diversity,  but  precisely  because  of  it. 
Ours  is  a  unity  in  diversity!  We  are 
together  but  not  alike.  We  reflect  an 
unprecedented  spiritual  pot  pourri. 
But  in  the  diversity,  evangelism  is 
nourished  and  mission  is  nurtured. 

Call  our  Baptist  way  cooperation.  It 
is  leagues  ahead  of  creedalism  in  the 
matter  of  being  free  and  of  being 
Christian.  It  is  a  tough,  yet  tender, 
ecclesiastical  form.  It  depends  amaz- 
ingly upon  obedience  to  unenforce- 
ables. 

Our  free  church  style  flows  from 
an  effort  to  keep  in  balance  both  word 
and  form.  At  our  best,  we  know  that 
moonbeams  must  be  held  gently  in 
our  hands. 

It  has  been  said  about  Pope  John 
XXIII:  "He  transcended  his  denom- 
ination without  belittling  it."  I  like 
that.  It  is  not  a  bad  blueprint  for  being 
a  Southern  Baptist  during  the  last  20 
years  of  the  20th  century. 

I  heard  recently  of  a  Texas  rancher 
who  bought  ten  ranches  and  put 
them  all  together  into  one  big  spread. 

Someone  asked  him  the  name  of 
his  new  ranch.  The  Texan  replied: 
"It's  the  Circle  Q,  Rambling  Brook, 
Double  Bar,  Broken  Circle,  Crooked 
Creek,  Golden  Horseshoe,  Lazy  B, 
Bent  Arrow,  Sleepy  T,  Triple  O 
Ranch." 

"Wow!"  the  inquirer  said,  "I  bet 
you  have  a  lot  of  cattle." 
"Nope,"  said  the  Texan. 
"Why  not?" 

"Not  many  survive  the  branding," 
the  rancher  explained. 

Not  even  Baptists  are  very  good  at 
branding,  and  we  will  never  solve  our 
problems  like  Maria,  Jane,  or  Judy; 
like  Tom,  Dick,  or  Harry  by  being 
anything  less  than  who  we  are  at  our 
best  -  a  free  church  people  gently 
holding  moonbeams  in  our  hands.  ■

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How  many  times  I  heard  Dr.  Sydnor  Stealey, 
Southeastern's  first  president,  say  it,  "This  school  is 
founded  on  a  tripod:  education,  evangelism,  and 
missions."  It  is  not  a  complete  definition  but  it 
certainly  will  do  for  starters. 

During  the  first  week  of  the  spring  semester,  at  the 
midpoint  of  our  thirty-first  academic  year,  we  focused 
attention  on  Dr.  Stealey's  tripod. 

EDUCATION:  Southeastern  seminary  is  first  and 
foremost  a  theological  school.  Its  purpose  in  one 
sentence  is  to  equip  God-called  men  and  women  for  a 
variety  of  Christian  ministries.  The  ultimate  failure  of 
this  school  would  be  a  failure  to  equip  persons  for 
their  ministries  and  to  do  so  solidly  in  the  name  of 
Christ.  From  the  top  of  the  mind  to  the  bottom  of  the 
heart  our  duty  demands  educational  integrity 
expressed  through  quality  in  the  classroom.  Education 
is  to  the  mind  what  the  grindstone  is  to  the  axe  - 
providing  the  keen  edge  for  Christian  ministry. 

EVANGELISM :  The  founders  of  Southeastern 
Seminary  established  a  "wholesome  and  intelligent 
evangelism"  as  one  of  the  essential  emphases  of  the 
school.  It  is  that  process  by  which  the  whole  Gospel  is 
presented  to  the  whole  person  so  as  to  achieve  a 
whole  response  to  the  claims  of  Jesus  Christ.  Although 
the  reality  of  Christ's  claim  on  our  lives  threads 
through  the  entire  teaching/learning  process  at 
Southeastern,  the  trustees  established  in  1978  a 
professorship  in  evangelism  thus  highlighting  this 
discipline  in  the  curriculum. 

MISSIONS:  Southeastern  Seminary  is  in  North 
Carolina  but  we  have  a  world  view.  The  Gospel  is  not 
just  for  some  persons  or  for  select  nations.  It  is  for  all 
persons  in  all  nations.  The  Good  News  comes  to  each 
one  of  us  on  its  way  to  someone  else. 

Dr.  Stealey  was  right.

Religious  Education  is  an  integral  part  of  theological 
education.  At  Southeastern  Seminary  it  is  not  set  apart 
in  a  separate  school.  Rather,  it  is  believed  here  that  all 
students,  answering  the  call  to  any  phase  of  Christian 
ministry,  should  have  a  thorough  knowledge  in  bibli- 
cal, historical,  doctrinal  and  practical  studies.  A  wide 
choice  of  electives  enables  a  student  to  major  in  the 
church-related  vocation  of  his/her  choice. 

From  its  founding  in  1950,  Southeastern  has  been 
consistent  in  this  philosophy.  Religious  Education  has 
been  integrated  into  its  total  program,  with  special 
courses  in  the  curriculum  for  those  called  to  be  minis- 
ters of  education,  age  group  ministers,  student  direc- 
tors, teachers,  missionaries  and  denominational  lead- 
ers. As  early  as  1953  the  seminary  was  granting  its  basic 
degree  (at  that  time  the  B.D.)  in  Religious  Education 
and  has  continued  to  do  so  since  that  degree  was 
changed  to  the  M.Div.  in  1967.  The  diplomas  of  these 
students  carry  the  phrase  "with  Religious  Education." 

In  addition  to  this  program  of  study,  Southeastern, 
since  1968,  has  offered  a  two-year  program  leading  to 
the  Master  of  Religious  Education  degree.  This  pro- 
gram also  requires  the  completion  of  the  basic  core 
courses  in  the  biblical,  historical,  theological  and  prac- 
tical areas  of  ministry.

Southeastern's  Professors  of  Christian  Education  are: 
Robert  E.  Poerschke,  William  P.  Clemmons  and  Bruce 
P.  Powers.  Their  work  is  augmented  by  five  visiting 
professors  and  special  instructors:  Johnny  Clements, 
James  Y.  Greene,  D.  Jackson  Heath,  Richard  C.  McMillan 
and  Fred  Sandusky.  Also  other  professors  teach  RE 
students  in  such  related  courses  as  pastoral  care, 
drama,  family  life,  church  administration,  pastoral 
leadership,  music  and  supervised  ministry. 


In  addition  to  classroom  instruction,  conferences, 
special  seminars  and  retreats  enrich  the  student's 
understanding  and  skills  in  Religious  Education. 

William  P.  Clemmons  notes  that  of  the  1,268  stu- 
dents enrolled  at  Southeastern  for  the  fall  term,  185 
are  in  the  Master  of  Divinity  with  Religious  Education 
program  and  59  in  the  program  of  Master  of  Religious 
Education.  This  total  of  244  majoring  in  Religious  Edu- 
cation accounts  for  19%  of  Southeastern's  enrollment. 

In  addition  to  providing  studies  for  the  educational 
specialist,  Bruce  P.  Powers  observes,  "a  major  com- 
mitment of  the  seminary  is  to  equip  all  church  leaders 
with  appropriate  skills  in  Christian  Education.  This 
commitment  is  matched  by  a  large  number  of  students 
who  are  preparing  for  pastoral  and  other  church- 
related  vocations  who  choose  to  take  elective  hours  in 
Christian  Education." 

Summing  up  the  importance  of  Christian  Education, 
Robert  E.  Poerschke  concludes  that  our  greatest  need 
just  now  is  "to  provide  opportunities  for  individuals  to 
discover  and  claim  their  worth  before  God  and  their 
personhood  in  the  midst  of  a  dehumanizing  environ- 
ment, and,  having  found  themselves  as  children  of 
God,  to  also  discover  and  invest  themselves  in  disci- 
pleship,  vocation  and  ministry!" 

Two  graduates  of  Southeastern  speak  for  many  oth- 
ers in  affirming  the  value  of  the  seminary's  program  of 
Religious  Education.  Cathy  Cole  '78,  minister  of  educa- 
tion at  First  Baptist  Church  in  Conway,  S.C.,  describes 
her  three  years  at  SE  as  "the  most  fruitful"  of  her  life. 
She  says  the  seminary  helped  her  develop  "skills  in 
biblical  interpretation"  and  her  relationships  with  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  administration  helped  her  develop 
"greater  self-confidence." 

Jack  Heath  '67,  minister  to  children  at  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Greensboro,  N.C.,  mentions  the  field 
oriented  experience  he  received  in  the  Ruby  Reid 
Child  Care  Center  and  the  professors'  giving  oppor- 
tunity for  creative  thinking  and  application  of  tested 
principles.  "I  appreciate  the  three-year  option  of  the 
M.  Div.  with  R.E.  which  Southeastern  offers,  for  this 
enabled  me  to  gain  a  good  theological  background  for 
my  work."

Although  feeble  herself,  Mrs.  Edwin  C.  Osburn 
accompanied  the  body  of  her  husband  back  to  Wake 
Forest  to  leave  it  in  the  Seminary  Cemetery  among 
friends  who  love  them  and  whom  they  love. 

EDWIN  CALHOUN  OSBURN  (84),  Librarian  Emeritus 
and  Professor  Emeritus  of  Bibliography  at  Southeastern 
Seminary,  died  Nov.  24  in  Guntersville,  Alabama, 
where  he  and  his  wife,  Ollie  Young  Osburn,  have  lived 
since  his  retirement  from  the  seminary  in  1967. 

Hugh  O.  Chambliss,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  in  Huntsville,  Alabama,  a  trustee  of  the 
seminary  and  a  long-time  friend  of  the  Osburns, 
participated  in  the  funeral  services  in  Alabama.  Olin  T. 
Binkley,  President  Emeritus  of  Southeastern  Seminary, 
conducted  the  grave-side  service  at  the  Seminary 
Cemetery  on  Dec.  1. 

A  native  of  Perryville,  Alabama,  Mr.  Osburn  was  a 
graduate  of  Howard  College  (B.A.),  Southern  Baptist 
Seminary  (Th.M.),  Crozer  Theological  Seminary  (B.D.) 
and  the  University  of  North  Carolina  (B.A.  in  Library 
Science).  He  had  held  pastorates  in  Alabama,  Florida 
and  Delaware  and  had  served  as  librarian  in  several 
colleges  before  coming  to  Southeastern  Seminary  as 
librarian  in  1952. 

As  seminary  librarian,  Mr.  Osburn  personally 
catalogued  nearly  70,000  books  for  the  developing 
seminary.  He  helped  plan  and  supervise  the 
construction  of  the  new  library  building  which  in  1958 
replaced  the  old  Heck-Williams  Library  building  (1878) 
of  Wake  Forest  College. 

Mr.  Osburn  is  remembered  for  his  quiet,  gentle 
manner,  his  faithfulness  to  his  library  work,  his 
devotion  to  the  Wake  Forest  Baptist  Church,  his 
participation  in  the  Rotary  Club  and  his  enjoyment  of 
golf.  At  the  time  of  his  retirement  in  1967,  the 
graduating  class  endowed  a  library  shelf  in  his  honor, 
and  last  year  (1980)  he  was  presented  a  certificate  of 
Honorary  Life  Membership  in  the  Albertville  (Ala.) 
Rotary  Club,  a  color  television  set  and  a  special  video- 
color  interview  taped  in  his  home. 

Mr.  Osburn  is  survived  by  his  faithful  wife,  who 
cared  for  him  through  his  long  and  disabling  illness.

♦Endowment  has  been  increased 
for  student  aid  and  faculty 
compensation. 

*A  new  warehouse  has  been  con- 
structed to  permit  the  efficient  stor- 
age of  supplies  and  equipment. 

Future  projects  which  will  be 
made  possible  by  the  campaign  will 
be  the  renovation  of  Johnson  Class- 
room building,  Stealey  Hall,  and  the 
cafeteria,  as  well  as  endowments  for 
two  professorships  and  student 
internships.

WINTER  COMMENCEMENT 

The  first  mid-term  graduation  since  1958  began  Fri- 
day evening,  Dec.  18,  with  the  senior  banquet  and  was 
followed  by  the  class  breakfast  Saturday  morning,  Dec. 
19.  On  behalf  of  the  graduates,  Burdette  Robinson 
presented  a  check  to  the  seminary,  joining  the  May 
graduates  in  establishing  a  supervised  ministry  scholar- 
ship in  honor  of  missionary-professor  Roy  B.  Wyatt. 

In  his  charge  to  the  graduates,  Chauncey  R.  Daley, 
editor  of  the  Western  Recorder,  early  trustee  and 
long-time  friend  of  the  seminary,  called  for  the  return 
of  the  sermon  to  its  rightful  place  in  our  worship  ser- 
vices. "The  gospel  only  needs  sounding  in  its  simplicity, 
proclaimed  in  its  purity  and  power  and  declared  in  its 
demands.  It  is  not  enhanced  by  chartreuse  suits  nor 
plunging  necklines." 

Warning  against  the  encroachment  of  our  materialis- 
tic culture  into  our  churches,  Daley  noted:  "Many 
Baptist  facilities  of  our  day  are  monuments  to  our 
pride  instead  of  expressions  of  our  piety."  He  con- 
cluded his  address  to  the  graduates  by  saying,  "The 
fiercest  battle  you  will  have  is  whether  to  speak  the 
word  of  the  Lord  as  you  understand  it  or  to  speak  what 
your  hearers  want  to  hear  —  whether  to  be  popular  or 
prophetic.  To  be  both  is  very  difficult." 

President  W.  Randall  Lolley  delivered  82  degrees  as 
follows:  9  Master  of  Religious  Education,  67  Master  of 
Divinity,  3  Master  of  Theology  and  3  Doctor  of 
Ministry. 

The  president's  reception  for  the  graduates,  their 
families  and  friends  was  held  in  Broyhill  Hall,  following 
the  commencement  exercises. 


Whether  in  winter  or  spring,  graduation  is  a  happy  time,  as 
is  expressed  in  the  faces  of  Doug  and  Sally  Wiessner  of 
Arcadia,  California.  Old  assignments  are  finished  and  left 
behind  as  graduates  turn  to  new  opportunities  -  that  is  why 
we  call  it  "commencement." 


SPRING  CONVOCATION 

The  spring  term  of  1982  began  with  worship  in  Bink- 
ley  Chapel  on  Jan.  12,  with  President  W.  Randall  Lol- 
ley, presiding.  The  Middle  Theology  Award  was  pres- 
ented by  Professor  Robert  H.  Culpepper  to  Dennis  E. 
Gabriel  of  Columbia,  S.C.,  and  to  Jeffrey  S.  Rogers  of 
Hickory,  N.C.  (This  award  is  made  annually  to  the 
second-year  student  or  students  for  excellence  in  sys- 
tematic theology.) 

Archie  L.  Nation,  professor  of  N.T.  Interpretation, 
delivered  the  convocation  address,  entitled  "Participa- 
tion as  a  Problem  in  Pauline  Theology."  He  noted  that 
the  call  to  translate  the  Christian  gospel  into  modern 
thought  forms  is  based  on  three  assumptions:  (1)  that 
the  Christian  gospei  is  a  precious  treasure  enclosed 
within  a  disposal  vessel;  (2)  that  the  gospel  cannot  be 
restricted  to  a  single  period  of  history;  and  (3)  that  our 
ways  of  thinking  can  be  used  to  proclaim  the  original 
meaning  of  the  gospel. 

"The  idea  of  participation  is  significant  in  almost 
every  aspect  of  Pauline  thought  -  Christology,  the 
Lord's  Supper,  baptism,  teaching  of  salvation  and 
ethics.  All  issues  reflect  the  inclusiveness  and  mutual 
dependency  of  each  believer  within  the  body  of 
Christ." 

Nations  concluded  his  address  by  declaring  that  the 
primary  aim  of  interpreters  of  the  New  Testament 
should  be  "that  we  learn  how  to  transcend  the  barriers 
to  understanding  Paul  so  that  we  may  hear  him  anew. 
Once  we  do  this,  there  is  the  possibility  that  revelation 
may  become  a  living  reality  for  us  -  a  fresh  encounter 
with  renewing  truth."

MISSIONARY  ADDRESS 

In  his  missionary  address,  "The  Need  for  Wisdom  in 
World  Missions  Today,"  on  Jan.  26,  F.  Calvin  Parker, 
professor  of  Missions  at  Seinan  Gakuin  University, 
Fukuoka,  Japan,  stated  that  the  Japanese  are  reluctant 
to  accept  Christianity  because  it  is  seen  as  a  foreign 
religion.  In  witnessing  to  such  people,  he  said,  "we 
need  to  divest  ourselves  of  cultural  paraphernalia  that 
obscures  the  gospel  and  help  people  encounter  God's 
love  within  the  context  of  their  own  society." 

He  called  for  "more  sensitivity  to  the  moral  and  eth- 
ical demands  of  the  gospel"  and  said  we  need  "a  prac- 
tical demonstration  of  our  faith."  He  concluded  his 
address  with  the  hope  that  "we  be  so  filled  with  the 
wisdom  from  above  and  so  put  it  into  practice,  that 
they  (the  Japanese)  will  covet  the  faith  we  possess,  and 
take  it,  whatever  the  risk,  and  make  it  their  own,  and 
share  it  with  others."

When  most  people  hear  the  word,  "Lilly/'  they 
think  of  a  flower.  Others  think  of  a  company  manufac- 
turing pharmaceuticals.  At  Southeastern,  we  think  of 
Lilly  as  the  only  major  endowment  in  America  which  is 
serious  about  grants  in  theological  education.

5.  A  three-day  orientation  session  for  new  South- 
eastern trustees,  1981-82. 

6.  Five  experts  to  meet  with  the  trustees  for  a  lec- 
ture and  dialogue: 

Dr.  Leon  Pacala  (ATS) 

Dr.  Harold  Bennett  (SBC) 

Dr.  Robert  Stuhr  (Development) 

Dr.  Philip  Moots  (Legal)

A  CLOSER  LOOK  AT  A  TRUSTEE 

Recently  The  Christian  Index  of  Georgia  carried  an 
article,  written  by  its  editor,  Jack  U.  Harwell,  on  the 
chairman  of  Southeastern's  board  of  trustees,  Sam  D. 
Allen.  With  Mr.  Harwell's  permission,  we  want  to 
share  some  things  he  wrote. 

Born  in  the  sawmill  town  of  Boydell,  Arkansas,  Sam 
D.  Allen  grew  up  on  a  farm  near  Pine  Bluff;  he  moved 
with  his  family  to  Savannah,  Georgia,  when  he  was  15. 
He  graduated  from  Georgia  Tech  with  a  degree  in 
engineering,  but  his  big  success  came  in  his  father's 
timber  products  business.  He  is  married  to  one  whom 
he  describes  as  "the  only  perfect  woman  I  ever  met  - 
Evelyn  Perfect."  They  have  four  children  and  now  nine 
grandchildren. 

At  Savannah's  Bull  Street  Baptist  Church  which  he 
joined  in  1936,  he  has  served  as  deacon  and  chairman 
of  finance,  pulpit  and  properties  committees.  His  pas- 
tor, Noel  T.  Cooper,  says  Allen  is  "one  of  the  best  RA 
leaders  we've  ever  had." 

After  six  years  of  being  a  seminary  trustee,  this 
"South  Georgia  conservative"  said:  "Southeastern  is 
in  good  hands,  on  solid  ground,  smack  dab  on  track, 
where  it  ought  to  be  and  where  I  believe  it  will  stay." 

Then  in  his  slow  Southern  drawl,  he  added:  "That 
fella  who  said  in  1981  that  our  seminaries  are  governed 
by  trustees  who  are  'dummies  and  rubber  stamps' 
simply  didn't  get  his  facts  straight.  The  people  who 
serve  on  our  Southeastern  board  certainly  aren't 
dummies.  They  are  some  of  the  finest  businessmen 
and  ministers  in  this  country. 

"They  aren't  rubber  stamps,  either.  I  can  say  without 
reservation  or  challenge  that  our  trustee  meetings  are 
as  free  and  open  as  any  Baptist  meeting  can  possibly 
be." 

Relating  his  participation  in  sessions  with  the  accred- 
itation team  from  the  American  Association  of  Theo- 
logical School  when  they  made  their  ten-year  review 
at  Southeastern,  Allen  commented:  "I  was  proud  of 
all  Southern  Baptists  when  this  outside  accreditation 
team  paid  so  many  unsolicited  compliments  to  all  they 
saw  and  learned  about  Southeastern  Seminary." 

Of  the  "theological  controversary"  among  Southern 
Baptists,  Allen  expressed  the  hope  that  it  had  passed. 
He  said  he  was  in  Los  Angeles  last  June  and  talked  with 
many  people.  He  concluded:  "Southern  Baptists  want 
no  part  of  splits  and  factions  and  power  plays." 

Of  such  a  trustee,  President  Lolley  says:  "Sam  Allen 
has  insight  and  the  spirit  of  a  tough  tender  man  of 
God  .  .  .  When  he  arrives  on  campus,  I  sincerely 
believe  that  reinforcements  have  arrived."

ADAMS  LECTURES 


A  major  share  of  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Josephine  Carson 
Newell  of  Greenville,  S.C.,  will  go  to  Southeastern 
Seminary,  according  to  her  pastor,  Robert  B.  Whaley 
'63.  Although  a  final  determination  will  not  be  made 
for  several  months,  the  executors  of  her  will  estimate 
that  the  seminary  will  receive  approximately  $500,000. 
This  will  be  held  in  trust,  with  its  income  to  be  used  at 
the  discretion  of  the  seminary's  trustees. 

Mrs.  Newell,  was  a  native  of  Selma,  Alabama,  and 
the  widow  of  S.S.  Newell,  a  prominent  S.C.  paving 
contractor.  Her  pastor,  Dr.  Whaley,  says  she  was  a 
faithful  member  of  the  Northgate  Baptist  Church  in 
Greenville,  S.C.  "She  loved  young  people  and  believe 
strongly  in  the  value  of  Christian  higher  education." 


LINEBERRY-ADAMS  AWARDS 

The  first  Lineberry-Adams  Awards,  created  to  honor 
persons  for  outstanding  contributions  to  the  life  of  the 
seminary,  were  presented  at  the  recent  dinner,  March 
15,  marking  the  successful  completion  of  the  school's 
$3.5  million  "Equipping  for  Bold  Missions"  Campaign. 

Albert  S.  Lineberry  was  general  chairman  of  the 
campaign  which  raised  more  than  $4,131,000  and  the 
first  recipient  of  the  award  which  bears  his  name.  He  is 
president  of  Hanes-Lineberry  Funeral  Service  and  a 
member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Greensboro, 
N.C. 

The  late  Theodore  F.  Adams,  former  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  in  Richmond,  Va.,  was  awarded 
posthumously  the  Lineberry-Adams  Award  for  his  ser- 
vice as  a  development  counselor  and  co-chairman  of 
the  $3.5  million  campaign.  Upon  his  retirement  from 
Richmond's  First  Baptist  Church,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Adams 
spent  ten  years  as  visiting  professor  of  preaching  and  a 
counselor  at  Southeastern.  In  accepting  the  award, 
Mrs.  Adams  described  their  work  in  Wake  Forest  as 
"icing  on  the  cake"  of  their  ministry. 

The  third  person  receiving  the  Lineberry-Adams 
Award  was  W.  Perry  Crouch,  pastor  of  Candlewyck 
Baptist  Mission  of  Charlotte,  N.C.  A  former  pastor  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Asheville,  N.C,  and  general 
secretary  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  N.C,  Dr. 
Crouch  became  a  development  counselor  for  the 
seminary,  following  his  retirement.

FACULTY  LECTURE 

In  his  address,  "An  Introduction  to  the  Current 
Issues  of  the  Christian-Marxist  Dialogue,"  on  April  15, 
Thomas  H.  Graves,  associate  professor  of  Philosophy  of 
Religion,  noted  that  the  cries  of  anathema  which  once 
characterized  Christian-Marxist  relations  are  giving 
way  to  a  desire  for  dialogue. 

"The  two  primary  issues  emerging  out  of  this  dia- 
logue are  the  issues  of  hope  and  liberation."  Too  long, 
Graves  said,  has  our  interpretation  of  a  future  hope 
prompted  us  to  neglect  our  present  responsibilities  for 
this  world.  Through  its  neglect  of  social  misery  and  its 
support  of  social  oppression  the  Church  has,  too 
often,  negated  the  essential  personalism  of  its 
message.

NEW  STUDENT  LEADERS 

This  spring  Ronald  B.  Wilkins  of  Winston-Salem, 
N.C,  was  elected  president  of  SE  Student  Council  and 
thereby  became  the  first  black  person  to  hold  this 
office  on  any  of  the  six  seminaries  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

(In  1969  Southeastern  students  elected  a  black  stu- 
dent to  the  office  of  vice-president,  the  Rev.  Leroy 
Fitts  of  Baltimore,  Md.) 

Observing  that  his  election  came  at  a  time  when  his 
black  Baptist  Convention  and  the  white  Baptist  con- 
vention were  joined  in  an  evangelistic  effort  under  the 
theme,  "Here's  hope,"  Mr.  Wilkins,  with  a  twinkle  in 
his  eyes,  remarked,  "When  a  black  is  elected  by  a  pre- 
dominately white  student  body,  there  is  really  hope." 

Then,  more  seriously  he  observed:  "The  race  issue 
never  came  up  during  the  election.  I  think  this  says 
something  about  the  students  here.  They  look  beyond 
what  people  look  like." 

(Like  other  Southern  Baptist  seminaries,  Southeast- 
ern is  open  to  persons  of  all  races,  colors  and  national 
or  ethnic  origins.)

Message  of  W.  Randall  Lolley,  president  of  South- 
eastern Seminary,  to  the  messengers  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  meeting  in  New  Orleans  on  Wed- 
nesday, june  76. 

In  the  beautiful  mountains  of  North  Carolina,  not  so 
very  far  from  the  site  of  the  1982  World's  Fair,  there 
lived  a  mountain  Baptist  preacher.  At  first  sight  and 
sound,  one  was  apt  to  sell  him  short.  Mind  you,  he  was 
not  the  run  of  the  mill.  Some  time  ago,  according  to 
Ben  Fisher,  a  group  of  visitors  slipped  into  his  small 
congregation  really  expecting  almost  anything  when  it 
came  time  to  preach.  This  was  his  text:  John  8:32  - 

"And  you  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the  truth  will 
make  you  free  .  .  ." 

Then  he  said  it:  "In  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  truth  is 
there  are  3  great  American  institutions: 

(1)  The  hoe  handle 

(2)  The  hickory  stick,  and 

(3)  The  mourner's  bench." 

You  know,  he  is  right!  The  hoe  handle  (honest 
work)  the  hickory  stick  (a  disciplined  life),  the 
mourner's  bench  (genuine  reverence  for  Almighty 
God)  -  you  can  build  a  life,  a  country,  or  a  seminary  on 
these. 

At  Southeastern  Seminary,  in  the  little  Town  of 
Wake  Forest,  200  miles  from  the  oldest  Baptist  Church 
in  the  South,  on  behalf  of  all  Southern  Baptists,  we  are 
building  a  school  possessing  precisely  these  three 
qualities. 

7.  We  have  the  hoe  handle. 

At  Southeastern  Seminary,  we  work;  we  work  hard! 
We  tell  the  students  that  there  is  one  way  that  a  lazy 
person  simply  must  never  go.  And  that  is  into  ministry. 
In  the  call  of  God  there  is  the  JOY,  but  there  is  also  the 
JOB.  There  is  the  THRILL,  and  there  is  the  TOIL.  A  day 
in  the  life  of  a  minister  starts  early  and  ends  late.  The 
work  is  never  done.  Christian  ministry  was  a  hard  job 
long  before  the  Protestants  ever  popularized  the  work 
ethic. 

The  thirty-four  God-called,  dedicated  members  of 
our  faculty  are  at  work.  One  faculty  member  has  just 
completed  his  second  book  in  a  year  on  Evangelism 
and  Church  Growth.  Another  faculty  member  has  just 
completed  translating  his  22nd  book  from  German  and 
Dutch  works.  Another  is  putting  the  finishing  touches 
on  a  Commentary  on  Exodus.  Still  another  has  finished 
the  30th  chapter  in  his  two-volume  work  on  Systematic 
Theology.  Another  is  completing  a  definitive  bio- 
graphy of  Dr.  Ted  Adams.  We  have  the  hoe  handle! 
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2.  We  also  have  the  hickory  stick. 

On  our  campus  we  live  disciplined  lives.  We  know 
that  in  the  Lord  Christ,  one  cannot  even  spell  disciple- 
ship  without  discipline  in  it. 

The  students  know  the  parameters  within  which  we 
function  as  a  Christian  seminary.  The  faculty  know  the 
parameters  within  which  we  learn  and  teacn  as  follow- 
ers of  Jesus.  The  administration  know  the  paramaters 
in  which  we  work  and  serve  Southern  Baptists. 

This  spring  our  students  elected  the  first  Black  ever 
to  be  the  President  of  our  student  body.  He  is  one  of 
seven  children.  Here  is  what  he  said  in  a  recent  inter- 
view: 

"I  would  be  glad  to  be  the  pastor  of  a  black  con- 
gregation. I  d  be  glad  to  be  the  pastor  of  a  white 
congregation.  I'd  be  glad  to  be  the  pastor  of  a 
mixed  congregation.  I  simply  want  to  preach  the 
Gospel." 

That  spirit,  my  friends,  requires  severe  discipline  of  the 
soul.  We  have  the  hickory  stick! 

3.  We  also  have  the  mourner's  bench. 

At  Southeastern  Seminary,  the  bottom  line  of  every- 
thing we  are  and  all  that  we  do  is  our  reverence  for 
God.  From  the  top  of  our  minds  to  the  bottom  of  our 
hearts  we  love  Jesus  Christ.  We  worship  him  as  we 
learn  how  to  serve  him  through  his  church. 

We  pray  -  in  public  and  in  private,  with  the  saved 
and  with  the  lost,  in  large  groups  and  in  small  ones. 
We  dedicate  our  lives  to  studying  and  living  the  Scrip- 
tures. We  have  anchored  our  hopes  on  who  the  Lord 
Christ  is  -  virgin  born,  completely  crucified,  bodily 
resurrected,  and  returning  King  of  King  and  Lord  of 
Lords.  We  trust  him  as  the  Living  Word  of  God  and  we 
love  the  Scriptures  as  his  authentic  Word  and  that  of  the 
Father. 

At  Southeastern  Seminary  we  tell  the  students  that 
no  man  with  an  experience  is  ever  at  the  mercy  of  one 
with  a  mere  argument.  The  mourner's  bench  is  the 
essence  of  our  Baptist  free-church  tradition.  It  means 
experienced  grace,  experienced  forgiveness,  exper- 
ienced redemption. 

It  means  also  that  there  has  never  been  a  creed  big 
enough  for  the  smallest  Baptist.  There  has  never  been 
a  creed  old  enough  for  the  youngest  Baptist.  There  has 
never  been  a  creed  good  enough  for  the  worst  Baptist. 
In  short,  there  has  never  been  a  creed  cut  right  to  fit  a 
Baptist  yet.  .  .  . 

Pray  for  us  as  we  keep  on  teaching  and  learning  and 
building  a  school  for  you  at  Southeastern.  Trust  us, 
count  on  us,  come  to  see  us,  and  accept  our  undying 
gratitude  for  all  the  ways  that  you  support  us.

SOUTHEASTERN  BAPTIST  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  BULLETIN 


Authority 


Webster  defines  authority:  "power  to  influence 
thought  and/or  behavior."  Baptists  are  generally 
agreed  upon  this  meaning  of  the  noun.  It  is  the  adjec- 
tive -  biblical  -  which  we  have  been  fiercely  debating 
for  months.  What  exactly  is  an  adequate  doctrine  of 
biblical  authority?  Dr.  Russell  H.  Dilday,  Jr.,  president 
of  Southwestern  Seminary,  and  Convention  Press  have 
just  released  his  book  for  the  Church  Training  Baptist 
Doctrine  Study  Series.  It  is  entitled  The  Doctrine  of 
Biblical  Authority  and  will  be  studied  in  many  South- 
ern Baptist  churches  during  1983. 

Dr.  Dilday  has  provided  a  brief  review  of  the  author- 
ity of  the  Bible  from  the  Early  Church,  through  the 
Middle  Ages  and  the  Reformation,  to  the  present 
time.  The  views  of  prominent  Southern  Baptists  such 
as  E.  Y.  Mullins,  B.  H.  Carroll,  and  W.  T.  Conner  are 
given  in  some  detail.  Throughout  he  provides  a  ring- 
ing declaration  of  his  own  personal  commitment  to 
the  Bible  as  a  sure,  complete,  perfect  authority  for 
Christians. 

He  notes  carefully  the  hazard  of  using  code  words  as 
tests  for  either  orthodoxy  or  fellowship.  He  points  out 
especially  certain  flaws  in  the  use  of  inerrancy  within 
the  context  of  revelation,  inspiration,  translation  and 
transmission  of  biblical  texts.  Dr.  Dilday  urges  use  of 
the  Bible's  own  language  to  describe  itself,  affirming 
that  "if  Jesus  accepted  the  authority  of  the  Bible  (O.T.) 
without  using  the  term  inerrancy,  surely  today  one  can 
believe  in  the  full  authority  and  truthfulness  of  the 
Bible  without  being  expected  to  use  inerrant  or  any 
other  current  popular  human  term"  (p.  101). 

Serious  readers  will  find  that  perhaps  due  to  limita- 
tions of  space  the  book  contains  virtually  no  serious 
exegesis  and  cuts  the  discussion  of  the  development 
and  transmission  of  the  canon  perilously  thin.  Over- 
whelmingly for  me  the  most  helpful  sections  are  the 
last  two  chapters  on  interpretation  and  application. 
The  "principles  of  biblical  interpretation"  are  superb 
(pp.  120-125). 


Dr.  Dilday  has  provided  some  much-needed  help  in 
understanding  the  present  debate  among  Baptists 
regarding  biblical  authority  while  outlining  clearly  the 
essential  elements  in  any  satisfactory  doctrine  on  the 
subject.  I  commend  his  book  to  you.

During  the  summer  of  1982,  25  Southeastern  Seminary  students  left  their  classrooms  and  went  out  into  the  field. 
Along  with  students  from  other  SBC  seminaries,  they  joined  Baptists  all  over  America  to  proclaim  the  Gospel. 

From  their  home  base  in  Wake  Forest,  they  went  north,  south,  east  and  west,  participating  in  Praxis  '82,  a  program 
of  church  planting  sponsored  by  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the  seminaries.  Here  is  the  story  of  4  Southeastern 
couples,  what  they  learned  and  how  they  ministered  in  4  areas  of  the  United  States. 


Otto  and  Susan  Mazzoni,  he  a 
third  year  student  from  Maryland, 
worked  in  East  Patchogue,  L.I.,  N.Y., 
55  miles  from  New  York  City.  Their 
neighborhood  was  a  diverse  mixture 
of  persons,  mostly  middle-class  and 
of  Italian  descent.  Being  a  former 
Catholic  made  it  easier  for  Otto  to 
live  in  a  community  90%  Catholic. 

They  viewed  their  sponsor, the  bi- 
racial  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church  of 
Riverhead,  as  a  "struggling  but 
committed  congregation." 

"We  began"  Susan  said,  "with  a 
Bible  study  group  which  the  River- 
head  pastor  had  started."  Their  goal, 
she  continued,  "was  to  lead  the 
group  to  form  a  chapel.

Otto  sensed  that  although  they 
were  "born  again"  Christians,  many 
didn't  want  to  completely  leave 
their  Catholic  heritage.  "I  under- 
stood their  reluctance,"  he  said, 
"and  instead  of  forcing  an  'either- 
or'  situation,  I  sought  an  accomoda- 
tion." The  Mazzoni's  encouraged 
the  group  to  establish  a  chapel, 
meet  at  a  "non-conflicting"  hour 
and  include  some  elements  of  wor- 
ship from  their  tradition,  such  as 
observing  Communion  every  week. 

"They  liked  the  idea,  and  chose 
the  name  The  New  Life  in  Christ 
Chapel."  Their  first  worship  service 
was  on  August  8  with  55  persons 
attending. 


Otto  says  that  "throughout  it  all 
I've  grown  spiritually,  my  faith  has 
been  stretched,  and  my  commit- 
ment has  been  deepened." 

Clayton  and  Denise  Childers,  he 
from  Georgia  and  she  from  Wiscon- 
sin, went  south  to  the  Gold  Coast  of 
Florida.  Their  work,  in  a  semi- 
developed  area  with  unpaved 
streets  and  new  housing  was  spon- 
sored by  the  Gold  Coast  Baptist 
Church  of  West  Palm  Beach. 

They  found  their  sponsoring  con- 
gregation to  be  warm  and  receptive, 
and  loved  living  in  the  home  of  one 
of  the  members.  "We  had  a  hard 
time  getting  a  place  to  meet,"  Clay- 
ton explained,  "but  we  went  to  a 
woman  who  wanted  to  send  her 
child  to  the  Bible  study,  and  she  let 
us  use  her  back  yard."  This  allowed 
them  to  build  a  Bible  club  of  14 
persons. 

The  plains  of  Boone  County, 
Nebraska  was  home  this  summer  for 
Bill  and  Mary  Harkins,  natives  of  the 
North  Carolina  mountains.  "We're 
ready  to  go  back,"  they  said 
"because  the  summer  was  a  time  for 
recommitment  and  an  opportunity 
for  doors  of  service  to  open." 

With  the  help  of  Dir.  of  Missions 
Harold  Manahan  they  established  a 
foothold  in  Albion.  At  first,  no  one 
accepted  the  invitations  to  Bible 
study.  "Then  we  met  a  couple  who 
told  us  that  they  had  been  praying 
for  two  years  that  the  Lord  would 
send  someone  to  their  town  to 
begin  a  Bible  fellowship. 

Bill  and  Mary  began  an  adult 
Bible  study  and  witnessed  to  many 
of  the  people.  While  no  permanent 
church  was  established,  they  feel 
"assured  that  our  beginnings  will 
continue  to  grow." 

A  transitional  neighborhood  in 
Buffalo,  N.Y.,  was  the  mission  field 
for  Ned  and  Amy  Cosby.  They  dis- 
covered a  "fantastic  teamwork  in 


the  area."  They  were  grateful  also 
for  missions  teams  from  Georgia, 
and  the  support  of  their  home 
church  in  Wake  Forest.

They  lived  in  a  neighborhood  of 
flats  and  older  houses  converted 
into  apartments.  In  a  community 
mostly  of  Italian  descent,  they 
learned  it  wasn't  corny  to  say  to  a 
person  "Would  you  like  to  come  to 
Bible  study?"  Working  with  the  Fill- 
more Ave.  Baptist  Church  and  West 
Side  Baptist  Chapel,  they  were  able 
to  begin  Bible  studies,  and  lead  per- 
sons to  accept  Christ.  The  high 
point  of  their  summer  was  the  bap- 
tism of  3  women  (in  photo,  above). 

Now  these  four  couples  are  back 
in  Wake  Forest,  studying,  caring  for 
their  homes  and  children.  But  the 
summer  experiences  and  the  lessons 
learned  will  be  with  them  forever.

FALL  CONVOCATION 

Southeastern  Seminary  began  its  32nd  year  in  wor- 
ship, with  President  W.  Randall  Lolley  preaching  on 
the  parable  of  the  good  neighbor  (Lk.  10:30-37).  The 
neighboring  of  the  good  Samaritan,  he  stated,  is  the 
essence  of  discipleship  which  embodies  the  dual  prin- 
ciple of  love  for  God  and  love  for  people.

MANY  OTHER  WOMEN 

In  her  missionary  address  on  Sept.  21,  Anne  Neil, 
who  with  her  husband,  Lloyd,  served  as  missionaries  in 
Ghana  and  Nigeria  until  their  retirement  in  1981  and 
who  is  now  visiting  professor  of  missions  at  SEBTS, 
urged  female  parity  with  men  in  the  mission  work  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Using  the  phrase 
"Many  Other  Women"  (Lk.  8:36)  as  the  title  of  her 
address,  she  stated  that  "Many  other  women  are 
needed  to  fulfill  God's  mission  in  our  world.  They  will 
continue  to  be  needed  until  Christ  returns." 
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Controversy 


Many  Southern  Baptists  know  that  something  is 
happening  throughout  the  denomination  these  days. 
Yet,  they  are  not  quite  sure  what  is  going  on.  Is  it 
really  just  another  "preachers'  fuss?"  Timothy  2:14-21 
contains  a  strong,  sure  Word  of  the  Lord  for  our  con- 
temporary Southern  Baptist  situation. 

Remember,  the  issue  in  this  portion  of  the  Pastoral 
Epistles  is  the  character  of  a  Christian  minister  in  times 
of  controversy.  There  are  three  words  here  for  all  of  us. 

1.  First  Word:  "Warn  them  before  God  against 
quarreling  about  words  .  .  .  Avoid  godless  chat- 
ter" (vs.  14,  16).  The  word  is  "LOGOMACHEIN" 
(v.  16)  —  that  is  "sword-fighting  with  words." 
Now  look  at  us  Baptists,  so  imbroiled  in  words 
about  the  Word.  I  believe  that  Baptists  believe  in 
the  authority  of  the  Bible.  They  have  said  so  —  in 
many  different  words,  at  many  different  times. 

Thus  we  ought  no  longer  to  debate  the  author- 
ity of  Scripture.  What  we  need  now  is  to  study, 
learn,  hear,  proclaim,  incarnate  and  obey  the 
Scriptures. 

2.  Second  Word:  "Don't  have  anything  to  do  with 
foolish  and  stupid  arguments"  (v.  23).  Christians 
are  to  be  kind  —  because  in  Christ,  they  belong 
to  one  another.  As  priests  —  each  and  all  —  in  a 
free  church,  Baptists  must  respect  differing  opin- 
ions, and  learn  to  disagree  agreeably. 

I  am  personally  proud  to  be  in  a  denomination 
with  — 

Adrian  Rogers  and  Duke  McCall 
Bailey  Smith  and  Cecil  Sherman 
Jimmy  Draper  and  Ken  Chafin. 

They  disagree  on  some  substantive  matters.  What 
else  is  new?  Give  me  enough  time  and  I  will 
assemble  10,000  other  clusters  of  six  Southern 
Baptists  who  disagree.  With  these  men  labels 
such  as  "conservative/liberal"  simply  mean  "You 
disagree  with  me;  you  are  to  my  left  or  to  my 
right." 

You  see,  we  do  not  have  to  have  anybody's 
permission,  under  God,  to  believe  as  we  must  in 
our  own  freedom  of  conscience.  That  is  why  I  am 
a  Baptist.  And  I  suspect  it  is  why  many  others  are 
Baptists  too. 


3.  Third  Word:  God's  old  foundation  stands  firm" 
(v.  19).  Charles  Hadden  Spurgeon  once  said, 
"Defend  the  Bible?  I  had  as  soon  defend  a  lion." 
He  is  right.  We  do  not  have  to  be  so  defensive 
when  it  comes  to  God's  enduring  Word  or  to  our 
mission  which  springs  from  it. 

Sometimes  it  is  easy  for  us  in  the  seminaries  to 
become  defensive.  In  the  early  70's  we  got  it 
from  the  left.  We  were  simply  not  tearing  down 
enough  cathedrals  just  to  fry  an  egg.  In  the  early 
80's  we  are  getting  it  from  the  right.  It  is  hard  to 
please  people  who  perceive  this  country  to  be  a 
Republic  instead  of  a  Democracy  and  who  per- 
ceive tyranny  to  be  the  only  alternative  to 
anarchy. 

The  kind  of  Baptist  boldness  needed  now  is  to  live 
joyfully  together  in  Christ  —  celebrating  our  bound- 
less unity  within  our  amazing  diversity.

GETTING  THE  KEESEE  STORY 

For  several  years.  I  have 
wanted  to  write  an  article  on 
the  Keesees.  Finally  on  Dec. 
21st,  I  went  to  Martinsville.  Va., 
to  interview  some  people  who 
had  known  them.  When  I 
arrived,  Mrs.  Vernie  Lewis, 
secretary  in  the  office  of  the 
Educational  Fund,  who  had 
made  the  contacts  for  me.  told 
me  that  Mr.  N.R.  Burroughs,  an 
original  trustee  of  the  Fund  and 
its  vice-president,  had  come 
down  to  the  office  the  day 
before  (Dec.  20)  to  gather  material  for  me  and  had  suffered  a 
heart-attack  and  had  died.  However,  she  and  Mr.  W.R. 
Broaddus  III,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Fund,  gave  me  the 
material  Mr.  Burrough  was  gathering  and  shared  other 
information  on  the  Keesees  with  me.  To  these  and  others  I 
am  most  grateful.  Pictures  are  by  Mike  Purcell.  Editor. 
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The  Keesee  Story

The  name  of  Charles  B.  Keesee  is  dear  to  many  min- 
isters because  of  the  generous  assistance  given  them 
by  the  educational  fund  which  bears  this  name.  How- 
ever, only  a  few  know  anything  about  the  man  who 
founded  this  fund  which  has  helped  them  in  college 
and  seminary. 

Charles  Blackwell  Keesee  was  born  and  reared  in 
Caswell  County,  North  Carolina.  As  a  young  man  in 
1893  he  went  to  Martinsville,  Virginia,  and  spent  the 
rest  of  his  life  there.  The  people  of  that  town  soon 
came  to  see  in  him  "an  embodiment  of  the  American 
virtues  of  hard  work,  thriftiness  and  frugality." 

In  1896  he  married  Miss  Olivia  Helms  Simmons  of 
Floyd,  Virginia.  A  woman  of  "exceptional  personal 
charm,  strong  character  and  spiritual  sensitivity,"  she 
built  a  happy  home  for  her  husband  and  became 
active  in  church,  civic  groups  and  patriotic 
organizations. 

Hard  work,  ambition,  an  orderly  purpose  and  a  nat- 
ural acumen  turned  Mr.  Keesee  early  toward  an  emi- 
nently successful  career.  Business  associates  used  to 
say  that  he  could  move  more  quickly  to  the  heart  of  a 
problem  than  any  man  they  had  ever  known. 

There  was  one  disappointment  in  the  Keesees'  lives: 
they  had  no  children.  They  loved  children  and  were 
especially  solicitous  for  the  welfare  of  the  children  of 
the  poor  in  their  church  and  community. 

Although  without  formal  education,  the  Keesees 
were  educated  people  in  the  finest  sense.  "Poise,  fine 
manners  and  breadth  of  appreciation  were  achieved 
through  selective  reading,  wide  travel  and  association 
with  cultured  people."  Yet  they  urged  young  men  and 
women  to  avail  themselves  of  every  opportunity  of  a 
formal  education. 

Sometimes  young  folk  would  answer,  "But  you  did 
all  right  without  college,"  to  which  Mr.  Keesee  would 
reply:  "Your  time  will  be  different.  With  an  education 
you  can  do  better  than  I  have  done  without  one." 

As  devoted  members  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in 
Martinsville,  the  Keesees  were  in  their  seats  at  church 
every  Sunday  and  Wednesday  for  Bible  study  and  wor- 
ship. One  day  Mr.  Keesee  went  to  see  his  pastor,  Dr. 
J. P.  McCabe,  and  said:  "God  has  been  good  to  me  and 
has  prospered  my  work.  I  would  like  to  put  my  money 
to  some  good  purpose."  Knowing  Mr.  Keesee's  inter- 
est in  education,  the  beloved  pastor  suggested  the 
establishment  of  an  educational  fund. 

On  Mar.  16, 1929,  Mr.  Keesee  wrote  his  will,  by 
which  he  gave  one-half  of  his  estate  to  his  wife  and 
the  other  half  he  left  to  the  People's  National  Bank, 
with  R.M.  Simmons  and  W.R.  Broaddus,  Jr.,  as  trustees 
of  an  educational  fund  to  be  used  for  "the  education 
and  up-lift  of  boys  and  girls  of  our  country  ..."  Later 


he  added  a  codicil  in  which  he  stated  that  due  to  the 
closing  of  the  People's  National  Bank,  he  had  not  been 
able  to  work  out  the  details  of  the  educational  fund 
and  asked  that  his  wife  and  pastor  do  this  if  it  were  not 
done  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Keesee  died  in  February  of  1940,  leaving  an 
estate  estimated  slightly  more  than  $900,000.  His 
widow  and  pastor  prepared  the  charter,  which  was 
approved  by  the  state  of  Virginia,  and  the  following 
were  designated  as  the  first  trustees  of  the  fund:  Dr. 
Frederick  W.  Boatwright,  Olivia  Simmons  Keesee,  W.R. 
Broaddus,  Jr.,  Dr.  J. P.  McCabe  and  Joseph  C.  Kerfott. 

Mrs.  Keese  died  on  June  25, 1944,  leaving  the  major 
portion  of  her  estate  to  the  educational  fund  which 
her  husband  had  established. 

At  first  the  benefits  of  the  fund  were  "available  to 
any  boy  or  girl  in  the  territory  of  the  Blueridge  Baptist 
Association  first,  and  to  other  sections  if  funds  justify 
it,  who  desire  an  education  and  be  educated  at  Baptist 
colleges  and  schools  in  the  state  of  Virginia  or  schools 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Associa- 
tion (sic)." 

As  the  fund  grew,  scholarships  were  granted  to 
students  from  Virginia  and  North  Carolina.  Then  in 
1970,  the  trustees  opened  the  fund  to  students  from  all 
fifty  states,  but  now  they  have  had  to  return  to  lim- 
iting applicants  to  resident  citizens  of  North  Carolina 
and  Virginia,  the  home  states  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keesee. 

To  administer  the  fund,  the  trustees  have  had  to 
adhere  to  strict  guidelines.  In  addition  to  restricting 
applicants  to  students  from  North  Carolina  and  Vir- 
ginia with  a  residence  of  several  years  (exluding  time 
spent  in  school),  the  by-laws  require  students  to  be 
enrolled  in  a  Baptist  college  affliated  with  the  General 
Baptist  Association  of  Virginia  or  a  Southern  Baptist 
seminary.  Applications  may  be  secured  from  one  of 
these  designated  institutions  and  must  be  in  the  office 
of  the  Charles  B.  Keesee  Educational  Fund  by  March 
1st  of  the  year  of  enrollment. 

For  the  last  ten  years,  the  fund  has  averaged  helping 
1,000  students  in  the  Baptist  colleges  of  Virginia  and 
the  six  Southern  Baptist  seminaries  with  between 
$700,000  and  $1,000,000  a  year.  From  June  of  1981 
through  January  of  1982,  $1,368,279  were  distributed 
through  the  fund.  Students  at  Southeastern  Seminary 
were  given  $301,008.50  from  June  1982  through  Janu- 
ary of  1983. 

Surely  "the  works"  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Keesee  "follow 
after  them"  (Rev.  14:13c);  for  on  this  campus  many, 
like  the  children  of  the  "worthy  woman"  of  Proverbs, 
rise  up  and  call  them  "blessed"  (31:28).

PAGE  LECTURES 

Jesus'  ministry  in  Galilee  is  a  fitting  model  for  Chris- 
tian missions,  stated  Orlando  E.  Costas  in  his  Page  lec- 
tures on  Oct.  5-6  at  SEBTS. 

Noting  that  the  Galilean  multitude  was  a  racially  and 
culturally  mixed  people  whom  the  proper  Jews  of  Jeru- 
salem despised,  the  professor  of  Missiology  at  Eastern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Philadelphia,  stated 
that  today  that  multitude  may  serve  as  a  symbol  of  the 
poor  and  disinherited  of  the  world.  As  Galilee  was  on 
the  periphery  of  the  nation  of  ancient  Israel,  so  the 
poor  today  are  on  the  periphery  of  the  majority  of  the 
Christian  nations. 

There  is  good  news  for  these  people,  Costas  said, 
because,  "according  to  the  New  Testament,  the  gospel 
is  first  for  the  poor  and  outcast."  Too  long  has  theol- 
ogy been  imprisoned  in  the  ivory  tower  of  academia. 
It  must  address  the  poor  and  oppressed  with  a  ringing 
hope  of  liberation. 

Costas  concluded  his  addresses  with  a  call  for  a 
world-wide  mission  beyond  our  own  frontiers  to  reach 
those  who  live  in  today's  "Galilees." 


CARVER-BARNES  LECTURES 

Speaking  on  "The  Dangers  of  Extremism"  in  his 
Carver-Barnes  Lectures,  Nov.  2-3,  Leon  McBeth,  pro- 
fessor of  Church  History  at  Southwestern  Baptist 
Seminary,  cited  the  development  of  "extreme  liberal- 
ism" among  English  General  Baptists  and  of  "extreme 
conservatism"  among  English  Particular  Baptists 
during  the  eighteenth  century  as  cases  of  alien  ideas 
being  "bootlegged"  into  the  denomination. 

Both  the  General  and  the  Particular  Baptists  tended 
to  displace  the  scriptures  with  their  own  theories 
about  the  scriptures,  McBeth  said.  "Baptists  turned 
away  from  their  own  people  .  .  .  and  embraced  the 
alien  views  of  outsiders."  These  extreme  views  under- 
mined the  health  and  vitality  of  English  Baptists. 

Today  we  are  in  a  similar  position.  Some  of  us  have 
turned  to  those  who  despise  us  instead  of  those  who 
love  and  support  us.  McBeth  said,  "I  am  not  saying  to 
stop  reading  widely  but  we  should  not  forget  our  own 
Baptist  heritage  .  .  .  The  problem  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  is  not .  .  .  our  Baptist  heritage 
but  the  views  of  non-Baptists  which  have  invaded  our 
denomination." 

Calling  for  a  spiritual  renewal  within  the  Baptist 
denomination,  McBeth  noted  that  spiritual  vitality 
prevents  doctrinal  extremes  and  concluded  by  saying 
"The  best  antibiotic  for  doctrinal  extremes  is  holding 
close  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 


ESTHER  ADAMS  SEMINAR 

"Our  lifestyle  is  not  our  private  affair,"  stated 
Christine  Gregory,  president  of  the  Virginia  Baptist 
General  Association  and  former  vice-president  of  the 
SBC,  in  the  second  Esther  Adams  Seminar  on  Nov.  9. 

She  continued:  "The  dogmatic  and  unexamined 
credo  that  whatever  we  gain  is  ours  to  do  with  as  we 
please"  is  "a  plague  to  Christianity,"  is  "utterly  selfish" 
and  cannot  be  justified  by  the  scriptures. 

She  told  the  wives  of  students  and  women  seminar- 
ians: "It  is  obligatory  upon  us  to  help  one  another 
hammer  out  the  shape  of  Christian  simplicity  in  the 
midst  of  modern  affluence.  We  need  to  love  each 
other  enough  to  sense  our  mutual  responsibility  and 
accountability." 

While  noting  the  need  to  make  some  practical 
accommodation  to  current  American  culture,  she  urged 
her  audience  to  follow  the  Apostle  Paul's  advice  and 
"not  be  conformed  to  this  world." 

The  Esther  Adams  Seminar  is  named  for  the  widow 
of  a  former  president  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance 
and  visiting  professor  at  SEBTS,  Theodore  F.  Adams. 
Mrs.  Adams  now  lives  in  Richmond,  Va.  and  continues 
to  be  active  in  church  and  community  work. 


FACULTY  LECTURES 

Action,  knowledge  and  reflection  are  the  three  basic 
elements  of  growth  in  faith,  according  to  SE  Professors 
William  P.  Clemmons,  G.  Thomas  Halbrooks  and  Bruce 
P.  Powers  in  their  joint  faculty  lectures,  Nov.  17-18,  on 
"Coming  to  and  Growing  in  Faith:  Historical 
Development." 

After  reviewing  faith  development  in  the  early, 
medieval  and  reformed  churches,  the  professors  noted 
that  Baptists  in  the  United  States  during  the  nine- 
teenth century  "stressed  dramatic  conversion  and 
placed  little  emphasis  on  growth  in  faith."  Later  Chris- 
tian growth  was  centered  primarily  around  the  re- 
moval of  sin  and  a  movement  toward  holiness. 

Today,  the  professors  said,  Southern  Baptists  need  to 
examine  the  model  on  which  we  will  base  the  process 
of  bringing  persons  to  and  guiding  their  growth  in 
faith.  "If  one  is  invited  to  'just  believe'  with  no  corre- 
sponding call  to  a  lifelong  journey  of  faith,  then  our 
evangelism  is  suspect,"  they  cautioned. 

The  model  on  which  we  must  build  our  faith  devel- 
opment must  continue  to  emphasize  conversion  as  a 
beginning,  but  equally  be  serious  about  the  commit- 
ment to  a  lifetime  of  deep  inward,  outward  and  corpo- 
rate changes  as  one  is  confronted  daily  with  the  Gos- 
pel demands,"  they  concluded.

At  the  spring  convocation,  Jan.  11,  Richard  A. 
Spencer  (below)  presented  the  first  copy  of  a  collec- 
tion of  sermons  by  the  late  Southeastern  professor  of 
New  Testament  Interpretation,  Raymond  Bryan  Brown, 
which  he  had  edited,  to  Brown's  widow,  Caralie 
Nelson  Brown.  Upon  receiving  the  book,  entitled  The 
Fire  of  Truth  and  published  by  Broadman  Press,  Mrs. 
Brown  thanked  him  for  this  "labor  of  love"  on  behalf 
of  his  former  teacher  and  colleague. 

Spencer  characterized  Brown  as  a  teacher  who  "had 
a  genuine  respect  for  the  past  and  an  openness  toward 
any  means  of  interpretation  and  any  avenue  of  study 
that  would  help  one  to  understand  the  Scripture  and 
make  it  more  meaningful."  He  said:  "He  (Brown)  took 
people  where  they  were.  But  he  was  also  intensely 
engaged  in  the  process  of  helping  them  to  grow  and 
to  be  open  to  new  avenues  of  thought." 

Profits  from  the  sale  of  the  book  will  go  to  the  Ray- 
mond Bryan  Brown  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  for 
outstanding  college  graduates  who  attend 
Southeastern.

CONVOCATION  ADDRESS 

"The  ministry  is  an  absolutely  frustrating,  demand- 
ing, disappointing,  unrealistic,  impossible  calling," 
declared  Frank  R.  Campbell  in  his  spring  convocation 
address  on  Jan.  11. 

"It  is  also  the  most  rewarding,  fulfilling,  thrilling, 
and  meaningful  way  a  person  can  invest  his  life,"  he 
added. 

The  second-term  president  of  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention of  North  Carolina  and  pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Statesville,  N.C.,  explained  that  the 
preacher  is  called  to  speak  for  God  but  is  also  a  man 
speaking  to  men. 

In  speaking  of  the  many  facets  of  a  minister's  life, 
the  1961  alumnus  of  Southeastern  warned  against  neg- 
lecting one's  devotional  life  and  family. 

He  spoke  of  the  diversity  among  Southern  Baptists 
and  pled  for  cooperation  as  "the  way  Southern  Bap- 
tists work  together."

TRUSTEES'  MEETING 

In  their  spring  meeting,  Mar.  14-15,  the  trustees  of 
the  seminary  elected  Thomas  R.  McKibbens,  Jr.,  as 
associate  professor  of  Preaching;  adopted  a  1983-84 
budget  of  over  five  million  dollars;  and  voted  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  final  planning  of  a  new  student  center. 

McKibbens  of  Bristol,  Va.,  who  is  presently  on  a 
study-leave,  will  occupy  the  post  held  since  1955  by  J. 
Carroll  Trotter  who  is  retiring  this  July. 

The  new  budget  of  $5,201,276  is  slated  to  receive 
$3,558,728  (69%)  from  the  churches  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  through  its  Cooperative  Program. 
(This  enables  the  seminary  to  offer  instruction  without 
tuition.  Students  will  pay  a  $250  matriculation  fee  each 
semester.) 

The  new  student  center,  to  be  named  after  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hubert  Ledford  of  Raleigh,  N.C.,  will  be  a  com- 
plete modernization  of  Gore  Gymnasium  left  by  Wake 
Forest  College  when  it  moved  to  Winston-Salem.  A 
two-story  wrap-around  addition  will  have  a  new 
ground  entrance,  a  lobby,  offices,  lounge  and  dining 
area,  post  office,  bookstore,  conference  rooms,  areas 
for  sports  and  physical  fitness  and  a  center  for  com- 
muting students.  The  total  construction  cost  is  esti- 
mated to  be  $2,746,000,  of  which  $1,000,000  will  be 
funded  from  the  Cooperative  Program  capital  needs 
program. 

Other  actions  by  the  trustees  included: 

*  the  granting  of  tenure  to  William  P.  Clemmons, 
professor  of  Christian  Education; 

*  the  approval  of  sabbatical  leaves  during  1983-84  for 
Professors  Robert  D.  Dale,  John  I  Durham,  Ben  S. 
Johnson  and  Bruce  P.  Powers; 

*  the  adoption  of  a  new  seminary  logo  which  had 
been  developed  by  the  Public  Relations  Council;  and 

*  the  establishment  of  the  following  endowment 
funds:  the  Claud  B.  Bowen  Fund  for  unrestricted 
endowment,  the  George  T.  Noel  III  Memorial  Fund  for 
scholarships,  the  Charles  Ray  Rackley  II  Memorial 
Endowment  for  Student  Aid,  and  an  endowment  fund 
to  help  defray  expenses  of  the  chairperson  of  the  trus- 
tees to  the  meetings  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, its  executive  committee  and  other  related  meet- 
ings where  his  presence  is  required  or  desirable. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  thirty-member  board  were 
present  for  the  spring  meeting. 


NEW  PROFESSOR 

Thomas  R.  McKibbens,  Jr.,  has  been  elected  asso- 
ciate professor  of  Preaching  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
effective  April  1,  1984. 

A  native  of  Alabama,  McKibbens  (36)  holds  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Mississippi  (B.A.,  1969)  and 
Southern  Baptist  Seminary  (M.Div.,  1972;  Ph.D.,  1976) 
and  has  studied  at  Regent's  Park  College  in  Oxford 
and  the  University  of  St.  Andrews  in  Scotland. 

He  has  served  at  Southern  Seminary  as  Garrett  Fel- 
low in  Homiletics,  Pastoral  Theology  and  Church  His- 
tory (1975-1977)  and  as  visiting  professor  of  Preaching 
(1979).  He  has  held  pastorates  in  Mississippi  and  Ken- 
tucky and  served  as  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Bristol,  Virginia,  until  March  1983.  During  the  rest  of 
this  year  and  for  the  first  part  of  1984,  he  plans  to  work 
on  a  book  on  preaching  which  he  is  preparing. 

He  has  had  articles  published  in  journals,  such  as 
The  Pulpit  Digest,  The  Quarterly  Review,  Christian 
Century  and  Baptist  History  and  Heritage. 

He  is  married  to  Donna  A.  Edwards  and  the  father  of 
two  children:  Katherin  (1975)  and  George  (1980).

Trustees,  Public  Relations  councilpersons,  members 
of  the  Development  Council  and  a  bus-load  of  friends 
from  Greensboro,  N.C.,  augmented  the  assembly  of 
students,  faculty  and  others  for  worship  and  the  deliv- 
ery of  the  Founders'  Day  address. 

Claud  B.  Bowen,  pastor  emeritus  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Greensboro,  N.C.,  spoke  on  "Southeastern, 
Yesterday  and  Tomorrow."  He  shared  experiences  and 
observations  from  having  served  on  several  SBC  com- 
mittees which  laid  the  ground  work  for  establishing  a 
new  seminary  in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  nation 
and  from  having  been  on  the  seminary's  board  of  trus- 
tees for  nineteen  years. 

He  spoke  of  three  lessons  which  he  had  learned:  (1) 
God  raises  up  leaders  in  every  generation  and  He  is 
doing  that  here,  leaders  who  can  and  will  stabilize 
Christian  truths  in  our  times.  (2)  God's  revelation  calls 
for  sacrifice.  It  has  in  the  past;  it  still  does  in  the  pre- 
sent, and  it  will  in  the  future.  (3)  Laypersons  have 
important  roles  to  play  in  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

Bowen  quoted  a  remark  made  in  the  1951  when  the 
seminary  opened:  "Friends,  you  have  attended  the 
first  Founders'  Day  of  a  new  seminary.  Let  us  be  com- 
mitted to  make  this  one  of  the  greatest  institutions  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention."

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MISSIONS  ADDRESS 

Without  risk,  "the  Kingdom  of  God  (is)  withered  to 
the  littleness  of  man's  mind  rather  than  exploding  to 
the  potential  of  God's  power,"  declared  R.  Keith 
Parks,  president  of  SBC's  Foreign  Mission  Board,  in  his 
missions  address  on  Jan.  25. 

When  Christians  decide  to  play  it  safe,  we  become 
"sterile,  unproductive  keepers  of  warehouses  rather 
than  stewards  of  the  Gospel."  Parks  reminded  his  large 
audience  of  students  and  friends  that  it  is  expected  of 
stewards  to  be  trustworthy,  faithful  and  responsible  for 
"the  most  priceless  thing  that  can  be  entrusted  to  the 
human  heart,  which  is  the  good  news  of  salvation." 

We  hear  talk  of  "getting  the  Holy  Spirit";  but  he 
observed  that  is  not  what  happens.  "The  Holy  Spirit 
gets  us."  The  power  to  do  the  tasks  of  the  Kingdom 
comes  from  the  Master  of  the  Kingdom.  Yet  too  often 
we  assume  a  task  without  consulting  the  Master. 

"God  has  the  best  interests  of  the  world  in  his 
heart,"  the  former  missionary  to  Indonesia  stated  and 
then  lamented  that  only  5%  of  seminary  graduates  will 
go  where  95%  of  the  world  lives.  "There  is  no  way  to 
read  the  Bible  and  reduce  it  to  North  Carolina  or 
North  America,  or  the  English  language.  You  cannot 
read  it  honestly  without  reading  into  it  the  multiplied 
billions  on  earth.  Each  redeemed  person  has  the 
responsibility  of  sharing  the  Gospel  with  everyone 
who  has  not  heard."

STUDENT  SPEAKERS 

Pam  and  Mark  Grumbles  are  the  first  students  to 
give  a  major  address  at  Southeastern.  Speaking  on  mis- 
sionary day,  Nov.  30,  the  young  couple  who  have  been 
appointed  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  to  Costa  Rica, 
stated:  "We  don't  believe  the  missionary  call  is  for 
everyone,  but  we  do  believe  that  every  Christian 
should  consider  it." 

Having  served  as  journeymen  in  Paraguay,  they  see 
many  challenges  in  the  foreign  mission  fields,  includ- 
ing dealing  with  anti-Christian  viewpoints.  But  the 
biggest  problem  they  cited  was  sheer  numbers,  the 
over-whelming  population  figures  in  Africa,  Asia  and 
Latin  America  as  compared  to  the  number  of  mission- 
aries and  ministers.  In  some  places  the  ratio  of  in- 
habitants to  ministers  is  over  a  million  to  one. 

Natives  of  Virginia,  the  Grumbles  graduated 
together  in  December  with  the  M.  Div.  degrees. 


Speaking  on  the  theme  "Proclamation  and  Ethics," 
William  H.  Willimon,  pastor  of  Northside  United 
Methodist  Church  in  Greenville,  S.C.,  delivered  the 
1983  Theodore  F.  Adams  Lectures,  Feb.  8-11. 

In  his  first  lecture,  "Baptism  -  Making  Christians," 
Willimon  noted  the  passive  nature  of  our  being  born 
the  first  time  and  concluded  that  we  cannot  be  born 
again  by  our  own  efforts  but  must  rely  upon  God.  He 
also  called  the  presentation  of  conversion  as  "a  one- 
time experience"  as  "one  of  the  fatal  flaws  in  Ameri- 
can contemporary  evangelism." 

Of  the  Lord's  Supper,  Willimon  recalled  that  Jesus 
ate  with  all  kinds  of  people  and  engaged  them  in  con- 
versation at  the  table.  In  our  remembering  that  last 
supper,  Willimon  said,  we  should  look  upon  it  as  "a 
victory  celebration"  rather  than  a  memorial  service. 

In  speaking  of  "Preaching  and  Ethics,"  Willimon 
decried  the  practice  of  drawing  "simple  moral  princi- 
ples" from  the  biblical  text.  "The  Gospel  calls  us  to  be 
before  it  calls  us  to  do,"  he  said  and  pled  for  a  type  of 
service  which  centered  more  on  the  worship  of  God 
and  the  cultivation  of  Christian  living. 

The  concluding  lecture,  entitled  "The  Church  and 
the  World  -  For,  Not  Of,"  Willimon  acknowledged  the 
need  for  Christian  involvement  in  social  matters  and 
called  for  "an  activism  appropriate  for  those  under  the 
cross."  Thus  Christians  should  not  use  government 
policies  to  force  their  beliefs  upon  non-Christians  but 
should  stand  free  to  criticize  government  when  it  errs 
and  should  seek  to  re-create  the  world  prophetically.

That  God's  minister  may  be  "efficient  and  equipped 
for  good  work  of  every  kind"  (2  Timothy  3:17  —  NEB). 
Here  is  the  heart  of  our  purpose  at  Southeastern 
Seminary.  This  means,  as  we  have  understood  and 
expressed  it,  that  "formation"  in  ministry  is  essential  to 
every  facet  of  our  endeavor. 

Now,  we  know  that  formation  —  spiritual  or  other- 
wise —  cannot  be  accomplished  merely  by  establish- 
ing a  division  and  calling  it  "formation  in  ministry." 
Yet,  five  years  ago,  we  did  precisely  that  and  within 
the  past  sixty  months  have  discovered  that  it  was  a 
giant  first  step  in  our  endeavor.  Five  people  became 
fifty  and  then  five  hundred  involved  in  supervising  our 
students  at  a  variety  of  ministering  places.  It  has  had  a 
dramatic,  measurable  impact  on  our  graduates.  They 
are  not  yet  perfect  by  any  means,  but  thanks  to  so 
many  partners  in  our  formation  effort,  they  are  being 
"perfected"  (in  a  New  Testament  sense). 

During  the  past  five  years  we  have  learned  some 
things: 

—  That  in  cohesive  theological  education  there  is 
no  contradiction  between  classical  and  voca- 
tional learning.  The  components  in  both  are 
complementary,  not  adversarial. 

—  That  cohesive  theological  education  is  practi- 
cal. John  Gardner  was  right:  "Both  our 
plumbers  and  our  philosophers  must  be  com- 
petent, else  neither  our  pipes  nor  our  argu- 
ments will  hold  water."  So  with  our  ministers. 

—  That  cohesive  theological  education  is  rele- 
vant. The  future  belongs  to  those  who  know 
and  who  know  how  to  know  as  well  as  how  to 
do.

Formation  in  Ministry,  born  in  1978,  is  celebrating  its 
fifth  birthday.  What  is  Formation  in  Ministry?  It  is  a 
staff  of  6-8  persons  at  the  Seminary:  Charles  Dorman 
and  Ethel  Lee,  who  assist  students  in  finding  ministry 
opportunities;  Luke  Smith  and  Bob  Richardson,  who 
teach  courses  in  Supervised  Ministry;  and  Phyllis  Jack- 
son and  Gail  Hawkins,  who  provide  secretarial  support 
services.  Two  professors  at-large— Bob  Dale  and  Bill 
Clemmons — join  these  in  constituting  the  Formation 
in  Ministry  Council. 

What  is  Formation  in  Ministry?  It  is  students,  more 
than  1,000  of  them  in  the  past  five  years,  spending  at 
least  8-10  hours  per  week  in  ministry  under  supervi- 
sion. Some  spend  as  much  as  a  year  full-time  in  an 
Intern  Year  Away.  Students  minister  in  a  variety  of  set- 
tings in  addition  to  the  local  church:  hospitals,  prisons, 
urban  ministries  programs,  shopping  centers,  state 
government,  Baptist  state  conventions,  Baptist  associa- 
tions, child  care  centers,  retreat  centers,  counseling 
services,  college  campuses,  and  others. 

What  is  Formation  Ministry?  It  is  the  more  than  500 
persons  (listed  on  pp.  4-5)  who  have  served  during 
these  five  years  as  supervisors.  These  persons  are  the 
vital  link  between  a  small  staff  at  the  Seminary  and  the 
large  number  of  students  in  the  field.  They  serve  with- 
out pay  to  multiply  the  teaching  resources  of  the 
Seminary.  Most  of  these  men  and  women  have 
received  training  in  supervision  at  workshops  con- 
ducted by  the  professors  of  Supervised  Ministry. 

The  number  of  work  hours  spent  in  ministry  by  the 
students  and  field  supervisors  alone  equals  seventy- 
five  work  years  of  fifty  work  weeks  each.  Who  could

begin  to  guess  the  value  of  this  activity  to  the  Kingdom 
and  to  the  developing  minister? 

Churches  and  institutions  within  a  relatively  small 
radius  of  Southeastern  Seminary  have  gladly  borne  the 
major  portion  of  the  burden  of  this  vital  task.  This  is 
not  the  whole  story,  however.  Churches  and  institu- 
tions from  as  far  away  as  New  York  and  Georgia  have 
provided  our  interns  with  places  of  ministry. 

Friends  of  the  seminary  have  responded  in  a  beauti- 
ful way  to  the  challenge  of  finding  money  to  aid  stu- 
dents in  travel  to  and  from  their  internships. 

An  endowment,  currently  producing  about  $10,000 
per  year,  is  used  to  help,  but  one  can  readily  see  that 
this  small  amount  would  provide  only  a  few  dollars  per 
week  when  divided  among  the  several  hundred  stu- 
dents involved  each  year. 

Rising  costs  of  transportation  plus  the  increasing  dis- 
tances students  must  travel  will  call  for  a  dramatic 
increase  in  these  funds  in  the  future. 

Alumni  and  friends  of  Southeastern  can  be  justly 
proud  of  the  formation  in  Ministry  program.  They  can 
also  be  assured  of  our  continued  efforts  to  refine  and 
improve  this  ministry. 

The  Formation  in  Ministry  Council  dreams  of  provid- 
ing a  year  of  Supervised  Ministry  for  each  student  and 
encouraging  activities  which  will  provide  a  more 
deliberate  approach  to  the  spiritual  development  of 
the  seminarian. 

On  its  fifth  birthday  Formation  in  Ministry  is  well 
and  strong  and  still  growing  —  thanks  to  those  whom 
God  has  called  to  share  the  vision.

This  is  a  digest  of  the  thoughts  shared  with  the 
messengers  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania,  Summer,  1983.  (Editor) 

When  Karl  Marx  was  seventeen,  he  wrote  an  essay 
on  the  topic  "The  Union  of  the  Believers  With  Christ." 
It  has  recently  been  translated.  In  it  Marx  showed 
something  of  an  understanding  of  the  relationship 
between  a  true  believer  and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  tragedy  is  that  the  essay  was  only  a  product  of 
his  head  and  his  pen,  not  of  his  heart.  The  instructor 
who  graded  Marx's  paper  wrote  this  comment  "A 
thoughtful,  powerful,  fruitful  exposition  which 
deserves  praise  even  though  the  nature  of  the  union  is 
not  indicated." 

Karl  Marx  could  not  write  about  "the  nature  of  the 
union"  because  he  had  no  firsthand  experience  and 
little  information  about  it.  It  is  no  wonder  that  five 
years  later  he  became  the  world's  most  successful 
exponent  of  philosophical  atheism. 

He  had  God  on  his  lips,  in  his  pen,  at  his  hand,  but 
not  in  his  heart. 

The  distance  from  the  lips  to  the  heart  is  less  than 
twelve  inches.  Yet,  that  is  the  awesome  distance 
spiritually  which  sometimes  separates  a  person  from 
God. 

Jesus  said  it  during  the  days  of  His  flesh,  quoting 
Isaiah  eight  centuries  before,  "This  people  honor  me 
with  their  lips,  but  their  hearts  are  far  from  me." 
(Matthew  15:8). 

You  see,  it  is  possible  to  be  very  close  to  God  and  at 
the  same  time  to  be  very  far  away. 

We  sometimes  say  "A  miss  is  as  good  as  a  mile." 
How  right  we  are!  When  persons  are  twelve  inches 
from  God  —  on  the  lips,  not  in  the  heart  —  those 
persons  might  as  well  be  miles  or  even  light  years 
away.  If  they  were  miles  away  they  might  be  more 
aware  of  their  need  for  God  and  of  God's  importance 
in  their  lives. 


Multitudes  have  God  on  their  lips  but  not  in  their 
hearts. 

Jesus  had  an  agenda  beyond!  So  do  we  at 
Southeastern  Seminary.  Amidst  all  the  rhetoric  we 
intend  to  focus  on  the  prospect  of  building  up  our 
lives  inside  out  by  anchoring  our  hearts  in  the  Living 
Lord  Christ. 

At  Southeastern,  we  have  one  task  during  these 
turbulent  times  —  that  is  to  be  formed,  shaped, 
molded  into  the  likeness  of  Jesus  Christ. 

I  tell  you  here  and  now,  Southern  Baptists,  that  is 
our  agenda  at  your  school  east  of  the  mountains.  We 
must  not,  we  will  not  be  swayed  from  it. 

Mr.  Lee  Beaver,  Chairman  of  the  Trustees,  has 
outlined  our  Southeastern  agenda  as  follows: 

A  strategic  vision  for  our  school  where  Christian 
ministry  is  seen  as  our  business  —  our  whole 
business  —  so  help  us  God. 

A  climate  of  trust  and  openness  which  will  enrich 
everyone  in  our  community  of  teaching  and 
learning. 

A  program  of  education  and  development  for  our 
trustees  to  keep  them  informed,  inspired,  and 
involved  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  school. 

A  commitment  to  excellence  with  solvency;  to 
academic  freedom  which  is  both  real  and 
responsible. 

A  profound  and  unswerving  Biblical  base  for  our 
lives  and  our  work  —  a  base  which  is  authoritative 
and  devotional.

And  therefore,  we,  the  alumni,  express  gratitude  to  our  Adminis- 
tration, Faculty  and  Staff  as  they  continue  to  lead  on  the  creative

NOTES  ON  SABBATICAL  LEAVES 

For  DONALD  E.  COOK  the  sabbatical  leave  was  "a 
time  of  rest,  study,  writing,  prayer  and  travel."  He 
spent  most  of  his  leave  in  a  secluded  cabin  on  a  lake 
near  Danville,  Va.,  where  he  wrote  some  poetry,  a 
study  book  on  the  Pastoral  Epistles  for  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  several  exegetical  essays  for  Church 
Training  Magazine  and  several  book  reviews  for  Faith 
and  Mission.  He  also  developed  a  series  of  lectures  on 
biblical  authority  for  presentation  to  church  groups 
and  studied  the  function  of  literary  genre  in  New  Tes- 
tament interpretation.  With  his  wife,  he  visited 
Greece,  Egypt  and  Israel  for  about  six  or  seven  weeks 
in  the  early  spring. 

RICHARD  L.  HESTER  conducted  a  research  project 
on  the  pastoral  care  of  families  involving  eight  Raleigh 
area  pastors  as  co-researchers.  The  research  was  spon- 
sored by  the  Life  Enrichment  Center  of  Raleigh,  a 
satellite  center  of  the  School  of  Pastoral  Care,  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  Focusing  on  the  pastor's 
relationship  with  the  total  family  systems,  the  research 
was  particularly  concerned  with  the  influence  of  the 
pastor's  own  family  of  origin  on  his/her  pastoral  care 


of  other  families.  It  employed  narrative  theology  as  a 
method  of  identifying  and  exploring  the  theology 
imbedded  in  family  processes.  During  this  fall  semes- 
ter, Hester  is  completing  a  manuscript  based  on  the 
research. 

Sabbatical  leave  for  GLENN  T.  MILLER  was  an  oppor- 
tunity to  work  on  several  long-standing  research  and 
writing  projects.  One  of  these  was  a  history  of  the 
ideals  supporting  Protestant  theological  education  in 
the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century;  the  other  was 
part  of  a  textbook  commissioned  by  Broadman  Press 
on  Church  History.  Miller  comments:  "The  most 
important  aspect  of  the  year  has  been  the  opportunity 
which  it  has  provided  for  me  to  put  my  teaching  minis- 
try into  perspective  and  to  evaluate  my  work  from  a 
different  point  of  view.  As  a  result,  I  believe  I  will  be  a 
more  effective  classroom  instructor.  I  would  like  to 
extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  making 
my  leave  possible,  and  also  to  thank  my  colleagues  for 
their  willingness  to  do  additional  work  in  order  for  me 
to  be  absent." 

ALAN  NEELY  spent  the  fall  researching  and  writing 
chapters  for  a  general  text  in  Missions.  In  the  spring, 
he  and  his  wife,  Virginia,  were  in  Argentina,  Uruguay 
and  Brazil.  He  taught  two  courses  in  the  International 
Baptist  Seminary  in  Buenos  Aires  and  gave  a  special 
series  of  lectures  in  the  Baptist  seminaries  in  Sao  Paulo 
and  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil.  He  also  took  time  out  for 
eye  surgery  in  July  (1982)  and  January  (1983).

One  hundred  and  thirty-six  (136)  aid  scholarships  were  awarded  this  fall,  totaling  $52,595,  according  to  Woody

In  addition  to  these  awards,  made  by  the  seminary,  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  (255)  students  at  Southeastern  Semi- 
nary have  received  assistance  totaling  $120,518  this  fall  from  the  Charles  B.  Keesee  Educational  Fund,  Inc. 

Adding  these  three  groups  together,  405  awards,  totalling  $180,113  were  made  this  fall  at  Southeastern.  The  recip- 
ients are  grateful  to  the  donors  of  these  funds  and  will  prove  worthy  of  this  valuable  assistance  in  their  preparation 
for  Christian  service.

MISSIONS  ADDRESS 

The  first  missionary  address  of  this  academic  year 
was  given  on  Sept.  20  by  Edna  Frances  Dawkins, 
Fletcher  Visiting  Professor  of  Missions.  The  title  of  her 
address  was  "The  Missionary  Calling  -  A  Call  to 
Fulfillment." 

Last  December,  Ms.  Dawkins  retired  as  manager  of 
the  Missionary  Fellowship  of  the  Southern  Baptist  For- 
eign Mission  Board.  In  this  position  she  corresponded 
with  retired  and  resigned  missionaries  and  former 
journeymen  and  coordinated  meetings  for  them. 

From  1947  to  1972  she  was  on  the  staff  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Personnel  Department  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  and  interviewed  foreign  missionary  candidates 
on  seminary  campuses.  Prior  to  joining  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  staff,  she  was  assistant  dean  at  Meredith 
College. 

She  has  visited  mission  fields  throughout  the  world 
and  has  interviewed  and  corresponded  with  nearly  all 
of  our  Southern  Baptist  missionaries. 

ESTHER  ADAMS  SEMINAR 

In  the  first  of  this  year's  Esther  Adams  Seminars  on 
Oct.  17,  Dorothy  Elliott  Sample,  president  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  SBC,  challenged  the 
wives  of  seminary  students  "to  be  personally  involved 
in  ministry,"  along  with  their  husbands.  Citing  numer- 
ous examples  of  women's  active  involvement  in  minis- 
try in  both  the  Old  and  New  Testaments,  she  noted 
that  women  have  "an  equal  accountability"  with  the 
men.  She  called  on  the  women  to  discover  their  own 
gifts  and  talents  and  to  grow  in  grace  and  knowledge 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Don't  wait  until  you  leave  the 
seminary  to  get  involved,  she  urged;  set  short-range 
and  long-range  goals  now  and  get  busy.  She  noted 
that  much  depression  can  be  healed  by  meaningful 
activity.  "In  many  churches  there  will  not  be  any  mis- 
sions education  without  the  active  wives." 

Sample  is  a  professional  psychological  counselor  and 
educator  in  Flint,  Michigan,  as  well  as  president  of  the 
WMU.  The  Esther  Adams  Seminar  is  named  for  the 
wife  of  the  late  Theodore  F.  Adams;  she  now  resides  in 
Richmond,  Virginia,  where  her  husband  served  many 
years  as  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 


THE  1983  PAGE  LECTURES 

"Science  and  religion  belong  together,"  stated  Eric 
Charles  Rust  in  his  1983  Page  Lectures,  delivered  in 
Binkley  Chapel,  Oct.  4,  5  and  6. 

A  native  of  England,  Rust  is  professor-emeritus  of 
Christian  Philosophy  at  Southern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  where  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty 
since  1953.  He  holds  degrees  in  science  and  mathemat- 
ics from  the  Royal  College  of  Science,  London  Univer- 
sity, and  degrees  in  divinity  from  Regent's  Park  and  St. 
Catherine  Colleges,  Oxford  University. 

Speaking  on  the  theme  of  "Toward  a  Christological 
World  View,"  Rust  noted  in  his  first  lecture  that  the 
Bible  provides  us  the  models  we  need  to  understand 
God  and  the  nature  of  the  trinity.  He  contrasted  the 
attempt  of  the  ancient  Greeks  to  understand  God 
through  reason  and  the  Hebrew  concept  of  God  as 
person.  "What  matters  is  that  God  created  man  and 
women  in  his  image,  that  God  created." 

In  his  second  lecture,  he  contended  that  science  is 
God's  gift  to  us  and  is  "the  way  God  has  given  us  to 
work  as  his  co-workers  in  creation."  He  said,  "There  is 
no  doubt  that  evolution  went  on.  It  went  on  by  muta- 
tions in  the  genetic  material....  Somehow  in  this  mut- 
ing process  you  feel  that  there  is  a  directive  mind." 
Human  beings,  while  having  many  animal  instincts,  go 
beyond  that  stage.  "Everyone  in  this  room  this  morn- 
ing," he  declared,  "is  in  some  way  a  coming  together 
of  the  whole  evolutionary  process." 

Rust  said,  in  his  third  lecture,  that  the  Christian  reve- 
lation of  God  was  made  in  history  and  that  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Lord  of  history,  accepted  the  culture 
of  the  historical  period  into  which  he  came.  He  argued 
that  biblical  criticism  is  necessary  in  order  to  under- 
stand the  meaning  of  passages  of  the  Bible  in  their  his- 
torical context.  The  meaning  of  history  is  revealed  on 
Calvary's  hill.  "The  whole  of  human  history  was 
gathered  into  a  microcosm  there."  He  added,  There 
was  a  real  resurrection.  If  ever  we  leave  that  out,  we 
will  have  lost  the  center  of  our  faith. 

Rust  is  a  frequent  lecturer  in  American  colleges  and 
universities  and  is  the  author  of  numerous  books,  such 
as  Christian  Understanding  of  History,  Salvation  His- 
tory, Positive  Religion  in  a  Revolutionary  Time,  and 
The  Word  and  Words:  Toward  a  Theology  of 
Preaching.

There  is  a  myth  abroad  in  the  land  that  "No"  is 
always  negative.  The  truth  is  that  sometimes  "No"  is 
the  most  positive  thing  that  one  can  possibly  say. 

Consider  a  mother  advising  her  young  child  not  to 
touch  a  hot  stove  or  a  teen-ager  responding  to  a  temp- 
tation to  indulge  in  mind-bending  drugs. 

Anyone  in  an  institution  like  a  seminary  soon  learns 
that  much  of  life  is  a  rhythm  of  "Yes"  and  "No."  Both 
are  necessary;  so  is  the  balance  between  them.  Fre- 
quently, neither  is  easy  to  say,  especially  when  consid- 
erable pressure  mounts  to  say  one  rather  than  the 
other. 

An  illustration  is  fresh  on  my  mind  (and  heart!). 
Some  weeks  ago  a  well-known  movie  making  com- 
pany announced  plans  to  shoot  several  scenes  of  an 
upcoming  film  in  and  around  Wake  Forest.  The  small 
town  has  everything  needed  in  the  picture  depicting 
life  in  the  late  '40's  and  early  '50's. 

Interest  immediately  ran  high  in  the  community. 
One  fringe  benefit  of  the  scenes  being  shot  in  Wake 
Forest  might  be  a  complete  renovation  of  the  high 
school  stadium  by  the  film  company.  Everything 
looked  so  right  about  the  movie  makers  coming  to 
town! 


Several  people  approached  some  of  us  connected 
with  the  seminary  about  some  scenes  being  shot  on 
campus.  Again,  it  looked  so  simple,  so  uncomplex. 
"Yes"  would  have  been  so  easy  to  say. 

Investigation  revealed  that  due  to  several  features  of 
the  movie — language,  nudity,  alcohol — it  would 
almost  certainly  carry  a  "R"  rating.  This  means  that 
only  adults  (no  one  under  17  without  parent  or  guard- 
ian) could  see  the  film. 

Naturally,  we  said,  "No."  It  was  not  popular.  It  was 
not  easy.  But,  somehow,  it  does  seem  positive. 

So,  you  see,  sometimes  the  negative  is  the  most  pos- 
itive response  a  person  can  make.

JOHNSON  CLASSROOM  BUILDING 

In  its  ongoing  program  of  "recycling"  buildings 
on  its  149-year-old  campus,  Southeastern  Seminary  has 
begun  work  on  a  $700,000  job  of  renovating  its  largest 
classroom  building. 

Built  in  1933  as  the  William  Amos  Johnson  Building, 
the  18,000  square-foot  building  was  the  home  of  the 
Wake  Forest  Medical  School,  now  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine  located  in  Winston-Salem,  N.C. 
Since  the  moving  of  Wake  Forest  College  to  Winston- 
Salem  in  1956,  the  seminary  has  used  the  facility  for 
classrooms,  drama  theater  and  photo  studio.  Other 
than  minor  decorating  and  remodeling,  no  major 
change  has  been  made  to  the  building. 

The  project  of  renovation  began  during  the  Thanks- 
giving holidays,  with  the  completion  date  expected  by 
September  1984.  According  to  President  W.  Randall 
Lolley,  money  for  the  project  has  come  from  the  capi- 
tal funds  program  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
and  friends  of  the  seminary.  Alumni  have  shared  in 
this,  contributing  $16,232.88. 

Modernization  of  the  building  will  include  the  addi- 
tion of  two  stairwells,  access  for  handicapped  persons, 
an  elevator,  and  new  heating  and  air  conditioning  sys- 
tems. All  classrooms  will  be  redecorated  and 
equipped,  with  new  lighting  and  carpeting.  Relocation 
of  some  internal  walls  will  provide  space  for  modern 
restrooms,  a  new  photo  studio  and  areas  for  seminars. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  seminary  has  autho- 
rized the  renaming  of  the  building  as  the  Theodore  F. 
Adams  Hall,  in  memory  of  the  former  Baptist  World 
Alliance  president  and  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Richmond,  Va.  For  ten  years,  following  his 
retirement  from  the  Virginia  church,  Adams  taught  as 
visiting  professor  of  Preaching  at  Southeastern. 

A  plaque  will  be  placed  in  the  lobby  of  the  reno- 
vated building  to  indicate  the  history  of  the  building.

CELEBRATION 

In  1834  North  Carolina  Baptists  established  the 
school  in  Wake  Forest  which  would  become  Wake 
Forest  College  and  later  Wake  Forest  University.  The 
central  purpose  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Wait  and  the  other 
founders  was  to  establish  a  school  essentially  for  the 
training  of  ministers.  From  its  beginning,  the  motif  of 
ministerial  education  mingled  with  liberal  arts,  law, 
medicine,  and  later  business.  The  result  has  been  a 
gallant  effort  to  forge  an  educational  process  whereby 
from  the  top  of  the  mind  to  the  bottom  of  the  heart  a 
student  might  serve  God. 

There  was  not  much  in  northern  Wake  County  in 
1834  —  just  a  white  oak  grove  and  some  men  and 
women  of  spirit,  stature,  and  stamina.  Wait  and  his 
colleagues  envisioned  a  college  at  this  place  and  made 
all  kinds  of  sacrifices  to  give  it  birth. 

In  1950  Southern  Baptists  purchased  the  college 
campus,  and  Southeastern  Seminary  jointly  occupied 
the  space  with  the  college  from  1951-56.  The  college 
moved  to  a  new  campus  in  Winston-Salem  in  1956. 

This  year  is  Wake  Forest's  150th  birthday.  On  April 
15  there  will  be  a  special  trek  to  the  "old  campus"  by 
scores  of  present-day  Wake  Foresters.  Special  events 
are  planned  for  Groves  Stadium  and  Binkley  Chapel. 

The  dream  lives  on.

THE  CALVIN  JONES  HOUSE 

The  Calvin  Jones  House,  pictured  on  the  cover,  was 
the  first  home  of  Wake  Forest  University  and  is  today 
beautifully  restored  and  lovingly  kept  as  a  house  of 
memories  of  "dear  old  Wake  Forest." 

Built  sometime  before  1820,  this  simple  provincial 
frame  house  was  the  residence  of  Calvin  Jones  before 
he  sold  it,  with  other  buildings  and  his  plantation,  to 
the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  for  a 
school  which  became  Wake  Forest  Institute  (1834), 
then  Wake  Forest  College  (1838)  and  now  Wake  Forest 
University  (1967). 

For  a  short  time  Samuel  Wait,  the  college's  first  pres- 
ident, and  his  family  lived  in  it  and  used  the  down- 
stairs rooms  for  classes.  Thus  it  became  the  first  home 
of  Wake  Forest  University.  In  1835  it  was  moved  from 
the  center  of  the  campus  to  make  place  for  the  con- 
struction of  "the  College  Building."  Later  it  was  moved 
across  Back  (now  Wingate)  Street  and  became  a  room- 
ing and  boarding  house  for  students  until  the  college 
moved  to  Winston-Salem  in  1956. 

When  Southeastern  Seminary  came  in  possession  of 
the  Wake  Forest  campus,  a  committee  of  the  Wake 
Forest  Garden  Club  was  formed,  with  Annie  Harris  as 
its  chairperson,  to  save  the  Calvin  Jones  House  and  to 
move  it  to  the  Old  Athletic  Field  on  North  Main 
Street.  The  committee  became  the  Calvin  Jones  House 
Society  (now  the  Wake  Forest  Birthplace  Society),  and 
in  1963  Christopher  Crittenden  became  its  president 
and  directed  the  basic  restoration  of  the  building  until 
his  death  in  1969.  For  a  time  the  building  was  used  as  a 
cultural  center,  but  in  1976,  interest  in  its  restoration 
was  rekindled  and  work  was  resumed.  In  1978 
Kathleen  Mackie  (now  Lake)  became  president  of  the 
Society  and,  with  the  help  of  Pauline  Binkley,  Ruth 
Snyder,  Carolyn  Holding  and  many  others,  began 
searching  for  period  furniture  and  Wake  Forest 
memorabilia. 

The  house  is  kept  by  a  group  of  devoted  Wake  Fore- 
sters, and  its  expenses  are  paid  by  private  subscrip- 
tions. Hundreds  come  each  year  to  walk  through  its 
rooms  and  to  view  its  furnishings.  It's  like  a  tour 
through  history  for  those  who  call  Wake  Forest  "alma 
mater."

Wake  Forest  University  and  Southeastern  Seminary 
have  more  in  common  than  an  old  campus.  They  have 
roots  in  a  common  heritage.  Thus  the  seminary  joins  in 
the  sesquicentennial  celebration  of  Wake  Forest  Uni- 
versity with  praise  to  God,  gratitude  to  our  Baptist 
forebears  and  appreciation  of  our  contemporary 
friends  and  supporters. 

To  understand  a  bit  of  our  common  heritage,  let's 
take  a  backward  look  at  the  birthing  of  Wake  Forest 
University.  As  with  human  life,  no  institution  suddenly 
appears  out  of  nothing;  rather  a  college  develops  from 
an  seed-idea  implanted  in  a  congenial  environment. 

And  the  seed-idea  for  a  Baptist  school  of  higher 
learning  came  from  the  missionary  work  of  Luther 
Rice.  When  Rice  spoke  of  missions,  he  also  urged  the 
education  of  missionaries  and  ministers.  He  envisioned 
a  Baptist  college  in  the  nation's  capital  and  established 
Columbian  College  (1819),  now  George  Washington 
University.  But  in  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia,  many  said:  Washington  is  too 
far  away  to  send  our  sons;  why  can't  we  have  a  school 
in  our  own  state?  Hence  in  time  —  Furman  University 
(1827),  the  University  of  Richmond  (1830),  Mercer  Uni- 
versity (1833)  and  Wake  Forest  University  (1834). 

There  was  much  opposition  to  schools  of  higher 
learning  in  North  Carolina  in  the  early  1800's.  (Even 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  which  had  opened  in 
1795  had  only  89  students  in  1835.)  Three  factors 
entered  in  this  so-called  "anti-intellectual"  sentiment. 
First,  the  suppressive  Acts  against  the  non-conformists 
had  excluded  all  but  Anglicans  (Episcopalians)  from 
the  colleges  and  universities  of  Great  Britain  since 
1662.  A  second  factor  was  the  anti-religious  philoso- 
phies, such  as  deism,  which  were  popular  in  the  col- 
leges of  Europe  and  America  at  that  time.  Third  was 
the  strange  twist  of  Calvinism  which  held  that  God 
would  save  whom  He  pleases  and  would  teach  those 
whom  He  calls  without  any  help  of  missionaries,  Sun- 
day School  teachers  or  educators.  The  Great  Awaken- 
ing had  softened  or  by-passed  much  of  this  hard-shell 
theology,  but  Primitive  Baptists  were  still  a  power  in 
North  Carolina  in  the  1800's. 

As  early  as  1791,  Martin  Ross  had  written  a  circular 
letter  of  the  Kehukee  Association  in  which  he  made  a 
plea  for  the  maintenance  of  an  educated  ministry,  but 
"the  meetings  of  correspondence"  which  he  had 
formed  were  checked  by  the  vetoes  of  the  associa- 
tions. In  1829  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Benevolent 
Society  was  formed  and  openly  solicited  funds  for  the 
education  of  young  ministers. 

Thomas  Meredith  assumed  leadership  in  this  group 
and  was  joined  by  Samuel  Wait  who  had  come  into 
the  state  as  a  tutor  and  agent  of  the  faltering  Colum- 


bian College.  Being  detained  in  Edenton  by  a  buggy 
accident,  he  preached  in  Meredith's  pulpit  and  later 
became  pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  in  New  Bern.  Fol- 
lowing a  sermon  by  Wait  in  the  second  meeting  of  the 
Society  on  Mar.  26, 1830  in  Greenville,  the  Society 
voted  to  transform  itself  into  a  state  convention. 

Thomas  Meredith  presented  a  constitution  for  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  It  stated 
three  objectives:  (1)  "the  education  of  young  men 
called  of  God  to  the  ministry";  (2)  "the  employment  of 
missionaries  within  the  limits  of  the  State";  and  (3) 
"cooperation  with  the  Baptist  General  Convention  of 
the  United  States  in  the  promotion  of  missions  in 
general." 

In  his  report  to  the  Convention,  Aug.  4, 1832,  at 
Rives'  Chapel  in  Chatham  County,  William  Hooper,  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  stated:  "We 
think  it  expedient  and  highly  important  to  afford  our 
young  ministers  facilities  for  obtaining  such  an  educa- 
tion as  will  qualify  them  to  be  able  ministers  of  the 
New  Testament."  He  recommended  the  purchase  of  a 
farm  "with  commodious  buildings,"  the  employment 
of  a  teacher  of  proper  qualification  and  the  employ- 
ment of  a  superintendent  of  the  farm. 

The  report  was  accepted  by  the  convention  which 
proceeded  to  purchase  the  Calvin  Jones  Plantation  of 
615  acres  in  Wake  County  for  $2,000. 

On  Nov.  5, 1833,  the  convention  elected  trustees  for 
the  institute  and  appointed  a  committee  to  secure  a 
charter  from  the  Legislature  of  North  Carolina.  On 
Dec.  4  (1833),  William  H.  Battle  of  Franklin  County 
"presented  a  bill  to  establish  a  Literary  and  Manual 
Institution  to  the  County  of  Wake."  There  was  strong 
opposition  to  the  granting  of  the  charter,  and  the  bill 
was  referred  back  to  the  committee  where  many 
amendments  were  added,  such  as  defining  the  pur- 
pose of  the  institute  as  "the  educating  of  youth,  and 
for  no  other  purpose  whatever,"  restricting  its  total 
assets  to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  subjecting  it  to  taxation 
and  limiting  its  charter  to  "twenty  years  and  no 
longer."  Even  so,  when  the  bill  was  returned  to  the 
chamber  on  Dec.  21,  the  vote  resulted  in  a  tie,  which 
the  speaker  of  the  house,  William  D.  Moseley,  broke 
by  casting  an  affirmative  vote. 

The  way  was  now  clear  for  the  opening  of  the 
school.  Samuel  Wait  had  been  chosen  as  its  principal. 
The  opening  date  was  set  for  Feb.  3, 1834. 

The  day  broke  fair,  and  sixteen  young  men 
appeared  for  registration  that  first  day.  Within  a  few 
weeks,  their  number  had  reached  forty,  and  by  the 
end  of  the  term  it  had  reached  seventy-two.

Speaking  on  "Jesus'  Call  of  His  Disciples:  A  Marcan 
View,"  Jan.  10,  Donald  E.  Cook,  professor  of  New  Tes- 
tament, examined  the  narrative  of  the  earliest  gospel 
in  order  to  interpret  and  apply  the  evangelist's  teach- 
ing concerning  Jesus'  call  to  his  disciples. 

The  examination  revealed  that  (1)  the  call  of  Jesus  is 
always  at  his  initiative  and  is  an  act  of  grace;  (2)  the  call 
of  Jesus  is  a  call  to  followship  and  fellowship;  (3)  the 
call  of  Jesus  demands  obedient  response,  even  the  self 
denial  of  a  cross. 

Cook  concluded:  "There  are  many  voices,  many 
shouts,  but  only  one  call,  the  call  of  the  Risen  Lord: 
'Come,  follow  me.'"

In  his  address,  "From  the  Garden  to  the  City,"  on 
Jan.  24,  R.  Quinn  Pugh,  executive  secretary  of  the  Bap- 
tist Convention  in  the  state  of  New  York,  reminded  his 
audience  that  the  God  who  made  the  garden  is  with 
his  people  in  the  city  (Gen.  2:8;  4:17).  In  ancient  times 
God  sent  prophets  to  the  city,  and  Jeremiah  advised 
the  Jewish  exiles  in  Babylon  to  seek  its  peace  and  to 
pray  for  its  welfare  (Jer.  29:7).  Jesus  was  concerned  for 
the  city  (Matt.  23:37)  and  is  still  calling  men  and 
women  to  witness  to  those  who  live  there.  People  who 
live  in  a  high  technological  society  also  need  the  love 
of  God  and  a  community  of  caring.  Surely  our  Lord 
"treads  the  streets  again"  and  calls  us  to  join  Him. 

"The  minister  is  human,  having  a  lot  of  needs,  prob- 
lems and  hurts  just  like  everyone  else,"  stated  Louis 
McBurney,  noted  Christian  psychiatrist  of  Marble, 
Colo.,  in  his  Adams  Lectures,  Feb.  14-17. 

McBurney,  author  of  Every  Pastor  Needs  a  Pastor, 
noted  that  if  ministers  are  to  give  acceptance,  forgive- 
ness and  grace  they  must  also  receive  it  from  others. 
He  noted  that,  as  for  all  human  beings,  the  minister 
with  unmet  needs  will  have  difficulty  relating  to  peo- 
ple adequately  and  effectively.  If  these  needs  are  neg- 
lected over  an  extended  period  the  minister's  private 
and  professional  life  will  begin  to  break  down.  Even  a 
minister  needs  to  be  ministered  to.

Ed  and  Mary  Price,  pioneer  Baptist  layleaders  in 
Pennsylvania,  received  Southeastern  Seminary's  Cit- 
ation for  Excellence  in  Christian  Ministry  on  Founders' 
Day,  March  13. 

In  making  the  presentation,  President  Lolley  said, 
"The  award  could  not  go  to  two  persons  who  better 
exemplify  the  spirit  of  Baptist  work.  It  is  our  way  of  not 
only  recognizing  them  for  their  contributions  but  of 
introducing  our  students  to  the  finest  examples  of 
Christian  laypersons  in  our  convention." 

The  Prices  have  been  active  in  Baptist  churches 
wherever  they  have  lived.  When  they  moved  from  the 
South  to  Pittsburgh  in  1961,  they  joined  the  three-year 
old  Southern  Baptist  church  which  they  found  there 
and  "went  to  work."  In  1970  Ed  was  elected  president 
of  the  newly  organized  Baptist  Convention  of 
Pennsylvania-South  Jersy;  Mary  was  chosen  president 
of  the  convention's  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Now 
retired  as  a  senior  vice  president  of  Westinghouse 
Corporation,  Ed  was  elected  second  vice  president  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  last  year. 


"Southeastern  Seminary:  A  Living  Tradition"  was  the 
title  of  E.  Luther  Copeland's  Founders'  Day  Address, 
given  in  Binkley  Chapel  on  March  13. 

Finding  in  Matthew  12:52,  a  model  for  theological 
education,  Copeland  spoke  of  "the  dynamic  combin- 
ing of  the  old  revelation  and  the  new  insights"  as  a  liv- 
ing tradition  which  he  saw  exemplified  in  the  best  of 
Southeastern's  short  history. 

He  identified  five  elements  in  this  tradition:  (1)  a 
combination  of  the  classical  "body  of  divinity"  with  a 
contemporary  relevancy  and  practical  application;  (2) 
an  insistence  upon  high  academic  standards,  with  a 
sense  of  responsibility  to  those  whom  the  churches 
send  to  us;  (3)  the  premium  placed  upon  diversity, 
with  a  respect  for  honest  differences;  (4)  a  strong 
sense  of  equality,  where  students  are  considered 
partners  in  the  learning  process;  and  (5)  a  nurturing 
fellowship  where  people  truly  care  for  each  other. 

He  concluded  with  a  plea  that  as  we  bring  forth 
from  our  treasure  things  both  new  and  old,  "let  us  be 
sure  that  what  we  bring  is  "inseparably  joined  to  what 
is  good  and  true.  For  what  is  good  and  true  is  eternal." 

Copeland  served  as  missionary  in  post-war  Japan 
before  joining  Southeastern  faculty  as  professor  of 
missions  and  world  religions  for  twenty  years  (1956-75). 
He  returned  to  Japan  to  serve  as  chancellor  of  Seinan 
Gakuin  University  for  four  years  before  his  retirement .

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Vision 


Proverbs  29:18  "Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people 
perish"  (KJV). 

The  sacred  writer  is  speaking  of  prophecy — the  vision 
of  which  was  increasingly  absent  from  the  land.  The 
point  is  that  vision— a  substantive  perception  of  God's 
futures — nourishes  God's  people.  Without  it  they 
languish,  grow  lean  and  lifeless,  and  eventually  lose 
their  reason  for  being. 

At  the  turn  of  my  first  decade  at  Southeastern 
Seminary  it  seems  a  natural  time  to  speak  of  my  vision  of 
God's  futures  as  He  is  allowing  me  to  perceive  them. 
Here  are  some  emerging  shapes  for  me  as  I  seek  to 
continue  leading  our  school  to  be  a  seminary 
committed  to  the  Southern  Baptist  way  of  being 
conservative. 

I  see  the  time: 

ONE:    When  the  age-old  tasks  of  witnessing  to  the  lost 
and  discipling  the  found  are  enriched  rather 
than  threatened  by  our  beautiful  Southern 
Baptist  diversity. 

When  the  unavoidables  of  who  we  are  flavors 
the  inevitables  of  the  bold  mission  into  which 
our  Lord  Christ  has  called  us. 
TWO:   When  the  current  concerns  of  men  in  ministry, 
women  in  ministry,  ordained  clergy  in  ministry, 
and  unordained  laity  in  ministry  will  be  caught 
up  in  the  far  larger  concern  of  Christians  in 
ministry.  For  that  is  what  LAOS  means— all 
God's  people  in  His  ministry  (Acts  2:16-21). 
When  Baptists  will  pause  long  enough  for 
enemy  identifications  and  learn  that  the  real 
enemies,  as  the  Bible  says,  are  the  world,  the 
flesh,  and  the  Devil,  and  not  fellow  Baptists 
struggling  to  sort  out  what  for  them  is  the  will  of 
God. 

THREE:  When  there  is  not  a  hungry  person  in  this  land, 
or  any  land,  because  God's  people  have 
determined  to  rid  the  Earth  of  famine  forever. 

FOUR:  When  nuclear  weaponry— no  matter  who 

builds  it  or  who  deploys  it;  no  matter  whose  it 
is,  or  where  it  is — will  be  banished  from  the 
Earth. 

When  Christians  and  other  humans  really  do 
perceive  themselves  to  be  the  ultimately 
endangered  species;  and  begin  to  love  this 


planet  like  God  does,  and  work  to  preserve  it 
alive  and  well  for  our  children  and  our 
children's  children.

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Convocation  of  the  Laity 


Entertaining  a  vision  of  the  church 
as  a  priesthood  of  believers 
ministering  to  a  broken  world  was  the 
reason  over  200  laypeople,  ordained 
ministers  and  seminary  students 
gathered  for  the  Convocation  of  the 
Laity  held  April  26-28  at  Southeastern. 

The  convocation,  focusing  on  the 
role  laypeople  should  play  in  the 
mission  and  ministry  of  the  church, 
spanned  three  days  and  was  the  third 
of  six  such  meetings  to  be  held  at  the 
six  Southern  Baptist  seminaries 
nationwide.  Prominent  lay  and 
ordained  ministers  led  the  participants 
in  reflection  and  dialogue  on  the  New 
Testament  vision  of  the  ministry  of  the 
laity.

According  to  Southeastern 
Professor  of  Religious  Education  and 
convocation  coordinator  William 
Clemmons,  the  series  of  six  seminary 
meetings  has  been  initiated  by  former 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
President  Owen  Cooper.  Cooper  is 
concerned  with  exposing  a  new 
generation  of  pastors  to  the  concepts 
of  the  ministry  of  the  laity  as  essential 
to  the  mission  of  the  church. 

Cooper,  a  layman  from  Yazoo  City, 
Miss,  and  the  retired  president  of 
Mississippi  chemical  Corporation,  is 
sharply  yet  disalarmingly  critical  of 
ecclesiastical  attitudes  and  structures 
which  assume  that  laypeople  are  to 


passively  support  the  efforts  of 
professional  ministers. 

"I  feel  the  greatest  heresy  among 
Southern  Baptists  isn't  whether  we 
agree  on  a  few  adjectives  we  use  in 
relationship  to  the  inspiration  of  the 
Bible  . . .  rather,  it  is  the  fact  that  we 
have  divided  [the  people  of  God]  into 
two  groups  .  .  .  We  are  not  teaching 
the  New  Testament  role  of  the  laos. 
We  have  unconsciously  relegated  the 
nonordained  to  a  second  class,  low 
expectation,  non-biblical  role," 
Cooper  said. 

In  a  Bible  study  on  the  church  (the 
laos)  as  the  body  of  Christ,  George 
Peck,  president  of  Andover  Newton 
Theological  School  in  Boston,  asked 
why  it  is  that  a  physician  is  considered 
a  minister  when  sent  overseas  as  a 
mission  doctor  but  is  not  viewed  as 
doing  ministry  when  performing  the 
same  services  in  a  local  setting.  Peck 
told  his  audience  that  commissioning 
the  ministry  of  the  laity  is  not  an 
option  for  the  church.  "The  ministry 
of  the  whole  people  of  God  is 
mandated,  it  is  demanded  by  the 
ospel  itself,"  stated  Peck. 
Bill  Diehl,  former  manage  of  sales 
for  Bethlehem  Steel  Corporation  and 
author  of  Thank  God  It's  Monday, 
called  for  laypeople  and  their  pastors 
to  become  "marketplace  ministers." 
He  pointed  out  how  a  layperson's 
secular  occupation  can  be  viewed  as  a

calling  to  Christian  vocation  "right 
where  you  are"  with  concrete 
opportunities  to  serve  Christ  and 
others  while  working  "in  the  system." 
According  to  Diehl,  Christian 
ministry  for  laypeople  often  begins  at 
work  on  Monday  morning. 

Clemmons  said  he  was  most  excited 
by  the  quantity  and  the  quality  of  the 
dialogue  between  the  ordained  and 
the  non-ordained.  "The  thing  I  was 
most  encouraged  about,"  he  said, 
"was  the  fact  that  here  was  a  group  of 
people  saying,  'Bold  Missions  captures 
our  imagination — empower  us  (the 
laos)  to  do  it. .  .empower  us  by  setting 
us  free  believing  that  we  are  involved 
in  ministry.'"

SPRING  CONFERENCE 

The  seventh  annual  Spring  Conference  on  Christian 
Education  was  conducted  on  March  20-21,  with 
educators  from  several  states  participating,  including 
leaders  from  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  SBC. 
Among  the  latter  were:  R.  Clyde  Hall,  Jr.  (Youth 
Section,  Church  Administration  Department)  and 
Linda  Thompson  (Promotion  Materials  Section). 

CHURCH  DEVELOPMENT 

On  April  3-5,  Southeastern  Seminary  hosted  a  Small 
Church  Development  Conference  under  the 
leadership  of  Charles  Dorman,  SE  director  of 
Student/Field  Ministries;  Dennis  Gabriel,  director  of 
Mission/Ministries  of  the  Raleigh  Baptist  Association; 
Dale  Holloway,  national  consultant  for  Bi-vocational 
Ministry;  Quentin  Lockwood  and  Bob  Wiley,  directors 
of  Rural-Urban  Missions  with  the  Home  Mission 
Board.  Forty  registrants  and  over  sixty  students 
participated  in  lectures  and  discussions  of  such  topics 
as:  Population/lndustrial/Political  Shifts  in  the 
Southeast,  Improving  the  Image  of  the  Small  Church, 
Bi-vocationalism,  Principles  of  Programming  and 
Understanding  and  Coping  with  Change. 

A  regional  clinic  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board's  Church  Media  Library  Department,  held  at 
Southeastern,  March  30-  31,  attracted  over  50  church 
librarians,  some  from  as  far  away  as  Maryland. 

Conferences  were  led  by  James  Rose  and  Glynn  Hill 
and  included  emphases  on  expanding  library  services, 
promotion  for  church  media  libraries,  and  adminis- 
tering Baptist  Telecommunication  Network  in  the  local 
church.  Additional  features  included  a  banquet, 
videotaped  programs,  and  a  tour  of  the  seminary 
library  with  special  attention  to  the  church  curriculum 
center.

KENDRICK-POERSCHKE  LECTURES 

The  mandate  of  the  Christian  Church  is  to  tell  the 
story  of  God's  self-revelation,  which  climaxes  in  Jesus 
Christ,  declared  Thomas  H.  Groome,  associate 
professor  of  Theology  and  Religious  Education  at 
Boston  College,  in  his  inaugural  address  of  the 
Kendrick-Poerschke  Lectures  on  March  20. 

Christians  are  called  to  share  that  story  out  of  their 
knowledge  of  God  in  a  relationship  that  engages  their 
whole  person  -  head,  heart  and  life.  Groome  stated 
that  in  the  biblical  story  we  can  come  to  know  God 
and  to  see  that  vision  of  His  reign.  This  "graced 
event"  is  a  gift  from  God  which  the  Christian  teacher 
can  only  facilitate  and  not  impose  on  students  as  if 
they  were  passive  receptacles. 

In  his  second  lecture,  "The  Praxis  of  Christian 
Education,  "Groome  explained  that  praxis  means 
learning  by  reflection  and  practice.  It  is  a  way  of 
inviting  people  to  reflect  upon  their  own  life 
experience  in  light  of  the  divine  revelation.  First,  we 
are  asked  to  imagine  and  express  ourselves  as  if  we 
were  participating  in  the  biblical  account,  like  the 
parable  of  the  Good  Samaritan.  Second,  we  are  to 
reflect  together  on  our  expressions.  Then,  the 
community's  view  of  the  story  is  presented  and  its 
accompanying  vision  for  living  out  the  story.  Finally 
we  are  asked  to  see  for  ourselves  what  our  faith 
means  to  us  and  to  make  a  faith  response. 

FACULTY  LECTURE 

In  his  faculty  address  on  April  12,  John  E.  Steely, 
Southeastern's  professor  of  Historical  Theology,  stated 
that  the  idea  of  constitutional  religion  (religious 
beliefs  and  practices  legitimized  by  the  Constitution) 
is  a  concept  alien  to  the  Constitution  itself  and 
incompatible  with  traditional  principles  of  Baptist 
faith.  Baptists  hold  that  government  has  no  claim  to 
authority  in  the  court  of  the  Lord,  and  the 
Constitution  declares  itself  a  religiously  neutral 
document. 

Steely  insisted  that  a  religiously  neutral  government, 
which  is  intended  by  the  Constitution,  is  vital  to  the 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  entire  population.  "Legislated 
religion  is  alien  to  a  vital  relationship  with  God. 
Indeed  we  believe  it  is  hostile  to  such  a  relationship, 
sure  to  weaken  rather  than  strengthen  the  divine 
influence  in  human  affairs — If  responsible 
discipleship  is  a  valid  concept,  then  we  must  be 
willing  and  eager  to  preserve  a  context  where  that 
responsible  choice  can  be  made  without  coercion."

GIFTS  NEAR  MILLION  DOLLARS 

Annual  gifts  to  Southeastern  Seminary  are 
approaching  the  million  dollar  mark,  according  to  the 
report  made  recently  to  the  seminary's  Board  of 
Trustees  and  now  being  made  public  by  W.  Robert 
Spinks,  assistant  to  the  president  for  Financial 
Development. 

Gifts  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1983,  totaled 
$877,055,  up  from  $708,254  in  1982  and  represents

The  report  also  showed  that  for  the  five-year 
period,  1979-  1983,  total  gifts  amounted  to  $3,482,744.

A  Point  of  Personal  Privilege:  For  the  first  time  in  its  33 
year  history,  Southeastern  Seminary  did  not  report 
verbally  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  at  its 
annual  meeting  in  Kansas  City.  All  the  president's  time 
for  the  report  was  taken  to  respond  to  questions  asked 
by  a  messenger.  The  questions  were  generated  by  a 
vitriolic  report  in  a  non-Southern  Baptist  paper, 
published  without  the  benefit  of  a  Board  of  Directors 
elected  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
Southern  Baptists  should  ask  at  least  the  following 
questions  regarding  the  paper  which  caused  one  of  its 
agencies  to  miss  its  report  time  at  the  annual 
convention: 

1.  Who  wrote  the  article? 

2.  Where  did  the  writer  get  the  information? 

3.  Why  did  the  writer  not  contact  any  official  at 
Southeastern  Seminary  about  the  charges 
before  writing  the  article? 

4.  Who  are  the  Directors  of  the  paper? 

5.  What  is  the  legal  entity  of  the  paper? 

6.  How  many  paid  subscribers  does  the  paper 
have? 

7.  Who  provides  the  funds  for  the  papers  sent 
free  to  many  people?

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Remarks  by  W.  Lee  Beaver,  Chairman  of  Trustees, 
Prepared  for  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
Kansas  City,  Missouri  -  June  14, 1984 


As  a  lay  person 
standing  before  you 
today,  I  want  to 
express  sincere  thanks 
to  you,  my  fellow 
Southern  Baptists,  for 
having  given  me  the 
opportunity  during  the 
past  five  years  to  serve 
as  a  trustee  of  one  of 
our  seminaries.  Earlier 
this  week,  you  elected 
me  to  serve  a  second 
term  at  Southeastern, 
for  which  I  a/so  express 
my  appreciation.  Do 
you  know  what  an 
extremely  rare 
privilege  it  really  is?  I'd 
like  to  try  and  give  you 
some  of  the 
mathematics  involved. 
First,  as  you  know,  we  have  six  seminaries  with  a 
total  of  approximately  235  trustees  from  all  over  our 
convention  territory.  If  we  assume  the  average  term  is 
10  years,  then  approximately  25  to  30  new  trustees  are 
elected  each  year,  of  which  10  to  12  are  lay  persons. 
(This  is  from  a  community  of  more  than  13  million  lay 
persons).  Therefore,  less  than  1,000  lay  persons  in  a 
lifetime  of  70  years  ever  have  this  opportunity  to  serve 
on  a  seminary  board  of  trustees.  So  you  can  see  what  a 
very  unusual  privilege  and  distinct  honor  it  is  for  me  to 
be  here  addressing  you  today.  I  am  truly  grateful  and 
completely  sincere  when  I  say,  "Thank  you,  Southern 
Baptists." 

Perhaps,  we  could  most  profitably  spend  the 
remainder  of  this  time  today  by  telling  you  of  some  of 
the  experiences  and  reactions  a  lay  trustee  might  have 
when  elected  to  a  seminary  board.  When  first  elected 
5  years  ago,  I  wondered  what  a  lay  person  could 
possibly  contribute  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  a  theological  seminary.  However,  to  help 
in  this  regard,  the  committee  on  boards  provides  a 
new  trustee  with  a  list  of  responsibilities  and 
expectations.  For  example: 

"Select  the  president  of  the  seminary." 

Well,  I  thought,  that's  easy.  We  already  have  a 

president. 

"Delegate  responsibility  for  the  effective  operation 
of  the  seminary  to  the  president." 

I  was  certainly  willing  to  do  that  because  I  was 
hearing  terms  like  D-Min,  M-Div,  and  FTE  which  I 
really  didn't  understand.  Five  years  later,  I  must 


confess,  I  still  don't  understand  a  lot  of  things  such 
as  what  a  course  in  systematic  theology  is  all 
about.  However,  as  I  looked  around  the  meeting 
room  at  the  capable,  ordained  trustees  who 
understood  those  things  and  knew  how  to  deal 
with  them,  I  felt  better. 

But  skipping  along  on  the  list  of  responsibilities,  I 

began  to  find  some  areas  which  helped  to  develop  my 

confidence.  For  Example: 

"Approve  plans  for  improvement  and 

development." 

I  was  first  asked  to  serve  on  the  Building  and 
Grounds  Committee  of  our  Board  of  Trustees 
where  my  experience  in  construction  and  finance 
was  a  great  deal  of  help  to  me. 
"Evaluate  operations  and  achievements." 
Certainly,  a  business  man  has  had  experience  in 
this  area.  Evaluation  of  performance  is  a  matter  he 
deals  with  almost  daily. 
"Provide  and  maintain  financial  support." 
The  largest  and  most  reliable  item  of  support  is 
from  the  co-operative  program.  Though  I  have 
always  been  a  booster  of  the  co-operative 
program,  I  now  understand  even  better  some  of 
the  reasons  why  my  church,  and  yours,  needs  to 
seek  ways  of  increasing  gifts  to  the  co-operative 
program. 

"To  serve  as  the  legal  custodian  of  property  and  other 
assets  of  the  seminary,"  and 

"To  audit  the  seminary  books  and  report  on  same  to 
appropriate  Southern  Baptist  Convention  officials." 
These  last  two  expectations  supplied  me  with  an 
area  of  responsibility  where  I  felt  a  real 
contribution  could  be  made.  Matters  such  as 
contracts,  insurance,  investments  and  investment 
performance,  budgets,  financial  statements  and 
audits  had  been  my  responsibilities  in  business  for 
many  years.  Yes,  I  now  was  graciously  accepted 
and  had  found  a  home — a  place  of  service — where 
very  few  persons,  proportionately,  are  ever  called 
upon  to  serve. 
In  closing,  just  let  me  tell  you  my  "deep  down" 
feelings  about  the  service  to  which  you  have  elected 
me.  It  is  a  thrilling  thing  to  be  a  part  of  carrying  on  the 
programs  of  education  and  training  of  Southern 
Baptists.  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  has 
granted  more  than  5,000  degrees  to  men  and  women 
now  located  throughout  the  nation  and  in  many  parts 
of  the  world;  persons  who  are  now  leading,  guiding 
and  working  with  our  fellow  Baptists  to  better  serve 
our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ.  What  a  rare  privilege  is  mine! 
Thank  you  again,  Southern  Baptists!

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CONVENTION 
SETS  BUDGET 

The  Convention  adopted  a  three- 
phase  Cooperative  Program  budget 
of  $130,000,000  for  1984-85.  In  the 
Operating  phase,  Southeastern  is 
scheduled  to  get  $3,832,442,  or 
approximately  70%  of  our  operating 
budget  for  the  coming  year.  In  the 
capital  needs  budget,  Southeastern 
has  been  allocated  $750,000  for  the 
renovation  of  Adams  Hall  and 
$75,000  for  the  Seminary  External 
Education  Division  portion  of  the 
SBC  building  under  construction. 
Also,  $166,696  will  come  to 
Southeastern  should  the  Challenge 
phase  of  the  budget  be  met.

YEAR  OPENS 

IN  FLURRY  OF  ACTIVITIES 

The  34th  academic  year  at  Southeastern  Seminary 
opened  on  Aug.  28  and  a  scorecard  was  needed  to  keep 
up  with  all  the  activities.  From  a  possible  record  number 
of  entering  students  to  the  celebration  of  President  and 
Mrs.  Lolley's  10th  anniversary,  it  was  a  busy  day. 

Convocation  events  included  the  signing  of  the 
Articles  of  Faith  by  Thomas  R.  McKibbens,  associate 
professor  of  preaching,  and  the  presentation  of  a  check 
for  $186,289  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Ellie  Alverson  of 
Winston-Salem,  N.C.  The  gift  brought  to  $275,000  her 
contributions  to  the  student  aid  fund. 

Also,  Thomas  H.  Graves,  associate  professor  of 
philosophy  of  religion,  was  honored  as  the  recipient  of 
the  Development  Council  Citation  for  Faculty  Excellence 
(see  story  on  page  10). 

Highlighting  the  Convocation  was  the  celebration  of 
the  10th  anniversary  of  Randall  and  Lou  Lolley  as 
President  and  First  Lady  of  Southeastern  Seminary.  W. 
Lee  Beaver,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
presented  citations  to  each  of  the  Lolleys  for  their 
contributions  to  the  Seminary.  President  and  Mrs.  Lolley 
were  also  honored  at  a  reception  and  lunch  following 
Convocation. 

In  his  Convocation  address,  Lolley  sounded  a 
challenge  to  Southern  Baptists  to  re-examine  their 
recently  adopted  resolution  "On  Ordination  and  the 
Role  of  Women  in  Ministry."  Reviewing  the  resolution, 
he  said  that  the  real  issue  before  Southern  Baptist 
churches". ..is  not  vocation. ..is  not  ordination.  It  is 
WOMANHOOD." 

Speaking  to  women,  he  said,  "You  have  credibility. 
You  do  not  have  to  have  clout.  And  no  man's  hands 
either  placed  on  your  head  or  withheld  from  your  head, 
can  make  one  iota  difference  in  your  personhood  or 
in  your  vocation.  God  in  Christ  has  given  you  your 
credentials  and  your  calling."  (See  the  special  insert  in

Forrester,  a  native  of  Johnston,  S.C.,  has  served  as  a 
psychiatric  nurse,  a  minister  of  youth,  and  a  pastoral 
counselor.  She  came  to  Southeastern  from  five  years  as 
a  clinic  coordinator  and  nurse  at  the  Wake  County 
(N.C.)  Alcoholism  Treatment  Center  in  Raleigh.  She  is 
also  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  South  Carolina  and 
Southern  Seminary  (M.Div.),  and  earned  units  in 
clinical  pastoral  education  from  both  the  South 
Carolina  and  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals. 

Lolley  praised  Forrester's  qualifications  and 
expressed  "gratitude  to  Southeastern's  trustees,  faculty 
and  students  for  their  encouragement  to  strengthen 
this  ministry.

SOUTHEASTERN  WEATHERS 
CP  SHORTFALL 

"We're  in  the  black  for  the  33rd  straight  year," 
President  Lolley  said  in  spite  of  a  $237,000  shortfall  in 
Cooperative  Program  receipts  for  1983-84. 
"Fortunately  we  had  developed  a  conservative  budget 
and  our  people  made  some  wise  adjustments  in  their 
spending,"  he  remarked. 

The  situation  arose  when  gifts  to  the  Cooperative 
Program  nation-wide  did  not  reach  the  Convention's 
budget.  Southeastern  had  expected  to  receive 
$3,557,728  from  the  Convention.  In  addition  to  the 
wise  use  of  funds,  the  Seminary's  fund-raising  efforts 
helped  to  make  up  the  difference.

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Excerpts  From  Peggy's  Diary 


THURSDAY,  JUNE  14 

I  feel  today  as  if  I  have  become  an  orphan.  The  only 
family  that  I  have  ever  known  -  the  family  that  nurtured 
me  into  faith  and  educated  me  -  now  no  longer  has  a 
place  for  me.  A  part  of  me  is  in  shock.  I  still  can't  believe 
that  the  resolution  on  women  in  the  church  actually 
passed. 

And  yet,  where  the  reality  seeps  in  and  touches  me,  so 
does  the  pain.  I  feel  rejected.  For  as  long  as  I  can 
remember,  the  church  has  always  been  the  place  where  I 
could  give  whatever  gifts  I  had.  Now  I  find  that  they're 
not  wanted.  My  gifts  seem  to  be  of  the  wrong  sort.  No, 
that's  not  right.  The  gifts  are  not  wrong,  but  I  am  the 
wrong  person  to  use  them.  My  calling  to  ministry  is 
rejected,  not  because  I'm  incompetent,  or  because  I'm 
morally  unsuitable,  or  because  of  a  lack  of  commitment. 
It  is  rejected  simply  because  I  am  a  woman.  It  makes  no 
sense  to  me. 

But  there  is  a  deeper  hurt  even  beyond  this.  With  this 
resolution  they  would  declare  a  major  part  of  my  spiritual 
life  to  be  invalid,  or  at  least  misled.  But  have  they  been  a 
part  of  the  prayers  I  have  prayed?  Have  they  felt  the 
nudges  and  leanings  and  leadings  that  I  have  felt?  I  didn't 
just  wake  up  one  day  and  decide  to  be  a  pastor.  I've 
struggled  for  half  of  my  life  with  this  notion  of  calling  - 
seeking,  questioning,  searching  for  answers.  And  all  of 
the  struggle  and  searching  has  led  me  to  this  place,  to  this 
awareness  that  to  this  ministry  I  am  called.  Yet  it  seems 
that  isn't  enough.  The  affirmation  and  testimony  of  those 
who  have  seen  this  calling  in  me  isn't  enough.  The  same 
people  who  will  accept  a  three  year-old's  testimony  of  a 
conversion  experience  do  not  accept  my  testimony  of  my 
call  to  ministry.  It  makes  no  sense  at  all. 

O  God,  I  feel  bewildered  and  confused  and  hurt.  I  feel 
alone.  You  have  called  me,  God.  Everything  I  have  felt 
and  thought  and  experienced  has  told  me  that  you  have 
called  me.  You  have  led  me  to  this  place.  Don't  leave  me 
alone.  Don't  you  abandon  me  now. 

FRIDAY,  JUNE  75 

/  have  read  the  text  of  the  SBG  resolution.  Its  rationale 
is  based  upon  the  woman's  role  in  the  Edenic  fall. 

Reading  it,  I  feel  betrayed,  put  down.  I  feel  as  if 
someone  is  trying  to  make  me  a  second-class  citizen,  not 
so  much  because  I  am  a  woman  called  to  ministry,  but 
simply  because  I  am  a  woman.  I  feel  as  if  they  have  tried 
to  take  part  of  the  gospel  away  from  me.  Where  is  the 
dignity,  where  is  the  worth  that  I  find  in  Christ?  Where 
are  his  words  of  forgiveness?  Where  are  his  words  of 
acceptance?  


SATURDAY,  JUNE  16 

The  same  question  seems  to  be  on  everyone's  lips: 
"What  do  we  do  now?".  It's  a  question  I  haven't  been 
able  to  escape  the  past  few  days. 

What  do  I  do  now?  If  I  leave  the  SBC,  where  do  I  go?  If 
I  stay,  what  kind  of  future  do  I  have?  A  family,  even  a 
family  that  does  not  recognize  you,  isn't  such  an  easy 
thing  to  leave.  I  have  long  thought  that  attitudes  will  be 
changed  primarily  as  people  begin  to  come  in  contact 
with  women  in  ministry.  If  many  of  our  women  move  to 
another  denomination,  people  will  have  much  less 
opportunity  to  have  that  contact. 

And  so,  I'll  stay.  I  don't  know  what  that  means  for  my 
future.  All  I  know  is  that  despite  the  convention  action, 
God  has  called  me  to  pastoral  ministry.  I  look  to  the 
future  with  a  certain  "fear  and  trembling,"  feeling 
somewhat  intimidated  by  the  uncertainty  of  it  all.  Still,  I 
know  that  this  is  the  right  way  for  me  to  go,  and  even 
more,  that  God  goes  with  me. 

SUNDAY,  JUNE  17 

I  feel  as  if  I  have  rediscovered  the  meaning  of 
community.  The  shock  of  all  of  this  has  pulled  us  out  of 
our  cocoons  of  individualism.  We  make  no  effort  to 
conceal  the  hurt  in  our  eyes  or  the  confusion  in  our 
voices.  We  have  needed  each  other  in  a  deeper  way  than 
that  to  which  we  normally  would  admit.  We  have  needed, 
men  and  women  alike,  to  talk  together,  to  grieve 
together,  to  try  and  make  some  sense  of  it  all,  to  share 
moments  of  hope  as  well  as  despair. 

And  in  this  community  I  find  a  kind  of  healing.  Not  a 
kind  of  healing  that  ignores  or  numbs  the  pain,  but  one 
that  gives  strength  to  continue  in  the  midst  of  uncertainty 
and  pain. 

MONDAY,  JUNE  18 

After  the  Convention 

We  huddle  together  like  newly-made  orphans. 
Sitting  together  in  the  coldness  of  our  own  isolation, 

we  seek  each  other's  warmth. 
We  look  in  each  other's  eyes 
and  there  see  the  fear, 
and  confusion, 
and  hurt 

that  we  ourselves  have  felt  so  deeply, 
so  recently. 

We  speak  of  practical  politics, 

of  staying  and  of  going. 
Yet  even  as  we  speak, 

we  hear  once  again  that  quiet  and  persistent  voice 

that  calls  out  from  beyond  reason. 
In  our  weakness,  we  are  drawn  to  its  strength. 
In  our  confusion,  we  are  drawn  to  its  confidence. 
In  our  rejectedness,  we  are  drawn  to  its  acceptance. 
In  our  pain,  we  are  drawn  to  its  healing  love. 
And  in  our  drawing  near 

we  rediscover 
faith.

Address  by  President  W.  Randall  Lolley  on  August  28,  1984  at  the  Opening  Convocation  of 
the  34th  academic  year  of  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Wake  Forest,  North 
Carolina. 


I  made  two  special  journeys  this 
summer.  In  June,  I  went  to  the  127th 
session  of  the  SBC  in  Kansas  City.  In 
July,  I  went  to  the  350th  anniversary 
performance  of  the  famed 
PASSIONSSPIEL  in  Oberammergau, 
Bavaria  -  Southeast,  Germany. 

Both  journeys  were  amazing, 
unforgettable,  memorable.  In 
Kansas  City,  Southern  Baptists,  my 
immediate  Christian  family,  split 
almost  right  down  the  middle  on 
practically  every  issue.  In 
Oberammergau,  an  entire  village  - 
men,  women,  and  children,  my 
extended  Christian  family  -  united 
to  make  a  profound  Christian 
proclamation. 

I  have  not  been  able  to  get  over 
the  contrast  in  what  those  two 
Christian  gatherings  have  told  the 
world. 

At  the  SBC,  the  most  widely 
publicized  and  discussed  action  was 
a  resolution  bearing  the  title:  "On 
Ordination  And  The  Role  of 
Women  In  Ministry." 

The  resolution  consists  of  86  lines; 
it  has  542  words.  Four  times,  the 
resolution  mentions  "ordination". 
Four  times  it  mentions  "ministry". 
Fifteen  times  it  mentions  "women". 

Thus,  the  real  agenda  in  the 
resolution  was  neither  ministry  nor 
ordination,  but  WOMEN.  Women 
themselves  -  all  the  women  in  all 
the  churches  of  this  Convention. 

And  in  that  hotly  controverted 
resolution,  the  most  debated 
concept  is  in  the  10th  WHEREAS  - 
the  woman  was  last  in  the  creation 
and  "first  in  the  Edenic  fall." 

Now  that  phrase  makes  plain  the 
real  issue  before  Southern  Baptist 
churches  today.  It  is  not  vocation.  It 
is  nof  ordination.  It  is 
WOMANHOOD! 

The  churches  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  must  hammer 


out  for  themselves  -  one  and  all  -  a 
doctrine  of  Christian  femaleness. 
And  sincere  students  of  Scripture 
will  not  resort  to  prooftexting  from 
a  few  isolated  verses  for  such  a 
profound  doctrine.  They  will  rely  on 
the  total  sweep  of  Biblical  revelation 
-  including  Galations  3:26-28: 
"For  in  Christ  Jesus  you  are 
all  sons  of  God,  through 
faith.  For  as  many  of  you  as 
were  baptized  into  Christ 
have  put  on  Christ.  There  is 
neither  Jew  nor  Greek, 
there  is  neither  slave  nor 
free,  there  is  neither  male 
nor  female,  for  you  are  all 
one  in  Christ  Jesus." 
The  concept  "last  in  creation,  first 
in  the  fall"  (I  Timothy  2:13)  comes 
from  Genesis  where  both  the  man 
and  the  woman  suffer  for  their  sins. 
The  man  is  condemned  to  agonizing 
labor  among  the  thorns  of  the  field. 
The  woman  is  condemned  to 
agonizing  labor  in  child  birth. 

This  is  the  basis  for  the  startling 
text,  I  Timothy  2:15  -  "woman  will 
be  saved  through  bearing 
children..." 

The  Bible  does  indeed  have 
strong  passages  about  women  -  and 
they  have  far  wider  implications 
than  merely  their  ordination. 

For  example,  I  can  cite  many  a 
chapter  and  verse  that  when  taken 
literally  and  out  of  context  calls  into 
question: 

-  Women  teaching  in  Sunday 
School. 

-  Women  going  as  home  or 
foreign  missionaries  and 
returning  to  give  their 
testimonies  to  their  sending 
churches. 

-  Women  serving  on  committees, 
much  less  chairing  them,  in  local 
congregations. 

-  Women  singing  the  Gospel  - 


especially  solo  -  before  the 
whole  church. 

-  Women'speaking  at  any  time, 
on  any  subject,  before  any 
Christian  body. 

Anybody  who  takes  the  time  to 
do  it  can  write  a  stronger  resolution 
(and  prooftext  it)  than  the  one 
passed  in  Kansas  City. 

The  fact  is,  however,  that  I  can 
write  just  as  unbalanced  one  about 
men;  while  using  Scripture  in 
precisely  the  same  way. 

The  Bible  says: 

-  "Sin  came  into  the  world 
through  one  man  (Adam),  and 
death  through  sin,  and  so  death 
spread  to  all  men..." 
(Romans  5:12) 

-  That  first  man  was  also  the  first 
blamer  -  "she  gave  me,  and  I  did 
eat."  (Genesis  3:12) 

-  The  first  liar  was  a  man  (Genesis 
3:10);  so  was  the  first  murderer. 
(Genesis  4:8) 

-  Jesus  was  denied  by  a  man, 
betrayed  by  a  man,  and  doubted 
by  a  man. 

-  He  was  condemned  to  death  by 
men,  and  men  drove  the  nails 
into  his  hands  and  shoved  the 
spear  into  his  side. 

If  we  want  to  add  up  the  Bible's 
testimonies,  and  divide  them  up 
according  to  gender,  then  man  does 
not  come  out  any  better  than 
woman. 

But  we  are  not  likely  either  to 
bring  in  the  Kingdom  or  to  better  it 
on  the  Earth  by  such  endeavor. 

Close  examination  of  the  Biblical 
passages  cited  in  the  Kansas  City 
resolution  reveals  several  interesting 
things.  There  are  12  Biblical  texts 
cited.  The  most  striking  thing  about 
them  is  the  high  degree  of 
selectivity  used  in  deciding  that 
these  verses  are  to  apply  literally  as 
"an  order  of  creation"  to  women 
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today,  while  other  equally  specific 
passages  are  overlooked. 
For  example: 

-  I  Timothy  2:14  is  applied  to  the 
letter  and  literally  -  "Adam  was 
not  deceived;  but  the  woman 
was  decieved,  and  became  a 
transgressor." 

-  Romans  5:12  is  overlooked: 
"Therefore. ..sin  came  into  the 
world  through  one  man,  and 
death  through  sin..." 

-  So  is  Genesis  3:24  -  "He  drove 
out  the  man..." 

-  The  resolution  specifies 

I  Timothy  2:13  -  "For  Adam  was 
formed  first,  then  Eve"  -  and 
I  Corinthians  11:8  -  "For  man  was 
not  made  from  woman,  but 
woman  from  man." 

-  But  it  conveniently  overlooks 
just  as  literal  a  truth  in 

I  Corinthians  11:12  -  "For  as 
woman  was  made  from  man,  so 
man  is  now  born  of  woman,  and 
all  things  are  from  God." 
or  -  I  Corinthians  11:11  - 
"(Nevertheless,  in  the  Lord 
woman  is  not  independent  of 
man  nor  man  of  woman.)" 
The  resolution  focuses  on 
I  Timothy  2:11-12  -  "Let  a  woman 
learn  in  silence  with  all 
submissiveness.  I  permit  no  woman 
to  teach  or  to  have  authority  over 
men..."  But  it  never  recognize'; 
equally  pertinent  passages: 

-  I  Corinthians  11:5  -  refers  to 
women  both  "praying  and 
preaching  (prophesying)"  in  the 
Corinthian  churches. 

And  Acts  2:17  -  where  at  Pentecost, 
Apostle  Peter  quotes  prophet 
Joel:  "In  the  last  days. ..your  sons 
and  your  daughters  shall  preach 
(prophesy)." 
The  resolution  cites  I  Timothy 
2:12  -  "she  (woman)  is  to  keep 
silent,"  accepting  that  as  an  eternal 
order  of  creation,  normative  for  all 
time  and  for  all  places.  But  it  ignores 
other  just  as  literal  injunctions  for 
the  churches'  policy  and  practice: 

-  I  Timothy  2:9  -  "Women  shall 
adorn  themselves  modestly  and 
sensibly  in  seemly  apparel,  not 
with  braided  hair  or  gold  or 
pearls  or  costly  attire..." 

And  I  Corinthians  11:5  -  "Any 
woman  who  prays  or  preaches 
(prophesies)  with  her  head 


unveiled  dishonors  her  head  -  it 
is  the  same  as  if  her  head  were 
shaven.  For  if  a  woman  will  not 
veil  herself,  then  she  should  cut 
off  her  hair...,  let  her  wear  a 
veil." 

Taken  literally,  and  applied  as  a 
"normative  order  of  creation"  these 
verses  mandate  that  women  wear 
hats,  or  some  other  head  coverings; 
that  wedding  rings,  pearl  necklaces, 
cameo  pins,  and  the  like  be 
confiscated  at  the  church  house 
door;  and  that  a  dress  code  for 
worship  be  decided  on  by  every 
congregation.  You  say,  that's 
incredible!  I  say,  you're  right,  but 
literally  these  verses  are  in  the  very 
same  context  as  the  verses 
highlighted  in  the  resolution. 
Obviously,  we  could  go  on  like  this 
long  into  the  afternoon.  Every  sect 
has  established  itself  in  this  same 
way  -  whether  the  "Moonies"  or 
the  "Mormans";  whether  Jim  Jones 
in  Guyana  or  Father  Divine  in  New 
York. 

Th»v  select  a  few  verses,  disregard 
their  context,  bend  their 
interpretation,  and  make  them 
norrmtive  for  faith  and  practice. 

Thnt  is  obviously  the  "heresy"  in 
the  Kansas  City  resolution.  In  some 
verses  the  historic  situation  is 
iffirmpd.  In  others  it  is  ignored.  In 
some  verses  the  admonitions  are 
literally  applied  as  universal  truths. 
In  others  they  are  preceived  to  be 
local  -  based  on  the  time  and  the 
place. 

The  Scriptures  themselves 
indicate  to  us  what  Paul  was  doing 
and  why  he  was  doing  it  in  many  of 
these  passages.  For  example,  in 
Galations  5  and  6,  Paul  is  adamant 
against  requiring  circumcision  of 
non-Jews  who  become  Christians. 
In  fact  in  Galations  5:2-3  he  even 
says  that  if  circumcision  is  required, 
then  "Christ  will  be  of  no  advantage 
to  you  " 

Yet,  in  Acts  16:3  Paul  circumcised 
Timothy  before  taking  him  on  his 
missionary  journeys  with  him. 

Why? 

Well,  the  Scripture  tells  us: 
"because  of  the  Jews  that  were  in 
those  places  for  they  all  knew  that 
his  father  was  a  Greek"  (Acts  16:3). 

Later,  Paul  explains  it  this  way: 
"To  the  Jews,  I  became  as  a  Jew,  in 


order  to  win  Jews..."  (I  Corinthians 
9:20).  He  did  this  in  spite  of  his 
conviction  in  Romans  3:30  -  "God  is 
one;  and  he  will  justify  the 
circumcised  on  the  grounds  of  their 
faith,  and  the  uncircumcised 
because  of  their  faith." 

The  point  is  Paul  knew  that  some 
things  were  not  "eternal  orders" 
but  timely  situations  which  mattered 
for  the  communication  of  the 
Gospel.  He  sought  to  give  the 
Gospel  wings  in  his  time  and  place. 
So,  he  warned  against  certain 
conduct  by  women  and  by  men 
which  would  be  unseemly  in  that 
situation  and  which  could  hinder 
the  communication  of  the  Gospel. 

His  concern  was  always 
credibility,  and  never  gender. 

In  fact,  when  PHOEBE,  "a 
deaconess  of  the  church  at 
Cenchreae,"  was  sent  on  her 
mission  to  Rome,  Paul  admonishes 
those  Christians  to  "receive  her  in 
the  Lord  as  befits  the  saints,  and 
help  her  in  whatever  she  may 
require  from  you,  for  she  has  been  a 
helper  of  many  and  of  myself  as 
well."  (Romans  16:1-2).  Obviously, 
her  gender  was  not  an  issue  in  the 
congregation  at  Rome,  so  Paul 
commends  not  only  her  speaking 
but  also  her  ministering  there  -  just 
as  she  had  with  him  among  many 
others. 

In  both  the  Old  Testament  and 
the  New  Testament  women  play  a 
surprisingly  prominent  role  in  male- 
dominated  religion: 

-  Two  books  in  our  Bible  bear 
women's  names  -  RUTH  and 
ESTHER. 

-  MIRIAM  -  Aaron's  sister,  was  a 
prophetess  who  celebrated 
Israel's  deliverence  from  Egypt. 
(Exodus  15:20) 

-  DEBORAH  -  a  judge  in  Israel,  so 
represented  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  that  mighty  general,  Barak, 
refused  to  go  into  battle  without 
her  blessing.  (Judges  4:4) 

-  HULDAH,  the  prophetess, 
played  a  profound  role  through 
her  preaching  in  the  great 
reforms  under  King  Josiah.  (II 
Kings  22) 

-  PRISCILLA  took  the  powerful 
preacher,  Apollos,  to  her  home 

in  Ephesus  and  "taught  him  the  way 
of  God  more  accurately."  (Acts  18:26) 
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-  LYDIA,  seller  of  purple  goods, 
was  converted  on  the  river  bank 
at  Philippi  and  helped  Paul  plant 
his  first  church  in  Europe.  (Acts 
16:14) 

-  FOUR  UNMARRIED  DAUGHT- 
ERS of  Philip  the  Evangelist  at 
Caesarea,  were  preachers.  (Acts 
21:8-10) 

-  ELIZABETH  was  the  first  one  to 
call  her  son,  the  forerunner, 
John.  (Luke  1:57)  Her  cousin, 
MARY,  was  the  first  one  to 
know  about  the  Savior's  birth. 
(Luke  1:26ff.) 

-  ANNA,  the  prophetess,  at  age 
84,  proclaimed  Jesus  the 
Messiah  in  the  Temple  when  he 
was  only  40  days  old.  (Luke 
2:36-40) 

"Last  in  creation;  first  in  the  fall." 
Is  that  the  best  Baptist  resolution 
writers  can  do?  That  is  a  word  from 
the  law.  The  Bible  has  another 
word.  It  is  a  word  of  grace. 

Women  were  "Last  at  the  Cross 
and  First  at  the  Tomb."  At  the  heart 
of  the  redemption  drama,  women 
were  loosed  from  the  bondage  of 
the  law  (and  of  culture)  and 
liberated  into  the  power  of  the 
Gospel  -  just  like  men. 

Hear  the  Word  of  the  Lord: 
Matthew  27  paints  the  scene  at 
Golgotha  — 

"There  were  also  many  women 
there. ..who  had  followed  Jesus 
from  Galilee,  ministering  to 
Him:  among  whom  were  Mary 
Magdalene,  Mary,  the  mother 
of  James  and  Joseph,  and  the 
mother  of  the  sons  of 
Zebedee."  (vss.  55-56) 
LAST  AT  THE  CROSS! 

Hear  the  Word  of  the  Lord:  Luke 
24  paints  the  scene  in  Joseph's 
Garden  — 

"On  the  first  day  of  the  week 
at  early  dawn,  they  went  to  the 
tomb. ..Behold  two  men  stood 
by  them  in  dazzling  apparel; 
and  as  they  were  frightened  and 
bowed  their  faces  to  the 
ground,  the  men  said  to  them, 
"Why  do  you  seek  the  living 
among  the  dead?..."  And 
returning  from  the  tomb  they 
told  all  this  to  the  eleven  and  to 
all  the  rest.  Now  it  was  Mary 
Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and 
Mary,  the  mother  of  James  and 


the  other  women  with  them 
who  told  this  to  the  apostles; 
but  these  words  seemed  to 
them  an  idle  tale,  and  they  did 
not  believe  them." 
FIRST  AT  THE  TOMB! 

The  women  had  no  clout.  Their 
Gospel  went  unbelieved.  But  they 
had  credibility.  The  Easter  truth  had 
dawned  first  on  them. 

The  Living  Lord  Christ  legitimized 
for  all  time  their  ministries. 

So,  you  are  a  woman. 
Congratulations!  The  issue  is 
whether  you  are  a  Christian  woman. 
If  so,  you  are  already  a  minister  - 
inevitably,  unavoidably.  At 
Bethlehem  and  at  Golgotha,  in 
Joseph's  Garden  and  in  Pentecost's 
upper  room,  the  Lord  Christ  Himself 
has  given  you  your  credentials  for 
ministry. 

You  have  credibility.  You  do  not 
have  to  have  clout.  And  no  man's 
hands  either  placed  on  your  head  or 
withheld  from  your  head,  can  make 
one  iota  difference  in  your 
personhood  or  in  your  vocation. 
God  in  Christ  has  given  you  your 
credentials  and  your  calling. 

One  of  the  most  poignant  letters  I 
have  ever  read  is  Bonny  Stanley's  to 
the  Baptist  and  Reflector  of 
Tennessee: 

Dear  editor: 

In  the  graveyard  of  the  Church  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Cashiers,  N.C., 
four  small  tombstones 
commemorate  the  short  lives  of 
Babpsie,  seven;  Olive,  two;  Helena, 
six;  and  Mary,  five,  who  died  of 
diptheria  during  Oct.  31  through 
Nov.  7, 1888. 

At  the  time  of  their  deaths  their 
father  was  absent  on  an  annual  trip 
to  drive  hogs  and  poultry  to  market 
in  Asheville;  the  fall  trip  usually 
took  three  to  four  weeks, 
commencing  at  the  height  of  the  fall 
colors  and  ending  before  the  first 
snowfall  to  insure  that  the  family 
would  be  snuggly  settled  with 
necessary  supplies  by  the  time 
winter  set  in. 

The  mother  of  the  four  girls 
nursed  each  dying  child  in  turn,  dug 
each  grave,  and  read  the  burial 
services  from  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  —  alone.  There  were  no 


neighbors  nor  relatives  nearby  to 
aid  this  brave  woman. 

When  the  father  returned,  all  of 
his  daughters  were  dead.  They  had 
no  other  children,  but  they  built  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  with 
their  own  labor  and  welcomed 
those  who  later  moved  into  the 
area.  They  now  lie  with  their  little 
girls  in  the  churchyard. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
recently  voted  not  to  allow  women 
clergy  in  churches  because  Eve,  the 
first  woman,  was  responsible  for 
bringing  sin  into  the  world. 

If  the  SBC  gentlemen  ever  meet 
the  mother  of  Babpsie,  Olive, 
Helena,  and  Mary  face  to  face  in  the 
life  to  come,  I  hope  that  the  dark 
glass  that  blinds  them  from  the 
fortitude  and  fidelity  of  women 
throughout  the  ages  is  shattered. 
Perhaps  then  they  will  realize  that 
sin  and  virtue  are  the  province  of 
men  and  woman  alike,  that  the 
people  of  greatest  virtue  are  those 
who  bear  much  and  keep  faith,  and 
that  the  greatest  sinners  are  those 
who  blame  their  own  faults  on 
others.

Comments  about  the  seminar:

Upper  Room  Leads  Us 
Straight  to  Downward  Mobility 

I  have  often  expressed  the  hope  for  a  time  when  the  current  concerns  of  men  in 
ministry,  women  in  ministry,  ordained  clergy  in  ministry,  and  unordained  laity  in  minis- 
try are  all  caught  up  in  the  far  larger  concern  of  Christians  in  ministry. 

For  that,  our  only  rightful  model  is  the  scene  in  the  Upper  Room,  during  the  last  week  in 
Christ's  life. 

Being  part  of  the  Upper  Room  that  Thursday  night  put  you  on  a  downward  course  in 
terms  of  social,  political,  religious  and  probably  economic  mobility.  Christ  did  not  teach 
"looking  out  for  number  one"  or  even  "how  to  get  ahead  through  positive  thinking."  The 
lesson  from  the  Upper  Room  was  exactly  the  opposite.  It  was  servanthood. 

It's  recorded  in  John  13:1-17.  There  is  both  substance  and  symbol  here  for  true  Chris- 
tian ministry. 

The  substance.  Ministry  flows  from  authority,  the  authority  of  the  Lord  Christ's  own 
suffering  love. 

"Jesus,  knowing  that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  his  hands,  and  that  he  had 
come  from  God,  and  was  going  to  God..."  (vs.  3). 

This  is  not  the  kind  of  authority  the  world  understands  and  employs.  It  does  not  bring 
about  upward  mobility,  in  state  or  church. 

The  substance  of  Christian  mission  and  ministry  flows  from  Jesus  Christ's  own  suffer- 
ing love,  from  his  servanthood.  This  is  not  manhood  or  womanhood  or  clergyhood  or 
laityhood — but  servanthood.  That's  our  model,  our  only  model. 

Next,  the  symbol.  Of  all  things,  it  is  a  towel.  A  simple  towel.  The  towel  used  to  do  the 
lowly  task  of  a  servant,  the  washing  of  another's  feet. 

At  Southeastern  Seminary  we  preach  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord.  This  means  we  see  ourselves 
as  servants  for  Christ's  sake.

Enrollment  Up 
(Slightly) 

Forty-three  more  students  en- 
rolled in  seminary  the  fall  semester  as 
compared  to  1983,  bringing  the  tally 
to  1,246  total  enrollment,  according 
to  a  recent  report. 

1984  Fall  semester  enrollment  is  a 
slight  3.6  percent  increase  over  1983, 
counting  full  and  part-time  students 
in  both  degree  and  non-degree  pro- 
grams. 

However,  enrollment  declined  by 
20  students  in  the  basic  master's 
degree  programs  (M.Div.,  M.Div./ 
R.E.,  M.Div./C.M.,  M.R.E.)  as  com- 
pared to  last  year's  figures. 

The  two  advanced  degree  pro- 
grams reported  increases  for  1984: 
Doctor  of  Ministry  (from  57  to  69 
students)  and  the  Master  of  Theol- 
ogy (from  30  to  36  students). 

The  two-year  Associate  degree  pro- 
gram also  showed  an  increase  from 
81  students  in  1983  to  87  students 
this  year. 

The  off-campus  programs  in 
Shelby  and  Hendersonville,  N.C. 
totalled  62  students  with  92  people 
enrolled  in  on-campus  evening 
courses. 

Other  figures:  275  female  students 
(22.4  percent  of  enrollment,  up  from 
20.1  percent  last  year);  30  black  stu- 
dents; and  20  students  from  other 
countries.

The  trustees  also  approved  the  con- 
struction to  proceed  on  the  Ledford 
Student  Center,  awarding  the 
contract  to  Central  Builders  of 
Rocky  Mount,  N.C.  The  project  will 
involve  renovation  and  additions  to 
the  Gore  Gymnasium.

$186,289  Gift 

The  Robert  H.  and  Ellie  R.  Alver- 
son  Endowment  Fund  grew  to  more 
than  $275,000  with  the  addition  of  a 
check  for  $186;289  recently  given  to 
the  seminary  by  the  Alverson  estate. 

The  fund,  established  to  help  needy 
students,  was  established  by  the  late 
Ellie  Alverson  of  Winston-Salem, 
N.C.  in  memory  of  her  husband, 
Robert,  who  died  in  1979. 

Mrs.  Lois  K.  Moore,  Mrs.  Alver- 
son's  niece  and  executrix  of  the  es- 
tate, said  her  aunt  delighted  in  helping 
young  people  receive  an  education. 

"Thanks  to  God  for  Mrs.  Alver- 
son's  investment  in  the  lives  and  min- 
istries of  future  students,"  said  Presi- 
dent Randall  Lolley  in  accepting  the 
gift. 
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Mission  involvement — both  at 
home  and  overseas — is  at  the 
heart  of  Southeastern  Seminary, 
what  President  Randall  Lolley  calls 
the  "muscle  and  nerve"  of  the  institu- 
tion. 

Missions  is  at  the  heart  of  South- 
eastern because  Southeasterners  are 
mission-minded.  Faculty,  staff  and 
students  are  involved  in  direct  mis- 
sion programs  of  every  kind.  Com- 
mitment to  missions  can  be  found 
throughout  the  seminary's  total  com- 
munity. 

"One  of  my  greatest  satisfactions  is 
the  large  number  of  our  faculty  and 
staff  who  have  served  as  foreign  mis- 
sionaries," states  Lolley. 

Seven  of  the  38  full-time  faculty 
have  served  as  foreign  missionaries 
and  two  additional  staff  members, 
plus  the  newly-appointed  registrar, 
have  worked  on  foreign  fields. 

There  are  six  former  Missionary 
Journeymen  students  on  campus  this 
semester  and  seven  other  students 
with  some  international  mis- 
sion experience.  Six  more  come  from 
missionary  families. 

In  addition,  there  are  18  students 
who  have  participated  in  some 
phase  of  Home  Mission  Board  ser- 
vice. 

Since  the  Foreign  and  Home  Mis- 
sion Boards  have  been  appointing 
missionaries,  273  Southeastern  alum- 
ni have  been  appointed  for  overseas 
service  and  182  selected  for  service  in 
the  U.S. 

Each  of  these  numbers  is  a  separate 
mission  story.  One  is  Carol  Kam- 
merdiener  (first-year  M.Div/RE). 
She  was  a  Missionary  Journeyman  in 
Spain  before  coming  to  seminary. 
One  of  her  major  assignments  was 
serving  as  a  teacher  for  the  two 
daughters  of  career  missionary  Den- 
nis Hale  in  Oviedo,  Spain.  One  of  her 
unique  skills  is  using  puppets  to  reach 
people  with  the  gospel. 

"Sometimes  300  to  400  people 
would  jam  into  the  street  of  the  old 
flea  market  in  Oviedo  to  watch  our 
colorful  puppet  show,"  comments 
Carol.  "Our  main  purpose  was  to 
attract  people  to  come  to  church. 

"Puppets  are  a  kind  of  novelty  in 
Spain  and  the  Sunday  morning 


'shows'  were  actually  street  worship 
services,  drawing  the  attention  of 
passers-by  with  the  hope  they  would 
return  for  the  traditional  evening 
worship  service.  You're  probably  not 
going  to  get  a  lot  of  these  people  into 
a  church  at  first.  You  have  to  take 
church  out  to  them,"  she  said. 

When  Carol  Kammerdiener  first 
arrived  in  Spain,  there  was  no  Baptist 
church  in  that  community — every- 
thing had  to  start  from  scratch.  A 
building  was  rented,  youth  work  was 
organized  and  a  church  begun. 

A"missionary  kid"  who  grew  up  in 
South  America,  she  found  her  expe- 
rience in  Spain  rewarding  because  it 
was  her  own  involvement  in  mis- 
sions. She  has  now  come  to  South- 
eastern to  continue  that  involvement 
and  to  sharpen  her  skills  as  a  Chris- 
tian minister.

Instead  of  the  usual  trek  home  for 
spring  break  last  semester,  South- 
eastern students  Gerald  Worrell  and 
Chet  Cantrell  decided  to  go  to  Costa 
Rica  to  do  mission  work.  They  spent 
the  week  there  leading  a  revival — 
taking  turns  at  preaching  and  leading 
the  singing. 


Twenty-nine  villagers  came  the 
first  night.  By  the  last  night  42 
crowded  into  the  small  church 
building. 

The  two  worked  with  career  mis- 
sionary and  Southeastern  alumnus 
Ken  Childers  ('78)  who  is  pastor  of 
five  English-speaking  churches  in 
Costa  Rica. 

Gerald  Worrell  had  been  to  Costa 
Rics  before.  In  1981  he  spent  a  semes- 
ter leading  Vacation  Bible  Schools 
and  revivals  in  area  churches.  Chet 
Cantrell  had  been  to  the  nearby 
island  nation  of  Barbados  as  part  of  a 
nine-member  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Men  work  team. 

But  this  time  the  two  men  were  "on 
their  own."  They  made  their  own 
arrangements  and  even  secured  finan- 
cial help  from  their  local  churches. 
And  through  it  all,  they  grew  in  their 
commitment  to  missions,  a  commit- 
ment they  continue  to  nourish  and 
develop  as  students  at  seminary. 

Response  to  mission  need  by  stu- 
dents is  often  more  immediate 
and  spontaneous.  On  September  14 
of  this  year,  136  students  drove  to 
Wilmington,  N.C.  to  help  the  Red 
Cross  assess  the  damage  from  Hurri- 
cane Diana,  the  worst  storm  to  assault 
the  North  Carolina  coast  in  30  years. 

The  day  before,  in  a  chapel  service 
on  the  seminary  campus,  President 
Lolley  had  called  for  prayers  and 
volunteers.  By  11:00  a.m.  the  next 
day,  the  136  students  had  been 
trained  in  damage  assessment  and 
were  awaiting  assignments  from  the 
Wilmington  Red  Cross  Disaster 
Relief  Headquarters.  The  mission- 
response  teams  were  organized  by 
Woods  Culpepper,  third-year  M.Div 
student,  and  accompanied  by  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Lolley  and  seminary 
professors  Furman  Hewitt  and  Glenn 
Miller.  (Photo  page  2) 

Southeastern  volunteers  divided 
into  small  groups  to  survey  the  area, 
recording  damages  while  battling 
heat,  humidity  and  sand  flies.  Data 
gathered  by  the  student  teams  was 
useful  in  determining  eligibility  for 
Red  Cross  benefits. 

"This  is  really  something,  the  larg- 
est group  of  volunteers  I've  ever 
seen,"  commented  a  Red  Cross  coor- 


dinator  in  Wilmington.  "For  some- 
thing of  this  magnitude  it  can  take  up 
to  two  or  three  weeks  to  do  a  survey, 
but  with  this  group  we  finished  in 
three  days,"  he  said. 

Seminary  professor  Hewitt,  who 
helped  survey  heavily-damaged  Wil- 
mington Beach,  said  he  came  back 
feeling  good  about  the  experience, 
despite  the  drudgery. 

"Ministers  are  often  anxious  to  do 
something  tangible  for  people,  only 
to  find  out  that  meeting  people's 
needs  involves  very  hard  work  that  is 
anything  but  glamorous,"  he  said. 

Sometimes  missions  is  both  imme- 
diate and  nearby,  literally  knock- 
ing on  the  seminary's  back  door.  This 
happened  to  second-year  M.Div  stu- 
dent Tom  McLean  when  he  saw  a  TV 
newscast  about  a  local  13-year-old 
boy  fighting  a  rare  form  of  bone 
cancer.  McLean  mentioned  this  to 
several  people  in  Johnson  Dorm,  and 
he  and  another  resident,  Tim  Hall, 
brought  the  issue  before  their  Chris- 
tian ethics  class. 


The  issue  was  local  missions,  help- 
ing a  family  in  need  of  winterizing 
their  home.  Mounting  hospital  bills, 
plus  supporting  four  other  children, 
had  caused  financial  strain  on  the 
family's  budget. 

"One  of  my  greatest 
satisfactions  is  the 
large  number  of  our 
faculty  and  staff  who 
have  served  as  foreign 
missionaries/'  states 
Lolley. 

On  October  22,  13  Southeastern 
students  took  supplies  and  willing 
hands  to  the  boy's  house,  located 
about  a  mile  from  campus.  They 
placed  tin  under  the  house  to  protect 
it  from  the  cold  wind.  The  students, 
along  with  faculty  member  Furman 
Hewitt,  put  sealer  on  the  outside  to 
guard  against  leaking  and  covered 
windows  with  plastic  to  keep  out  cold 


Helping  the  seminary's  "neighbor- 
hood" is  a  regular  part  of  Southeast- 
ern life.  Bill  Clemmons,  professor  of 
Christian  Education,  works  with  the 
Wake  Forest  Crisis  Ministry,  spon- 
sored by  area  churches.  The  center  is 
open  two  days  a  week,  providing  food 
and  emergency  financial  assistance 
for  needy  families.  Another  program 
is  the  "Meals  on  Wheels."  Seminary 
staff  members  deliver  meals  during 
their  lunch  hour  to  local  shut  -ins. 

It's  all  missions,  whether  in  Wake 
Forest,  Wilmington,  Costa  Rica  or 
Spain.  It's  all  part  of  the  seminary's 
commitment  to  be  "doers  of  the 
Word"and  not  just  lecturers  or  speak- 
er? or  note-takers  only. 

"The  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ 
comes  to  each  of  us  on  its  way  to 
someone  else,"  adds  President  Lolley. 
"And  the  best  way  for  us  to  keep  the 
faith  is  to  share  it,  to  pass  it  on,  to 
proclaim  it  openly  and  honestly,  not 
only  by  our  words  but  also  by  our 
actions — our  mission  actions,"  he 
said.

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Lolley  Talks  About  SBC  Issues 


In  a  special  interview  for  OUT- 
LOOK, President  Lolley  shares  his 
beliefs  and  concerns  about  current 
issues  in  the  SBC,  as  they  relate  to 
the  Seminary. 

OUTLOOK:  What  do  you  see  as  the 
"unique  purpose"  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention? 

LOLLEY:  A  basic  principle  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  the 
concept  that  churches  can  accomplish 
more  together  than  they  can  sepa- 
rately. One  of  the  most  neglected 
parts  of  the  1963  Baptist  Faith  and 
Message  statement  is  Article  14  on 
"Cooperation."  This  article  calls  on  us 
to"elicit,  combine  and  direct  the  ener- 
gies of  our  people  in  the  most  effec- 
tive manner"  to  propagate  the  Gospel 
around  the  world. 

OUTLOOK:  Some  Southern  Bap- 
tists have  called  for  those  with  differ- 
ing points  of  view  about  the  Conven- 
tion to  sit  down  and  discuss  the 
issues.  Can  this  really  happen? 

LOLLEY:  No  one,  especially  a  Chris- 
tian, ought  to  say  he  will  not  be  will- 
ing to  talk  to  another  person  on  dif- 
fering points  of  view.  This  certainly 
cannot  be  the  position  of  a  profes- 
sional educator,  especially  a  Christian 
educator.  But  I  believe  that  some  of 
the  present  problems  we  have  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  go  be- 
yond mere  rhetoric.  Our  differences 
are  more  than"communication  break- 
down." I  don't  think  anything  short 
of  a  miracle  can  bring  about  change 
in  some  of  the  conditions  in  this 
denomination  today,  and  I  don't 
believe  talk  is  going  to  do  that. 

But  I  do  believe — repeat,  do 
believe —  that  the  annual 
session  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  is  the 
only  rightful  place  to 
carry  on  this  "sit 


down"  discussion.  I  have  made  the 
decision  I'll  not  go  to  any  closed  small 
group  meeting  to  talk  about  the  "bro- 
kerage" of  the  SBC  apart  from  the 
annual  meeting.  I  am  trying  to  get 
churches  to  send  messengers  to  the 
SBC  in  Dallas  this  year.  Also,  I  do  not 
believe  churches  should  "instruct" 
messengers  on  how  to  vote.  Let  the 
messengers  listen  and  make  their 
own  judgments.  I  trust  them. 

OUTLOOK:  How  can  messengers 
get  informed  in  preparation  for  the 
SBC  in  Dallas? 

LOLLEY:  There  are  three  or  four 
papers  messengers  ought  to  read  be- 
yond their  own  state  paper.  The  Bap- 
tist Standard  will  prepare  them  for 
some  of  the  local  things  that  are  hap- 
pening in  that  context.  SBC  Today  and 
Southern  Baptist  Advocate  will  provide  a 
person  with  certain  viewpoints  and 
interpretations.  If  that's  not  enough, 
establish  a  committee  on  SBC  issues 
in  the  local  church.  Let  that  commit- 
tee become  specialists  on  being  in- 


formed, and  keeping  its  congregation 
informed.  What  I  am  saying  is  that 
people  should  become  politically — 
yes,  politically — involved  in  this  denom- 
ination by  being  at  the  place  where 
issues  are  discussed  and  ballots  are 
taken.

OUTLOOK:  Historical  Baptist  be- 
liefs such  as  priesthood  of  the  be- 
liever and  local  church  autonomy 
allow  for  unity  in  diversity.  Now,  can 
unity  in  diversity  be  a  reality  in  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

LOLLEY:  Unity  in  diversity  can  be- 
come a  reality  by  letting  Baptists  be 
Baptists.  And  that  means  some  of  the 
institutions  are  going  to  have  to  be 
more  sensitive  to  some  of  the  con- 
cerns and  convictions  of  some  of  our 
constituency  than  we  have  been 
before.  There  is  no  reason  in  a  gradu- 
ate school — like  Southeastern— in  a 
Christian  setting,  for  the  belief  sys- 
tem of  a  brother  or  sister  ever  to  be 
belittled  or  spoken  down  to.  We  must 
be  sensitive.  We're  more  sensitive,  I 
think,  to  the  needs  of  the  churches  as 
we  prepare  our  students  for  their 

ministries,  than  we  were  a 
decade  ago.  That's  why  we 
put  the  Formation  in  Minis 
try  program,  the  super 

ministry  internship,  in  place.

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and  'Possible  Effect'  on  Seminary 


OUTLOOK:  Part  of  the  "debate"  in 
the  SBC  seems  to  involve  academic 
freedom  and  theological  education. 
How  does  this  touch  the  life  of  South- 
eastern Seminary? 

LOLLEY:  Article  12  of  the  1963  Bap- 
tist Faith  and  Message  statement  actu- 
ally addresses  this  issue:  "In  Chris- 
tian education  there  should  be  a  prop- 
er balance  between  academic  free- 
dom and  academic  responsibility." 
That  article  goes  on  to  say  that  free- 
dom in  any  orderly  relationship  of 
human  life  is  always  limited  and 
never  absolute.  The  freedom  of  a

teacher  in  a  Christian  school  or  semi- 
nary, for  example,  is  limited  by  the 
pre-eminence  of  Jesus  Christ,  by  the 
authoritative  nature  of  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  by  the  distinct  purpose  for 
which  the  school  exists. 

That  for  me  is  a  "proper  balance."  It 
is  a  balance  of  free  and  responsible 
teachers  and  learners  at  Southeast- 
ern working  under  those  three  lim- 
itations: Christ  who  is  our  Lord,  the 
Bible  which  is  our  highest  written 
authority,  and  the  Convention- 
approved  purpose  of  our  seminary. 
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'Beware  of  Bad 
Shepherds' 

(Even  if  They're  Invited 
To  The  White  House) 

Bad  shepherds,  ranging  from 
"Amway"  theologians  to  those  who 
utter  "ministerial  Muzak/' may  cause 
recent  seminary  graduates  more  dif- 
ficulties than  traditional  forms  of  sin. 

Old  Testament  Professor  John  I 
Durham  warned  the  102  Southeast- 
ern Baptist  Theological  Seminary  De- 
cember 15  graduates  of  a  variety  of 
bad  shepherds  they  might  encounter 
in  the  ministry. 

"You  will  find  your  struggle  to  be  a 
good  shepherd  impeded  by  the  exam- 
ple of  a  bad  shepherd/'  said  Durham. 

One  group  of  bad  shepherds,  accord- 
ing to  Durham,  are  television  preach- 
ers who  "...rake  in  the  money,  offer 
slick  entertainment  and  call  for  remote- 
controlled  commitment  without  leav- 
ing your  living  room  easy  chair." 

Another  group  of  bad  shepherds 
are  the  "Amway"  theologians,  with 
the  philosophy  that  "you  are  good, 
you  deserve  good,  give  God  a  little 
and  get  back  a  lot..." 

Then  there  are  the  "advocates  of 
the  open  mouth"  who  keep  talking 
and  say  nothing;  kind  of  a  "minister- 
ial Muzak." 

Durham  continued:  "They  (bad  shep- 
herds) live  in  palatial  homes,  drive 
great  big  cars,  have  vacation  houses 
and  sometimes  get  invited  to  the 
White  House  and  share  platforms 
with  senators  and  congressmen." 

Durham  expressed  faith,  however^ 
in  the  December  graduates. 

"Please  go  out  now  and  prove  me 
right,  in  Wake  Forest,  in  Dallas  next 
June  and  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth,"  he  concluded.

Church  Disbands, 
Sells  Building, 
Gives  Proceeds  to 
Seminary 

The  Confederate  Heights  Baptist 
Church  in  Richmond,  Va.  disbanded 
and  gave  Southeastern  Seminary  the 
money  from  the  sale  of  the  building. 

During  an  emotional  "last  home- 
coming service,"  the  members  voted 
to  disband  the  31-year-old  church 
and  sell  the  building.  The  building 
was  sold  to  Faith  Life  Tabernacle  for 
$150,000.  The  money  will  go  to  South- 
eastern Seminary  over  a  period  of 
several  years. 

"Our  ministry  could  not  continue 
in  this  location  and  our  resources 
ought  to  be  used  in  a  place  where  the 
work  of  the  larger  church  would  be 
strengthened,"  said  Harry  Langford, 
pastor  of  the  congregation. 

President  W.  Randall  Lolley,  in  ac- 
cepting the  gift,  expressed  the"mixed 
emotion"  of  the  situation. 

On  one  hand  the  demise  of  a  Bap- 
tist church  is  just  the  opposite  of 
what  the  seminary  is  all  about.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  gift  means  that 
the  school  can  pursue  one  of  its  goals, 
the  establishment  of  a  Center  of  Min- 
istry, to  provide  assistance  to  practic- 
ing ministers  who  need  consultation 
for  their  own  ministry.

A  Partnership.  .  . 

Preparing  to  Answer  God's  Call 


"The  nature  of  the  Seminary,"  re- 
minds President  W.  Randall  Lolley, 
"is  to  equip  God-called  men  and 
women  for  the  life  of  Christian  min- 
stry."  At  Southeastern,  each  student 
is  in  partnership  with  the  faculty  and 
staff,  seeking  to  answer  God's  call. 

How  students"heard"  that  call  into 
a  life  of  Christian  ministry  may  differ 
from  person  to  person.  Undoubtedly, 
God  has  not  called  each  of  the  1,200- 
plus  students  in  the  same  way.  But 
each  comes — whether  from  a  nearby 
county  or  a  distant  country — to  pre- 
pare to  be  a  Christian  minister. 

To  picture  the  variety  of  "calls"  at 
Southeastern  you  must  listen  to  the 
voices  of  several  students,  expressing 
their  understanding  of  the  call  from 
God  to  ministry. 

"One  of  the  ways  I  interpret  my 
calling  is  as  responsibility."  begins 
Kelly  Lennon  Belcher,  third-year  M. 
Div.  student  from  Winston-Salem, 
N.  C.  (No.  1).  "We  are  called  to  serve 
God  freely  and  in  a  variety  of  capaci- 
ties. Accompanying  that  freedom  is 
the  responsibility  for  self-prepara- 
tion. I  believe  Southern  Baptists  de- 
sire and  deserve  an  educated  body  of 
ministers.  I  am  called,  therefore,  to 
devote  myself  to  developing  any  pas- 
toral and  theological  talents  I  might 
have." 

Jim  Ellis  (No.  2)  finds  his  calling  has 
been  shaped,  to  some  degree,  by  part- 
nership with  other  people.  Jim,  sec- 
ond-year M.  Div.  student  from  Ash- 
land, Va.,  is  the  son  of  a  Baptist 
minister.  His  commitment  to  minis- 
try was  nurtured  in  a  Christian  home 
and  church  community. 

"In  college."  Jim  says,  "my  sense  of 
calling  was  affirmed  through  my  per- 
sonal relationship  with  professors 
and  other  students.  My  sense  of  call- 
ing was  broadened,  however,  when  I 
worked  as  a  prison  chaplain  intern 
and  coordinator  of  an  inner  city  mis- 
sion. My  calling  is  still  being  broad- 
ened and  molded  through  my  day-to- 
day experiences." 

Does  the  call  come  differently  to 
people  of  other  cultures,  living  in 
other  countries?  Korean  student 
Seung  Jin  Kim  (No.  3)  travelled  more 
than  9,000  miles  from  his  home  in 
Seoul  to  fulfill  his  sense  of  calling. 


"Ten  years  ago  Baptists  were  a  cult 
in  Korea,"  says  Kim,  "but  today  we 
are  the  fastest-growing  denomina- 
tion in  Korea,  with  about  850 
churches."  Kim  has  also  studied  at 
Korea  Baptist  Theological  Seminary, 
which  has  about  1,160  students. 
(One  of  his  major  professors  was 
Hyuck  Kwon,  who  received  his  Th.M 
from  Southeastern  in  1982). 

Kim  wants  to  go  back  to  his  native 
Korea  after  he  completes  his  work  at 
Southeastern,  "...to  obey  God's  direc- 
tion." He  hopes  to  prepare  for  both 
teaching  and  preaching. 

Samuel  Ihimodu  (No.  4)  of  Nigeria, 
West  Africa,  is  another  Th.M  student 
who  wants  to  go  back  and  share  the 
gospel  in  his  native  land. 

"I  am  preparing  to  go  to  serve  my 
people.  That's  the  reason  I  am  here," 
he  says. 

"At  Southeastern,  each 
student  is  in  partnership 
with  the  faculty  and  staff, 
seeking  to  answer 
God's  call.,, 


Ihimodu's  call  came  hand-in-hand 
with  his  confession,  as  a  teenager, 
that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God. 
"My  desire  to  pass  on  what  I  know 
about  Christ  and  his  love  and  concern 
for  humanity,  young  or  old,  great  or 
small,  has  convinced  me  my  calling  is 
into  the  teaching  ministry." 

Michael  Dunagan  (No.  5),  pictured 
with  his  wife,  Lori  (No.  6)  and  son, 
Derek  (No.  7),  used  to  think  a  calling 
was  a  call  only  to  preach.  A  second- 
year  M.Div./R.E.  student  from  Gaines- 
ville, Ga.,  Dunagan  began  to  realize 
that  ministry  included  and  needed 
leadership  in  areas  like  music,  educa- 
tion and  administration. 

"And  I  have  confidence  in  those 
areas,"  he  said.  He,  referring  to  his 
experiences  as  a  professional  musi- 
cian and  a  banking  professional,  has 
come  to  see  that  God  reveals  His  will 
in  many  interesting  ways. 

"I  have  come  to  Southeastern  with 
the  hope  of  discovering  my  particular 
calling."  Dunagan  added. 


Students  come  to  seminary  from  a 
variety  of  backgrounds  and  under- 
standings concerning  God's  call  for 
their  lives.  They,  likewise,  leave  sem- 
inary to  engage  in  a  variety  of  minis- 
tries and  services.  But  all  of  them 
have  recognized  the  need  to  prepare 
themselves — spiritually  and  academi- 
cally. 

Such  preparation  for  ministry  is 
built  day  by  day.  And  with  students, 
faculty  and  staff  at  Southeastern... 
it's  a  partnership.

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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

Cooperation  Is  Our  Lifeline 

Article  14  of  the  1963  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  Statement  focuses  on  COOPERATION.  That 
really  is  the  genius  of  the  Baptist  way  of  doing  missions,  evangelism,  education,  and  benevolence. 
Through  the  cooperative  technique,  our  people  elicit,  combine,  and  direct  their  energies  for  the 
propagation  of  the  gospel. 

Last  year  (1983-84)  at  Southeastern  Seminary  the  per  student  academic  and  administrative 
expenditure  was  $3,770.  The  Cooperative  Program  provided  $2,639  (70%)  of  that  amount.  The 
student  actually  paid  $550  in  fees.  The  remainder  ($581)  came  from  gifts,  grants,  and  auxiliary 
sources. 

The  Cooperative  "rope  of  sand"  is  the  fiscal  lifeline  of  our  school.  It  is  our  economic  jugular. 
Anyone  who  loves  this  school  and  wants  to  help  can  do  so  amazingly  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Conversely,  anyone  desiring  to  harm  this  school  and  diminish  its  effectiveness  can  do  so  by 
failing  to  support  the  Southern  Baptist  cooperative  technique. 

Southeastern  Seminary  really  does  belong  to  Baptists — head,  heart,  and  pocketbook.

Preaching  Can  Be 
'Lonely  Road' 

"Can  the  Gospel  be  preached  in 
America  today?"  W.  W.  Finlator,  re- 
tired pastor  of  Pullen  Memorial  Bap- 
tist Church  in  Raleigh,  N.C.,  ad- 
dressed this  question  at  Southeast- 
ern's  Spring  Convocation. 

Preaching  the  Gospel,  he  said,  may 
be  a  task  for  which  students  are  not 
prepared,  which  their  congregations 
might  not  accept,  and  which  cuts 
across  the  grain  of  current  American 
pride.  He  cited  some  economic  and 
political  processes  which  he  feels  are 
at  odds  with  the  Gospel. 

Pride  of  the  spirit  is  prevalent,  he 
said,  asking  how  ministers  can  preach 
a  Gospel  successfully  that  requires 
men  to  do  justice,  to  love  mercy  and 
walk  humbly  with  their  God. 

To  his  original  question,  Finlator 
said,  "My  answer,  with  fear  and  trem- 
bling, is  a  faltering,  'Yes.T  can  tell  you 
that  it  can  be  a  lonely  road,  a  risky 
business,  and  a  heap  of  fun." 

'Faith  and  Mission'

Sermon  Preparation 
Takes  'Whole  Life' 

"When  someone  asks  me  how  long 
it  takes  me  to  write  a  sermon,  I  usu- 
ally say  about  five  or  six  hours  on 
Thursday  and  Friday,"  says  David  H. 
C.  Read,  renowned  author,  preacher 
and  minister  at  Madison  Avenue  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  New  York  City. 
"But  'my  whole  life'  would  be  a  much 
truer  answer!" 

As  guest  lecturer  for  the  Theodore 
F.  Adams  lectures  held  February  12- 
15  at  Southeastern,  Read  so  charac- 
terized the  nature  of  the  sermon  and 
its  process  of  development.  He  ex- 
plained that  the  preacher  and  the 
message  can  never  really  be  sepa- 
rated—  preaching  is  an  outgrowth  of 
the  preacher's  personality,  and  it  is 
often  a  struggle  to  maintain  the  bal- 
ance between  Scripture  and  the  ideas 
the  preacher  feels  led  to  confront. 

Emphasizing  the  role  of  Scripture- 
reading,  he  said,  "I  am  dismayed  when 
I  am  in  a  church  service  and  only  one 
Scripture  is  read."  He  stressed  that 
one  shouldn't  use  Scripture  merely  to 
back  up  an  idea;  rather,  the  idea 
should  flow  from  the  text  itself.

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Seminary  'Stakeholders' 
Increase  In  1984 


"Stakeholders,"  according  to 
W.  Robert  Spinks,  assistant  to  the 
president  for  financial  development 
at  Southeastern  Seminary,  "are  peo- 
ple who  have  a  stake  in  our  future." 
In  1984,  the  number  of  financial  stake- 
holders grew  by  68  percent.  The 
Seminary  also  received  $1.8  million 
in  gifts  for  the  year. 

"The  increase  in  the  number  of  do- 
nors is  much  more  important  than 
the  increase  in  dollars,"  added  Spinks. 
"What  this  means  is  that  our  story  is 
getting  told,  and  it's  getting  positive 
response.  People  are  willing  to  come 
along  beside  us  with  financial  sup- 
port." 

Southeastern  has  many  stake- 
holders. For  example,  the  faculty  dai- 
ly invest  in  the  lives  of  the  students, 
helping  to  prepare  them  for  Christian 
ministry.  But  the  seminary  needs — 
and  receives — financial  support  from 
beyond  the  campus  to  ensure  quality 
theological  education  for  each  stu- 
dent. This  support  comes  from  per- 
sons who  give  through  their  church 
to  the  Cooperative  Program  as  well 
as  from  those  who  give  directly  to 
Southeastern  Seminary. 

Cooperative  Program  gifts,  20.6 
percent  of  which  go  to  the  six  South- 
ern Baptist  Convention  seminaries, 
are  the  "fiscal  lifeline  of  our  school," 
according  to  President  W.  Randall 
Lolley.  These  gifts  provide  about  70 
percent  of  Southeastern  Seminary's 
operating  budget.  The  other  30  per- 
cent is  met  through  sources  such  as 
modest  matriculation  fees,  rents  and 
other  income. 

Beyond  the  operating  budget,  how- 
ever, the  seminary  has  other  fiscal 
needs.  Capital  needs  include  physical 
improvement  necessary  to  "recycle" 
facilities  from  a  liberal  arts  college 
campus  (the  old  Wake  Forest  College 
campus)  to  those  required  by  a  grad- 
uate school  for  theological  education. 
Recent  projects  have  included  the 
addition  of  classrooms  on  the  ground 


floor  of  Binkley  chapel  and  the  reno- 
vations of  Appleby,  Broyhill  and 
Adams  Halls.  A  portion  of  each  of 
these  projects  received  Cooperative 
Program  capital  funds. 

A  continuing  need  for  unrestricted 
endowment  resources  exists,  as  inter- 
est earnings  from  these  funds  go 
toward  the  current  budget.  And  a 
majority  of  students — 60  to  70  per- 
cent—  receive  student  aid.  Some 
would  not  be  able  to  complete  semi- 
nary studies  without  this  financial 
help. 

Financial  support  is  the  result  of 
hard  work  of  the  development  staff 
and  others.  "Much  groundwork  is 
done  for  all  this,"  explains  Spinks. 
"I'm  grateful  that  Southern  Baptists 
have  provided  so  generously  for  our 
budget  through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram, freeing  us  to  develop  prospects 
for  other  needs.  We  can  help  our 
'stakeholders'  help  us." 

Spinks  credits  the  president  as  the 
person  most  responsible  for"building 
bridges"  between  the  seminary  and 
those  who  want  to  respond. 

"Any  development  program  is  only 
as  good  as  the  president.  President 
Lolley  is  involved,  enjoys  being  in- 
volved and  is  well-received.  His  en- 
thusiasm is  contagious  and  his  vision 
inspiring;  people  can  identify  with  his 
vision."  said  Spinks. 

Spinks  also  praises  the  seminary's 
20-member  Development  Council, 
who  "multiply  our  development  ef- 
forts and  speak  up  for  us  and  are  sen- 
sitive to  gift  prospects  and  to  the 
cause  we  represent." 

Southeastern  Seminary  is  grateful 
for  its  many  "stakeholders"  who  have 
given  not  only  their  treasures  but 
their  hearts  to  this  institution.  They 
have  a  stake  in  the  seminary's  future, 
and  a  stake  in  the  lives  of  ministers 
who  will  go  from  this  place  to  further 
the  kingdom  of  God  in  this  land  and 
beyond. 


Meet  Three 
Stakeholders: 

Guthrie  ('54), 

One  of  the  seminary's  favor- 
ite "stakeholders"  is  Wiley  C. 
Guthrie,  pastor  of  Union  Hills 
Baptist  Church,  Clemmons, 
N.C.,  and  retired  Air  Force  chap- 
lain. The  first  student  ever  to 
register  at  Southeastern,  he 
was  among  the  first  graduating 
class  of  1954.  While  a  student, 
he  built  the  shelves  for  the  sem- 
inary's first  library,  and  he  has 
continued  to  support  the  semi- 
nary in  tangible  ways  through 
the  years.  In  1958,  he  and  his 
wife,  Margaret,  set  up  a  fund 
for  student  aid  in  memory  of 
their  daughter,  Martha  Joyce, 
who  died  before  the  age  of  two. 
The  Guthries  began  this  mem- 
orial while  on  an  overseas  assign- 
ment, sending  the  seminary  $25 
a  month.  They  have  sent  South- 
eastern a  check  every  month 
since,  increasing  the  amount  as 
they  have  been  able. 
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The  fund,  now  an  endow- 
ment, began  as  a  "gentlemen's 
agreement"  between  Guthrie 
and  Sydnor  L.  Stealey,  seminary 
president  from  1951  to  1963. 
"All  of  us  in  that  first  year's 
class  were  very  close  to  the 
faculty  and  to  Dr.  Stealey,"  says 
Guthrie.  "This  is  just  a  private 
gift  in  deep  appreciation  for  all 
the  seminary  has  meant  to  us 
through  the  years  and  for  what 
it  meant  to  us  when  we  were 
there  as  students.  We  joy  in  the 
seminary  being  what  it  is  to  all 
of  its  students." 

The  Guthries  have  responded 
to  specific  needs  of  the  seminary 
as  well,  including  the  Ledford 
Student  Center  campaign.  In 
March,  1984,  the  seminary  re- 
ceived a  challenge  grant  of 
$510,000  from  the  Charles  A. 
Cannon  Charitable  Trusts  of 
Kannapolis,  N.C.  The  gift  has 
been  put  toward  the  develop- 
ment of  a  comprehensive  stu- 
dentcenter,  now  under  construc- 
tion. To  help  match  the  half-million- 
dollar  challenge,  President  Lolley 
sent  a  letter  to  many  of  the 
seminary's  alumni,  asking  each 
to  raise  $1,000.  Many,  like  Guth- 
rie, gave  personal  gifts  to  the 
campaign  while  others  solicited 
help  to  raise  the  money. 


Furr  ('64) 

William  Furr  ('64),  pastor  of 
Trinity  Baptist  Church  in 
Raleigh,  N.C,  took  a  dozen 
couples  out  to  dinner — at  the 
seminary  cafeteria.  The  busload 
of  church  members  arrived  to 
share  a  meal  and  hear  a  presen- 
tation made  by  Spinks  about  the 
campaign.  "I  wrote  some  people 
who  had  an  interest  in  South- 
eastern and  gave  them  a  chance 
to  see  the  seminary  and  see  the 
building  under  construction," 
says  Furr.  "We  had  100  percent

participation  from  the  people 
who  went."  He  followed  the 
dinner  with  a  letter  to  each  cou- 
ple, requesting  gifts  of  $50-200 
each.  He  also  got  help  from  a 
corporation,  taking  advantage 
of  a  list  of  companies  with  Match- 
ing Gifts  Programs,  sent  by 
Spinks  to  participating  alumni. 
These  companies  will  match 
gifts  made  by  their  employees  to 
educational  istitutions.  A  total 
of  about  $2400  was  raised  by 
Trinity.  "We  appreciate  the  way 
the  whole  thing  was  carried 
out,"  says  Furr.  "We're  gen- 
erally very  Southeastern- 
oriented." 


Altom  ('73) 

Another  alumnus  who  penned 
a  few  letters  was  Kenneth 
Altom  ('73),  pastor  of  Calvary 
Baptist  Church  in  Florence,  S.C. 
Having  served  as  pastor  of  First 
Baptist  Church  in  Kannapolis 
from  1978  to  1983,  he  was  famil- 
iar with  the  Cannon  Trusts.  He 
was  also  familiar  with  the  stu- 
dent center  campaign.  In  Decem- 
ber of  1983  a  couple  at  Calvary 
had  come  across  some  extra 


money  and  wanted  to  contrib- 
ute it  to  a  worthy  cause.  Altom 
gave  them  some  material  about 
the  student  center  project,  and 
they  donated  half  of  the  money 
to  the  campaign.  With  this  head 
start,  he  responded  to  President 
Lolley's  letter  by  writing  several 
church  members  and  request- 
ing that  they  give  $25  each  to 
the  cause.  About  36  families 
responded.  Because  some  of  the 
contributors  were  employees  of 
companies  on  the  Matching  Gift 
Program  list,  he  contacted  these 
corporations  and  several  did 
match  the  gifts.  The  total  con- 
tribution came  to  over  $1200.  In 
reply  to  Altom's  letter,  one 
woman  gave  $100.  "I  know 
some  will  not  give,  therefore  I 
want  to  give  a  little  more,"  she 
wrote.  Many  others  expressed 
their  happiness  in  being  part  of 
the  project.  "This  for  me  is  the 
Baptist  spirit,"  says  Altom.  "We 
have  learned  throughout  Bap- 
tist life  that  cooperatively  we 
can  do  more  together  than  we 
can  separately.  Southern  Bap- 
tist people  know  the  needs  and 
want  the  opportunity  to 
respond."

It  is  an  old  story  that  says  when 
God  was  creating  the  world,  four 
angels,  each  with  a  question,  came  to 
Him.  The  first  angel  said,  "How  are 
you  creating  the  world?"  The  second 
asked,  "Why  are  you  creating  the 
world?"  The  third  angel  said,  "May  I 
have  it  when  you  are  through?"  The 
fourth  one  asked,  "Can  I  help?" 

What  I  have  in  mind  now  is  not 
creation,  but  preservation.  And  more 
specifically,  preservation  of  Southeast- 
ern Seminary  as  the  excellent  school 
preparing  persons  for  Christian  min- 
istry which  we  alumni  know  it  to  be. 

But  how  do  the  questions  the  an-

gels  asked  relate  to  our  Seminary? 
We  know  the  answer  to  how  and  why 
Southeastern  was  created.  But  the 
next  question,  "May  I  have  it...?" has, 
with  the  present  controversy  in  the 
life  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion, undergone  a  change.  For  with 
some  persons  the  situation  does  not 
call  for  the  question,  "May  I  have  it?;  " 
rather,  it  calls  for  the  dogmatic  state- 
ment, "We  are  going  to  take  it."  That 
is,  take  control  of  the  Seminary  and 
restructure  it  to  fit  Fundamentalists' 
views.  Thus,  for  each  alumnus/alum- 
na who  wants  Southeastern  Semi- 
nary to  remain  the  quality  school  that 
it  is,  the  fourth  question  becomes  a 
crucial  one.  The  question  is,  "Can  1 
help?"  Yes,  you  can  help. 

First,  we  alumni  can  be  informed, 
then  inform  others  of  the  motives 
and  approaches  of  those  who  seek  to 
take  control  of  the  SBC  in  order 
finally  to  direct  its  institutions,  of 
which  Southeastern  is  one.  If  ever 
there  was  a  thought  that  talk  of  such 
a  take-over  was  just  rumor,  there  is 
no  doubt  now  that  it  is  fact.  And,  it  is 
no  secret  that  our  seminary  is  one 
this  Fundamentalist  group  would  like 
to  control.  Then  know  and  make  it 
known  to  others  that  people  in  this 
groupare  socommitted  to  theircause 
they  would  like  nothing  better  than 
the  chance  to  dismiss  Randall  Lolley 
as  President  of  Southeastern  and 
bring  in  administrators,  faculty,  and 
staff  of  their  persuasion. 

We  alumni  can  know  and  make  it 
known  to  others  that  the  administra- 
tors, faculty,  and  staff  of  Southeast- 
ern, past  and  present,  have  been  and 
are  being  faithful  to  those  purposes 
and  Articles  of  Faith  approved  by 
loyal  Southern  Baptists  who,  at  the 
1950  SBC,  voted  to  create  South- 
eastern. 


Consequently,  it  is  up  to  us  alumni 
to  know  and  make  it  known  to  others 
that  the  persons  elected  as  president 
of  the  SBC  in  Dallas,  Atlanta,  St. 
Louis,  San  Antonio,  and  Las  Vegas 
the  next  five  years  will  have,  through 
the  power  of  committee  appoint- 
ments, a  lot  to  do  with  the  future 
course  and  direction  of  all  SBC  agen- 
cies and  institutions,  including  South- 
eastern Seminary.  Know  also  that  in 
the  voting  at  Dallas  this  summer, 
messengers  will  have  a  choice  be- 
tween persons  who  are  loyal  South 
ern  Baptists  and  strong  supporters  of 
the  Cooperative  Program  and  others 
who  are  loyal  to  the  political  group 
seeking  to  impose  its  views  on  all 
Southern  Baptists. 

Second,  we  alumni  can  be  involved 
and  involve  others  when  it  comes 
time  to  vote  at  the  SBC  meeting  in 
Dallas.  Churches  with  1,000  or  more 
members  are  entitled  to  10  messen- 
gers. But  smaller  churches  can  have 
one  messenger  for  every  $250  given 
to  Southern  Baptist  causes.  Thus,  a 
contribution  of  $2500  or  more,  re- 
gardless of  church  size,  also  entitles  a 
congregation  to  10  messengers. 
Strong  efforts  and  careful  planning 
now  can  result  in  a  large  number  of 
Southeastern  alumni  and  friends  be- 
ing present  in  Dallas  to  vote  on  mat- 
ters crucial  to  the  life  of  our  conven- 
tion and  seminary  as  we  know  it. 

"Can  I  help?"  Such  was  the  ques- 
tion of  the  fourth  angel  in  the  ancient 
story.  Now,  however,  we  are  talking 
not  about  angels,  but  about  alumni, 
members  of  the  churches  they  serve 
and  other  friends:  not  about  a  legend, 
but  about  a  real  life  situation.  The 
answer  to  the  question,  "Can  I  help?" 
is  a  resounding  "Yes,  you  can  help." 
Yes — by  being  informed  alumni  and 
informing  others — by  being  involved 
alumni  and  involving  others.

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Retired  Professors  Stay  'On  the  Go7 


If 'retired'  evokes  images  of  inactiv- 
ity, then  it  does  not  accurately  de- 
scribe Southeastern's  emeriti.  Almost 
all  have  kept  themselves  busy  teach- 
ing and  preaching,  and  most  have 
been  traveling  around  the  United 
States — and  around  the  world. 

Olin  T.  Binkley,  President  Emeri- 
tus, is  an  active  member  of  three 
boards  of  trustees.  He  keeps  a  regular 
schedule  of  reading  and  occasionally 
evaluates  a  manuscript  or  writes  a 
book  review. 

James  H.  Blackmore,  Emeritus  Pro- 
fessor of  A.Div.  Studies  and  editor  of 
Outlook  for  20  years,  was  guest  minis- 
ter last  summer  at  Trinity  Baptist 
Church  in  Metterich,  Eifel,  West  Ger- 
many. In  September  Second  Acts  was 
printed,  and  he  has  finished  the  writ- 
ing for  a  novel,  The  American  Prince. 

"I  do  not  consider  myself  'retired' 
from  Christian  ministry,"  Blackmore 
says,  "only  I  have  come  to  another 
phase  of  it.  And  I  remain  grateful  to 
the  trustees,  administration  and  fac- 
ulty and  our  fellow  Southern  Baptists 
for  the  financial  assistance  in  their 
retirement  programs." 

Emeritus  Distinguished  Professor 
of  Old  Testament  Interpretation 
James  Leo  Green  is  making  progress 
after  a  recent  illness.  He  is  living  at 
home  in  Wake  Forest  and  hopes  to 
resume  teaching  the  Bible  when  his 
health  permits. 

Following  retirement,  Garland  A. 
Hendricks,  Emeritus  Professor  of 
Church-Community  Development, 
has  taught  part-time  at  the  seminary. 
He  has  also  served  as  an  interim  pas- 
tor and  was  interim  director  of  mis- 
sions for  the  Yates  Baptist  Associa- 
tion in  the  Durham,  N.  C.  area.  Since 
1982  he  has  been  director  of  the  B.  E. 
Morris  Academy  for  Christian  Stu- 
dies of  Gardner-Webb  College,  Boil- 
ing Springs,  N.  C,  helping  area  min- 
isters and  church  people  through  a 
non-credit  teaching  and  learning  pro- 
gram. 

Hendricks  has  prepared  three  book- 
lets about  the  ministry,  and  works 
closely  with  the  directors  of  missions 
in  the  piedmont  sections  of  North 
Carolina  and  South  Carolina. 


"It  is  a  good  thing  to  be  busy  after 
retirement,"  Hendricks  says.  "I  really 
started  a  new  career  at  the  age  of  70 
and  anticipate  an  exciting  life  as  long 
as  my  health  holds." 

B.  Elmo  Scoggin,  Emeritus  Profes- 
sor of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament, 
taught  a  course  in  Biblical  Back- 
grounds at  Central  Prison  in  Raleigh, 
N.C.,  after  retiring.  He  is  currently 
interim  pastor  at  Wake  Union  Baptist 
Church  in  Wake  Forest.  In  February 
he  led  the  annual  Biblical  Study  Tour 
to  Israel  with  Professor  John  I 
Durham. 

Scoggin  serves  as  chairman  of  the 
North  Carolina  Council  on  the  Holo- 
caust, and  as  North  Carolina  liaison 
with  the  National  Council  on  the 
Holocaust.  He  is  a  contributor  to  the 
Spring  1985  issue  of  Faith  and 
Mission. 

Emeritus  Professor  of  Preaching 
and  Speech  J.  Carroll  Trotter  has 

been  "comfortably  busy"  since  retir- 
ing. He  has  served  as  interim  pastor 
of  four  North  Carolina  Churches,  led 
two  January  Bible  studies  and  a  revi- 
val. Last  summer  Trotter  toured 
Italy,  Switzerland  and  France,  and 
joined  the  Biblical  Study  Tour  to 
Israel  in  February. 

James  E.  Tull,  Emeritus  Professor 
of  Theology,  has  been  busy  writing 
and  teaching  since  his  retirement.  He 
published  a  book  on  the  atonement  in 
1982,  and  in  1983  co-authored 


another  book,  Are  Southern  Baptists 
Evangelicals?  Shapers  of  Baptist 
Thought  was  republished  in  1984. 

Tull  is  currently  teaching  a  course 
in  Systematic  Theology  in  Orlando, 
Fla.  He  has  taught  the  course,  since 
retirement,  in  the  Seminary  Studies 
Department  of  Union  University  in 
Jackson,  Tenn.,  and  in  New  York 
City.  He  will  teach  in  Little  Rock, 
Ark.,  in  1985-86.  His  travels  have 
taken  him  to  Israel,  Southeast  Asia, 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  Tahiti,  the 
Caribbean  and  Alaska. 

John  T.  Wayland,  Emeritus  Profes- 
sor of  Christian  Education,  became 
head  of  a  department  and  instructor 
in  Bible  and  World  Religion  at  the 
Wilkes  Community  College  in  Wilkes- 
boro,  N.C.,  upon  retirement.  After 
one  year  he  retired  again,  to  become  a 
part-time  instructor  at  the  college 
and  part-time  associate  pastor  at  First 
Baptist  Church,  Wilkesboro.  A  "third 
retirement"  from  the  college  has  re- 
sulted in  Wayland  being  a  "leisurely 
full-time  associate  pastor"  at  the 
Wilkesboro  church,  of  which  he  was 
pastor  before  going  to  Southeastern 
in  1953. 

"I  am  in  the  role  of  grandfather  in 
the  ministry — rich  in  friends,  with 
little  or  no  responsibility,  and  a 
wealth  of  privileges,"  Wayland  says. 
"I  am  grateful  to  God  for  his  many 
blessings,  and  hope  I  can  serve  him 
for  another  20  years." 
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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

Baptists  in  Their  Churches  are  Alive 

and  Well! 

During  the  past  several  months  I  have  participated  in  the  worship  services  of  many  Baptist  churches.  Some  of 
these  churches  are  rural  mountain  churches — small  in  number  but  very  strong  in  spirit.  Some  are  large 
metropolitan  churches  filled  with  active  and  deeply  dedicated  people.  Others  are  in  our  county  seat  towns 
where  leadership  abounds  and  commitment  to  the  gospel  is  famous.  The  faces  of  church  members  who  are 
filled  with  excitement  and  purpose,  remain  with  me  daily.  Their  views  and  convictions  are  a  constant  source  of 
encouragement  and  vision  to  me.  Let  me  share  some  of  the  impressions  of  these  experiences. 

MISSIONS.  I  have  been  increasingly  impressed  that  for  the  people  called  Southern  Baptists  missions  really  is 
the  glue  which  holds  us  together.  Our  people  are  interested  in  the  peoples  of  the  world  and  in  being  a  partner  in 
sharing  the  Gospel  with  everyone  everywhere.  Tell  them  about  our  missionaries  in  106  countries  and  in  every 
state  and  territory  of  the  United  States — and  watch  their  eyes  light  up.  They  are  deeply  moved  by  the  sacrifice 
of  all  of  us  together  committed  to  share  the  gospel  with  every  person  on  this  planet  by  the  year  2000. 

EVANGELISM.  Our  people  are  committed  to  winning  other  persons  to  the  lordship  of  Jesus  Christ.  They  do 
not  all  accomplish  the  evangelistic  task  in  the  same  manner,  but  I  have  not  visited  a  single  church  that  has  not 
been  very  interested  in  this  mandate  of  the  Gospel.  The  people  in  the  churches  know  that  the  Gospel  comes  to 
them  on  its  way  to  someone  else,  and  that  Jesus  Christ  redeems  us  in  order  for  us  to  join  him  in  his  redemption 
of  others.  Our  people  are  responsive  to  every  effort  to  train  them  better  to  be  evangelists. 

EDUCATION.  Naturally,  I  am  interested  in  the  mindset  of  the  people  in  the  churches  regarding  the  educa- 
tional task.  Our  people  want  a  good  education  for  themselves  and  for  their  children.  Increasingly,  they  are  eager 
to  call  a  pastor  or  a  church  staff  member  who  has  the  discipline  of  seminary  training.  Southern  Baptists  are 
convinced  that  God  calls  a  variety  of  persons  into  his  particular  ministries.  They  are  also  convinced  that  a  part  of 
that  call  is  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  preparation  for  whatever  the  task  may  be.  Increasingly,  the  people  in 
the  churches  are  sharing  their  convictions  with  me  regarding  their  hopes  for  theological  education.  They  want 
their  seminaries  to  be  schools  of  excellence  as  well  as  schools  of  warm  hearts.  Fortunately,  the  people  know  we 
do  not  have  to  pay  for  the  expansion  of  our  hearts  by  the  contraction  of  our  minds. 

BENEVOLENCE.  Our  people  are  willing  to  share  their  means — even  sacrificially — with  the  peoples  of  this 
world.  The  spectres  of  disease,  hunger,  and  ignorance  move  our  peoples'  emotions  rapidly.  They  are  open  to 
ways  and  to  means  whereby  we  might  join  forces  to  relieve  human  suffering  in  this  world. 

In  short,  what  I  am  finding  is  that  the  dreams  of  Bold  Mission  Thrust  really  are  beginning  to  settle  in  on  the 
grass  roots  of  Southern  Baptists  in  the  churches.  Increasingly,  they  urge  me  to  urge  all  of  us  in  the  denomina- 
tional agencies  to  get  on  with  that  work  as  swiftly  and  as  effectively  as  possible.  There  is  good  news  on  the 
frontlines.  Baptists  in  their  churches  are  alive  and  well! 


W.  Randall  Lolley 
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Trustees  Adopt 
Record  Budget,  Elect 
Two  New  Members 

Seminary  trustees  adopted  a  record 
$5,626,197  budget  during  their  spring 
meeting  and  elected  two  new  trustees 
to  serve  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  seminary  receives  68.46  per- 
cent of  its  budget  from  the  conven- 
tion's Cooperative  Program,  24.84  per- 
cent from  student  fees  and  rents  and 
6.7  percent  from  endowments  and 
other  funds. 

The  1985-86  budget  is  a  3.8  percent 
increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Under  the  budget,  faculty  and  staff 
salaries  will  receive  a  3  percent  across- 
the-board  increase. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  the  semi- 
nary's by-laws,  two  new  trustees  were 
elected  to  fill  unexpired  terms.  James 
Herron  of  Rock  Hill,  S.C.,  was  elected 
to  succeed  Henry  Finch  of  Charleston, 
S.C.,  who  resigned,  and  Ralph  Holt  of 
Wilmington,  N.C.,  was  elected  to  suc- 
ceed John  Hicks  of  Asheville,  N.C., 
who  died  earlier  this  year.  Both  will 
complete  terms  which  end  with  the 
June  meeting  of  the  convention. 

Trustees  voted  to  request  the  dean 
and  faculty  to  study  the  feasibility  of  a 
research  doctoral  program  and  trustee- 
sponsored  internships  for  Southeast- 
ern graduates. 

The  30-member  board  also  heard  a 
progress  report  on  construction  now 
under  way  of  the  $2,500,000  Ledford 
Student  Center.  The  board  authorized 
the  administration  to  proceed  with 
negotiations  for  Phase  II,  estimated  to 
cost  $225,000. 

In  other  action,  the  trustees: 

*granted  sabbatical  leaves  to  Wil- 
liam Clemmons,  Professor  of  Chris- 
tian Education;  Furman  Hewitt,  Pro- 
fessor of  Christian  Ethics;  and  Malcolm 
Tolbert,  Professor  of  New  Testament; 

*adopted  a  resolution  of  apprecia- 
tion for  the  the  late  John  Hicks,  trus- 
tee, and  a  resolution  commemorating 
the  100th  anniversary  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Union; 


*designated  a  men's  residence  as 
Shaw  House  in  recognition  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Hugh  Shaw,  Raleigh,  N.C.; 

*adopted  the  following  endowment 
funds  for  student  aid: 

The  Joseph  Mark  Baldwin  Mem- 
orial Fund 

The  Martha  Joyce  Guthrie  Fund 
The  Chevis  Helen  Home  Fund 
The  James  Family  Fund;  and 
*  recognized  outgoing  trustees  Wil- 
liam Speed,  Pasco,  Wash.,  and  John 
Roberts,  Baltimore,  Md.,  on  comple- 
tion of  ten  years  of  service.

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Convocations 

Laity  and  Women  address  issues

Southeastern  Seminary  hosted  two 
major  meetings  during  March  and 
April  for  Laity  and  Women,  in  which 
participants  were  urged  to  be  more 
involved  in  the  work  of  Southern  Bap- 
tist churches. 

Christianity  spread 
by  laity,  group  told 

In  the  keynote  address  to  more  than 
250  persons  at  the  1985  Convocation 
of  the  Laity,  Robert  E.  Shepherd, Jr. 
declared,  "We  often  forget  that  Chris- 
tianity is  a  religion  founded,  spread 
and  nourished  by  the  laity." 

The  University  of  Richmond  law 
professor  added,  "Jesus  himself  was 
not  a  member  of  the  priestly  class,  nor 
were  any  of  the  fishermen,  tax  collec- 
tors or  others  called  by  him  to  be  his 
disciples." 

Shepherd  also  said  the  current  con- 
flict between  so-called  "conservatives" 
and  "moderates"  within  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  "speaks  eloquently 
to  the  absence  of  an  active  laity  as  a 
positive  force  within  our  denomina- 
tion." 

Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary Senior  Professor  Findley  B.  Edge 
carried  out  Shepherd's  theme  in  a  ser- 
ies of  Bible  studies  on  the  role  of  the 
laity. 

"The  call  to  salvation  and  the  call  to 
ministry  is  one  and  the  same,"  he 
declared.  Edge  repeatedly  stressed  the 
false  distinction  in  Southern  Baptist 
life  between  clergy  and  laity.  He  noted 
that  a  more  biblically-based  view  of 
ministry,  highlighting  the  proper  place 
of  laypersons,  would  actually  help 
pastors  by  relieving  the  stress  of  hav- 
ing more  to  do  than  they  can 
accomplish. 

Former  Southern  Baptist  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  President  Christine 
Gregory  of  Danville,  Va.,  addressed 
her  commitments  to  personal  evange-

lism  and  ethical  righteousness. 

"I  believe  in  personal,  one-to-one, 
evangelism,"  the  former  SBC  first 
vice  president  declared. 

In  a  sermon  closing  the  Convoca- 
tion of  the  Laity,  President  W.  Ran- 
dall Lolley  urged  participants  not  to  be 
afraid  of  failure.  "In  our  world,  we're 
all  going  to  hack  our  initials  on  the 
tree  of  failure,"  he  said.  But  he  also 
noted,  "The  purpose  of  God  will  always 
place  you  in  a  ministry  in  which  God 
will  energize  you  sufficiently  to  fulfill 
it." 

The  Laity  sessions  were  sponsored 
by  the  Southern  Baptist  Brotherhood 
Commission,  the  state  convention 
Brotherhood  Departments  of  North 
and  South  Carolina,  Virginia  Baptist 
Men's  Department  and  Southeastern 
Seminary. 

"Partnership  in 
Gosper  is  women's 
theme 

During  the  Convocation  on  Women 
held  in  April  the  230  conferees  heard 
Letty  Russell  assert  that  women  and 
men  should  be  full  partners  in  Chris- 
tian ministry. 

The  Yale  Divinity  School  Professor 
of  the  Practice  of  Theology  told  the 
group,"it  is  my  contention  that  women 
present  more  opportunities  for  excit- 
ing ministries,  rather  than  problems." 


"Partnership  in  the  Gospel"  was  the 
theme  of  the  Convocation.  A  "rain- 
bow partnership"  was  endorsed  by 
Russell,  in  which  minorities,  including 
women,  are  treated  as  "possibilities 
instead  of  problems."  In  a  "rainbow 
partnership"  authority  in  a  church 
community  would  not  be  granted  by 
virtue  of  sex  or  race.  Instead,  individ- 
uals would  be  given  responsibility  and 
authority  based  on  their  gifts  and 
abilities. 

Sandra  Richardson,  explaining  the 
conference  theme,  "Partnership  in  the 
Gospel,"  said,  "One  of  our  purposes 
was  to  say  women  want  to  be  seen  as 
full  partners  in  thegospel."The  former 
home  missionary  from  Raleigh,  NG. 
said  the  time  together  "gave  women  a 
chance  to  celebrate  what  they  are 
doing  in  ministry." 

Ethel  Burton  Lee,  associate  director 
of  student/field  ministries  for  South- 
eastern praised  the  Convocation  for 
the  encouragement  participants  re- 
ceived from  sharing  experiences  and 
celebrating  what  they  are  doing  in 
ministry. 

Lee  said,  "this  is  an  extremely  dis- 
couraging time  for  women.  Last  year's 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  one 
of  the  most  painful  times  of  my  life. 
It's  deeply  wounding  to  be  told  there  is 
no  place  for  you  when  you  have  heard 
all  your  life  that  the  gospel  is  for 
everybody." 

She  stressed  in  addition  to  support, 
the  conference  provided  education  for 
many  people  who  were  not  familiar 
with  the  issues.  "I  was  delighted  with 
the  convocation,"  she  said,  "  it's  hard 
to  describe  it,  but  the  words  I  kept 
hearing  from  so  many  people  were 
'this  is  wonderful.'"

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PRESIDENTS  MESSAGE 

A  People  of  Prayer. . . 
A  People  of  Vision. . . 

(Excerpts  from  the  Southeastern  Seminary  report  delivered  by  President  W.  Randall  Lolley  to  messengers  at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  Dallas, 
Texas,  Thursday,  June  13,  1985.) 

In  Wake  Forest,  North  Carolina,  we  live  in  the  heartland  of  those  original  13  colonies  which  for  150  years  constituted  this  great 
country.  Our  lives  are  flavored  by  where  we  live;  by  those  Baptists  who  surround  us,  who  love  us,  who  pray  for  us,  and  work 
with  us — those  stalwart  Baptists  who  know  the  lessons  longest  in  the  learning. 

We  work  in  the  shadows  of  Charleston,  Augusta,  and  Sandy  Creek — names  and  places  fraught  with  the  magic  that  has 
marked  Southern  Baptists  from  our  beginning.  We  have  learned  from  them  the  Southern  Baptist  way  of  being  conservative. 

The  theme  of  this — our  128th  Southern  Baptist  Convention — is  PRAYER.  At  Southeastern  Seminary,  we  know  better  than 
Webster  what  that  word — that  reality — means.  PR AYER:"the  spiritual  energy  which  fuels  the  life  of  Christ."  We  have  a  vision 
for  ourselves,  for  you  our  fellow  travelers  and  for  all  humankind:  "Really,  in  Christ,  through  prayer,  to  live  like  God's  people  in 
God's  world." 

Increasingly,  at  Southeastern  Seminary,  we  are  a  people  by  a  vision  possessed.  Proverbs  29:18 — "Where  there  is  no  vision,  the 
people  perish."  (KJV)  The  sacred  writer  is  speaking  of  prophecy — the  vision  of  which  was  increasingly  absent  from  the  land.  The 
point  is  that  vision— a  substantive  perception  of  God's  futures — nourishes  God's  people.  Without  it  they  languish,  grow  lean  and 
lifeless,  and  eventually  lose  their  reason  for  being. 

At  this  time  it  seems  natural  to  speak  of  my  vision  of  God's  futures  as  He  is  allowing  me  to  perceive  them.  Here  are  some 
emerging  shapes  for  me  as  I  seek  to  continue  leading  our  school  to  be  a  seminary  committed  to  God's  great  Commandments  and 
to  His  great  Commission: 

I  see  the  time...

...When  the  unavoidables  of  who  we  are  flavors  the  inevitables  of  what  we  do  in  the  bold  mission  unto  which  our  Lord 
Christ  has  called  us. 

...When  the  current  concerns  of  men  in  ministry,  women  in  ministry,  ordained  clergy  in  ministry,  and  unordained  laity  in 
ministry  will  be  caught  up  in  the  far  larger  concern  of  Christians  in  ministry.  For  that  is  what  LAOS  means — all  God's 
people  in  His  ministry  (Acts  2:16-21). 

...When  Baptists  will  pause  long  enough  for  enemy  identification  and  learn  that  the  real  enemies,  as  the  Bible  says,  are  the 
world,  the  flesh,  and  the  Devil,  and  not  fellow  Baptists  struggling  to  sort  out  what  for  them  is  the  Will  of  God. 
...When  there  is  not  a  hungry  person  in  this  land,  or  any  land,  because  God's  people  have  determined  to  rid  the  Earth  of 
famine  forever. 

...When  human  life — both  born  and  unborn — is  seen  as  sacred,  and  nuclear  weaponry— no  matter  who  builds  or  who 
deploys  it,  no  matter  whose  it  is — will  be  banished  from  the  Earth. 

...When  Christians  and  other  humans  really  do  perceive  themselves  to  be  the  ultimately  endangered  species;  and  begin  to 
love  this  planet  like  God  does,  and  work  to  preserve  it  alive  and  well  for  our  children  and  our  children's  children.

"Remember,"  Clemmons  said,  "the 
heritage  of  great  leaders  in  the 
churches  and  denomination...  who 
took,  and  are  still  taking,  courageous, 
strong  stands  that  have  kept  South- 
ern Baptists  on  target  with  that  which 
is  our  main  business:  missions."

Cannon  Gifts  Boost

When  more  than  45,000  Southern 
Baptists  converged  on  the  Dallas  Con- 
vention Center  in  Dallas,  Texas  June 
11-13,  Southeastern  Seminary  was 
well  represented.  It  was  the  largest 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention in  history. 

The  annual  Southeastern  Seminary
